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How far we've got until now ? 


OK, now we have achieved the third issue 
of CLASH. We are still here and it seems 
that we are able to continue the project. 

There have been positive responses to the 
project from everywhere. Especially the res¬ 
ponses, commissions and agreement from coun¬ 
tries where english or german are not 
'usual' languages have us encouraged. Out 
of our own experience we know very well the 
difficulties with languages which we don't 
know very well. Here also particular re¬ 
gards to all who have send their articles 
already translated and lay-outed. 


To the exchange of information we have al¬ 
ready approached a big piece.There were sent 
articles from many countries and so we are 
able to fulfil our demand to print only 
'original'-reports. 

It's good and encouraging to hear about the 
struggles elsewhere. This time for example 
the report from Vancouver/Canada about a 
squatting and evic^tion. Thereby we have 
learned that people are fighting for living- 
space and self-organization there too. But 
also the other side: the propagandalies 
to prepare the eviction have had an amazing 
similarity to those which were used against 
the Mainzerstr. at Berlin. Canadian cops are 
members in T.R.E.V.I. too - small wonder so. 
Or rather the article from Milano/Italy 
about the common squatt of immigrants and 
leftists. There have been already similar 
starts for common actions in Switzerland and 
Austria . The attempt in Italy now aims at 
a common life. Everywhere this can be part 
within the discussions and fights against 
the refugiepolicy of the european states. 

This timne again there is very much about 
the struggle for squatted houses. We have 
got the most articles to that and so it is 
an expression of the struggles taking place 
and of the agreement all over the countries. 
In this scope there is also the attempt of 
international organizing, f.ex. the inter¬ 
national squattersmeeting at Hamburg during 
Christmas and the discussion about a common 
european actionday. 

On principle we want to inform about all 
struggles and this time there are missing 
many things again. 

For example we would have liked to print 

something about the anti-poll-tax demonstra¬ 
tion at London in October and about the 














followi|ig repressionwavei but we haven't had 
any 'original*- report from England. 

Or rather about anti-fascist struggle - 
there have been questions and interest to 
that from several countries. It would be 
good if you would send reports, analysises 
and discussionpapers about this topic. 

With the second aim - to be part in the 
construction of a common european discussion 
- it#s not so good until now. On the one 
hand appropriate texts are not yet printed 
enough in the newspaper. Therfoie this time 
we wanted to print two discussionpapers, but 
both we couldn't translate in a correct way 
in time. One of them is a longer paper which 
was sended by imprisoned italian comrades 
(already in english!), the other also a lon¬ 
ger one from FRG. Both we want to print in 
the next issue. 

For the realization of a discussion,contri¬ 
butions and critics to already printed tex- 
tes or rather concerning the whole concep¬ 
tion would be important, but there has been 
nothing written like this until now. 

But for sure we have much to learn and to 
find out new by the construction of an eu¬ 
ropean discussion. F.ex. english comrads 
said that they like clash because of the 
informations, but that they don't understand 
the discussionpapers and cannot work with 
them. Among other things the reason may be 
the different use of terms. 

For sure the different political genesis of 
struggles in the european countries has 
brought out also a different political lang¬ 
uage. When we write articles we have to con¬ 
sider this fact and long-term it's necessary 
to come to a common lang^uage. 


In this issue we also wanted to print a 
report about the repression against the 
starts of international organizing, but may 
that it is possible not before the next 
issue. Therefo^re some catchwords now: 
Especially the participation of foreign com^ 
rads on the anti-poll-tax-demonstration at 
London was sounded and attacked before, du¬ 
ring and after the demo. In this connection 
an inflammatory campaign (with the direc¬ 
tion: 'turntable of international terror') 
started in the netherlands. 
people who returned from the last interna¬ 
tional infoshopmeeting in Nijmegen/NL were 
terrorized at the border with searches and 
controls for hours. 

In FRG a campaign against the infoshops and 
their international contacts is starting.

The comrades of Leoncavallo ( squatted center, since 14 Years in 
Mailand/Italy) says for example that the (squatted) centers are an 
important part in building-up of a revolutionary movement. They say 
that within the society only isolation and estrangement of people from 
each other and from real human needs take place (if at work or in 
socalled freetime) and that the centers are important because 
isolation + estrangement can be changed there. Do you think similar?

We will give here a relatively short and also not complete report about the 
congress. At end of february a reader about the congress, probably in several 
languages, will be published, that will report the discussions, difficulties 


and results more exactly. 


Some hundred people from alltogether 12 european countries came to the con¬ 
gress. What has been expressed verjt clearly was that there is a strong need 
for informations, common discussions and common activity. 

Our impression in this was, that in some countires more common discussions, 
on which the participitiants could relate, exists as in FRG. 

Because of this it partly comes also critcs from people of other countries who 
said that it might be necessary to organize at first frg-wide discussions. This 
estimation was also made during the preparation of the congress but in the 
same time also the necessity of international discussions has been seen. 

Beyond it there were a lot of difficulties in the realization of the congress; 

* no sufficient prpciration of how the discussions about the several themes 
should be and where they should lead to. 

* no sufficient preparation of the german participitiants, what means to lead 
a discussion internationally, partly there were not enough translators, dic¬ 
tionaries were missing and sometimes also an engagement in polyglot and there- 
for strenuous discussions was missing. 

But we have also made the experience, that it became easyer to discuss in 
work-shops which were about concrete aims, (for example action-day or the 
preparation of the demonstration on 31.12.). 

Even yet a short summary to the action-day; we understand the action-day as 
a beginning of common acting. The idea was born because we know that the ru¬ 
ling class wants to evict european-wide all squatted houses and centers until 

1992. ^ ^ . 

Yet in our actions we want to start from o^s^lves, from our needs and aims, 

for a self-determined life without exploitation and suppression. Thus we 
want to come together also with people who struggle for self-determination at 
other points. 

A provisionally appeal which was worked out by people out of different euro¬ 
pean countries in a work-shop at the squattersdays is on behind. 

The appeal is a result of a few days long discussion which also reflects the 
distinctions of the different cities/countries. 




The discussion till now certainly is not sufficient, it is the attempt to 
work-out a common communique. It shall be basic and stimulation for the dis¬ 
cussion in the cities/countries and shall be discussed further and be com¬ 
pleted on an european preparation-meeting in the beginning of march in Zurich/ 
Switzerland. 

We have faced the period around midst of april for the action-day but this will 
be fixed finally in Zurich. ^ 

Because in Zurich there exists only a limited number of sleepingplaces (Ca.50), 
discuss the appeal and the idea for the action-day in your groups and cities 
and please send only delegates to Zurich.

we, people from different cities, 
countries and squatted houses and 
centres, have met at the squatter's 
days from 25th to 30th dec. in 
hamburg and have decided to have a 
european action day. 
we want a european action day now 
because we know that the capital¬ 
istic yuppification is organised in 
all countries of europe and that also 
the repression is coordinated europe- 
wide. the evictions of squatted hou¬ 
ses and centres are a part of this 
development, which is planned and 
organized, though, by the ruling for 
much more people and social areas, 
the basic tendency of this develop¬ 
ment, pushed forward europe-wide, is: 


- control, repression.. 

- in production, where efficiency 
and rivalry set the measures, high- 
technologised and divided jobs are 
usual, collective working relations 
are destroyed, which has led to iso¬ 
lation, splitting and pacifying the 
workers, this has the effect of an 
increased exploitation and higher 
productivity for the capital. 

- at the yuppification of the cities, 
in the quarters where the poor are 
expelled to create even more room for 
the rich. 

- the heads and heardts of the people 
are manipulated, efficiency, consump¬ 
tion and rivalry are supposed to 
determine our thinking and feeling, 
with fascistic propaganda and mobi- 


s 



lisation the people are supposed to 
be alienated from another colour of 
skin, origin and sex. 

- in scientific research, which is 
subdued to the ptofit and the pre¬ 
servation of the power of the capital 
there are e.g. bio- and genetechno- 
logy or the research for social con¬ 
trol in jobs, in school and in prison 
(isolation torture). 

- the attack of the state against the 
identity of political prisoners is a 
direct attack against all revolutionary 
movements. it"s an attempt of the 
state to deny the possibility to 
fight and to win. for us, is import- 
atn not to let the prisoners alone 

to support them in their struggle and 
not to admit that the state destroys 

their struggle and their identity, the 
struggle of the political prisoners is 
the same as our and also is a part in 
our discussion.

The reaction 
on this was in almost every way 
positiv, the squatters were confir¬ 
med with positiv contents against 
the breaking-down of the houses, 
and it was made public what was 
discussed on the meetings between 
^ the state and the houses. 

The example was picked up quickly 
and untill spring more than 120 
houses in Eastern-Berlin were squat¬ 
ted. There was a special call up 
for the streets Niederbarnim-, Kreut- 
ziger- and Nainzerstr., because 
it became clear that the big amount 
of empty houses there should serve 
^ for a re-construction for passing- 
; places for people who wouldn't 
ifit in the new citycentre Kreuzberg. 


SQUATTING MOVEMENT IIM EASTERN BERLIN. 
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By this in one go around 15 houses 
were inhabitated in these streets, 
later it became nearly twice as 
much in the streets around it.All 
this happened in April. At this time 
the negotiations between the squat¬ 
ters (unified in a commitee) and 
the municipal authorities finally 
got started. Around 80 houses were 
represented by this commitee. Right 
from the beginning it was tried 
by our side to get contracts by 
negotiating. Which couldn’t be said 
of the other side, there the compe¬ 
tence was not classified, those 
"responsible” changed constantly, 
besides that the talks should be 
made separated, but at the minimum 
they should be pursued in the nea- 
borhoods. A united stand also coul¬ 
dn’t be coordinated at all time 
by the sguatters-assembly, so that 
untill the 8th of Oct., on which 
the municipal authorities stopt 
the negotiations, there were no 
results made, which at first line 
depended on the "official" depart¬ 
ments. Therefore, it cannot be said 
that the squatters wouldn’t hav/e 
been prepared to negotiate at all. 
From the 24th of July "berlin’s 
ruling-line" was called out upon 
Eastern-Berlin, but it wasn’t reali¬ 
zed upon all cases of new squatted 
houses. Except for the evictions 


in the Western part of the city, 
untill monday the 12th of Nov. there 
were no broader known evictions 
in the Eastern part of the city. 
The atmosphere inside the squatted 
houses was good, the houses were 
prepared for the winter and no 
one, except those of the state- 
departments, had thought, on this 
Sunday, about what could happen 
one day later in the Mainzerstreet. , 
From the side of the state the 
clashes, together with the accompa- 
ning eviction were planned in cold- 
blood, then otherwise the troups 
of cops wouldn’t be already called 
up and on stand-by on Sunday.

The eviction of the Mainzerstrasse 
in Eastern-Berlin. 

□n the 12th of Nov. the first evic¬ 
tion of squatted houses in the Eas¬ 
tern part of Berlin was forced 
through by the state. A lot of peop¬ 
le resisted the massive machine 
which showed up in the early mor¬ 
ning of monday the 12th, and a 
riot exploded which held on for 
three day’s. 

The following is an article we took 
from the anti-fascist newspaper 
from Berlin nr. 13, and tells us about 
the history and the actual happe¬ 
nings of the squattingmovement. 


The squats in the Mainzerstrasse 
are evicted, a huge military force 
of police should show the actors 
their Faint and should scare off 
the other people not to feel any 
solidarity. 

The example, that it’s better, to 
fight for common interests, rather 
then to fight eachother in the 
daily grind of competition, shouldn't 
be spread around. 

This "new" Big-germaney has made 

clear, how it want’s to deal with 
social resistance in the future. 

Thereby the rulers are prepared 
to criminalize already there, where 
the resistance is yet only showing 
impulses. There are many examples 
for this, like the raids on the offi¬ 
ces of the "Green-party", because 
of the calling up to refuse to go 
to the army, the "new" refugee- 
laws", the criminalizing of the Hafen- 
strasse (squatted houses in Hamburg), 

the campaign against the PDS (teste- 
mony of the SED, former GDR’s state 
party, now-a-days a left-wing soc.- 
democratic party), etc. 

The deploytation of police in Fried- 
richshain (the neaborhood in which 
the Mainzerstr. is situated) didn't 
happen accidentally, but was a 
directed calculation, should strike 
all those who think about resistance 
against the comparatives in Big- 
germahey. In this enclosure we docu- 
mentate the going-on of the fights 
in the Mainzerstr. from the view 
of the people involved and a politi¬ 
cal estimation. This is connected 
with the call up to support the 
. evicted squatters, the prisoners, 

. the squatted houses and the resis- 

tance. 




(liJe received a last message; last night 
there were riots again in Berlin. After 
the eviction of three houses, 1200 people 
went on the streets and throwed stones 
and molotov’s. That’s all we know for now...) 
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FROM THE SPECIAL ISSUE OF BERLIN’S 
ANTI-FASCISTIC- YOUTH INFO: 

From the 3th of Oct. the gowernment 
is blowing on the storm on the left- 
wing; persecution of German and 
Turkish antifascists, the raids on 
the PDS, the terror around the 
eviction of squatted houses in Frie- 
drichshain has showed clearly: now 
beginns a new phase of clashes, 
in the future we will have to reacon 
with harsher repression. But pressu¬ 
re causes counterpressure and 
that’s clear: 

UJe will not leave them in peace, 
and when their goal is a peacefull 
capital city, then we make out of 
that the FRONTCITY of Berlin! 
They will not get their silence, 
to put through their dirty things, 
and it's also not a big-moufehed 
treath, but our totall straight-face! 

At the end of Septembre it became 
slowly clear, that the Senat is dri¬ 
ving a hard course. By clashes be¬ 
tween Nazi's on one side and Turkish 
youth and left-wing on the other 
each time their were heavy injuries. 
The police intervened and of course 
hunted the antifascists. A demonstra¬ 
tion from Kreuzberg to Alex (ander- 
platz, in the Eastern part) was 
beaten to disperse, a few day's 
later- on the so-called "day of 
unification"- the cops attacked 
with teargas, watercanons and trun¬ 
cheons everyone, who was staying 
on the square and on the Alex at 
the end of the demonstration. 

That they also trunched -down mainly by- 
passers didn't disturb them apparently. 

By this way it became clear quickly, that 
they're now driving an other course: 

All those who "protest" (and if it's only 
against the direct treaths), are massively 
combatted. And thereby it's totally equal, 
if someone thinks in a social-democratic 
or autonomous way; at the wrong time at 
the wrong place- which goes quickly nowa¬ 
day's- and already he or she has a trun¬ 
cheon on the head. 


THE 12th OF NUVEMBRE. 

On Monday, in the morning at 9.00 am, the 
message about the eviction from a squat 
in Lichtenberg reached us. Some of us went 
there, others prepared themselves on a 
possible clash with the police. The evictions 
in Lichtenberg (and Prenzlauerberg) went 
relatively undisturbed. Protest was heard 
above all in Friedrichshain, were a main 
road was blocked-off for a short time, 
to protest against tTie evictions. 

Shortly after the police raided tlie Mainzer- 
street and started to attack the squatted 
houses there. UJith watercanons, tanks and 
special anti-riot gear they drove down 
the street. Ubviously they were thinking 
that, after the succesfull eviction in the 
morning, they were able to evict us right 
away. 

liJith this provocation the fights, following 
after that, were initiated. The Mainzerstr. 
showed massive resistance towards the 
cops. The police suddenly were faced witli 
barricades and notified, that they wouldn't 
come through that easily. The time in which 
they called for re-inforcement, we used 
to barricade the street completely. Out 
of construction materials, steel girders, 
paving- stones, construction- containers 
etc. we builded barricades by the metre. 
Then, when the police3 started, at the 
early afternoon, to attack us massively 
with teargas, watercanons and bulldozer- 
tanks, we were prepared well. Still then 
we maintained our offer: by withdrawl of 
the police there will be no provocations 
or attacks from our side into the outside. 
Little by little more and more "prominent 
figures" showed up, who wanted to negotia¬ 
te between the cops and us. But even the 
members of (city-)parliament and the mayor 
of the district-council were not only send 
away, but after that immediately being 
shot at by the watercanon. They escaped 
into the street! The police started to per¬ 
form as an invation army. But this was 
only the beginning. They probably hoped; 
to get us down with their terror. They

AllrRadv the day before it became clear, 
that they planned a huge action. Squads 
of the FiGS (National Border patrol) and 
the SEK (special anti-riot units)from several 
counties were concentrated in Berlin during 
the whole of Tuesday. LJe had a relative 
quitness on this day, which we used to 
mobilize people and to safeguard the street 
and the 12 houses there. 

l^ut also the whole day through many people 
tried to keep of the senator of internal- 
affairs of this large-scale operation. But 
if it was the districts-direction or his 
own friends within the party, or the coali- 
tionpar trier At (Alternative Liste) or the 
representative of the Eastern-berlin police: 
SPD (social democratic party) senator of 
internal affairs ’Patzold' together with 
the Fieadquarters of police stroke out on-to 
the big battle, to revenge tbe big. defeat, 
tliey've ever lived to see. 

In the night it was then clear: At 6.(10 am 
they'll come. Clear that the streets would 
be defended, but in case off a superior 
force of one to ten (600 people against 
AOOO cops) there's nearly nothing to do. 
After about two hours they had taken the 
streets and then it really just started. 
With a tank they turned around a construc¬ 
tion-framework, were people were standing 
on; they hunted individuals into the burning 
barricades; they even shot with sharp into 
the crowd- it's a mirricule "only" one young 
person was hit. But he should not be tbe 
only heavily injured person on this day. 
When the cops were inside the first houses 
they raged brutally to all those, they could 
catch. 

In a few houses they trunched-down all 
those present, they smashed their arms 
and legs, one spleen was splitten and much 
more inner injuries etc. Several people 
had to be treated urgently in hospitals. 
It is hard, to describe this brutality here. 
The word "contemption for mankind" is to 
harmless for that. 

Erom tliis time on, the cops behavioud them- 


are reaching a heat upto ZGOO degrees 
All together they tried for 15 hours to get 
us down. Eirst at daybreaking they gave 
up.- we had won for this day! 

Eor tfie first time we could not only 
hold -hack the police-attack (they were 
double as mucFi as we were), but were also 
able to Flit tliem back. But it was also clear 
to us, that they wouldn't take this defeat 
tFiat easily. 


THE SOLIDARITY IN THE NEABORHDOD. 


It wasn't mucFi, wliat we had done tlie montfis 
before on active neaborhood-work. Eor 
all the youth (also some right-wings) were 
at our place, "looked around", and some 
of them "firstly informed themselves"... 
but a real ancFiorage we didn't had yet. 
So we enjoyed it urn so more, that on Monday, 
when the cUish broke-out, also more and 
more citizens took part. Lots of them came 
with material or advice, and the whole 
time througli people from the houses around 
were present, also when the cops attacked. 
Many enjoyed it, tliat "they" were heated 


themselves like an occupation-army in a 
strange country. Eor several weeks the 

Mainzer and the streets around it were 

closed-off, even girls from 11-years old 
didn't came through, because they didn't 
have an identity-card. 

Under the protection of the cops the hous¬ 
es were systematically plundered and de¬ 
stroyed. 

In the evening a demonstration with more 
then 10.000 people was being held. The 
"result" of this day: 600 arrests, a big 

amount of injuries, 300 people homeless 

to it and- but who cares- a coalition crack¬ 
ed. 

But this day was shadowed also by something- 
else: Then aroung 6.00 in the morning a 
fire broke out in tFie basement of a rented 
house in the Mainzerstreet- just before 
the eviction! 

Because the basement was closed-off, it 
was clear the fire was raised. It wasn't 
possible for us anymore, to extinguishe 
the fire or to get out the renters by tFie 
stairs. So we were lucky enough, that there 
was a very long ladder, so that the people 
could be evacuated by the balcony on the 
first floor. 

"Accidentally" the only functionating tele- 
pFione broke down at this very moment, 
"accidentally" the cops were observing 
from the roof at the end of the street, 
□f course, everybody was needed, to extin¬ 
guishe the fire, but this didn't happen. 
So we were forced to open up the barricades 
partly to let tFie firebrigade pass through, 
which we could emerge on a different way. 
UJe concentrated our strenght the whole 
time on the fire, and therefore couldn't 
think about building barricades. Tbe fire 
had fulfilled it's function, and if not all 
had worked out as well as it did, several 
people would have been burned in the house! 
Afterwards the fire wasn't mentioned any¬ 
more by the police, although they observed 
it all the time... 



up this time, lots of them at last let their 
frustrations go about ttie new circumstances 
in the former GDR. together with us. 

Also discussions were held with these people 
and when a bulldozer was stolen by the 
squatters, to break up the streets for 
barricades, also a construction-worker 
presented himself and also declaired his 
solidarity. Many of the people living, in 
the area didn't see our behaviour as being 
threatening, as the press putted it after¬ 
wards. At the contrary: raising rents, un¬ 
employment, high prices and an unsurten 
future has given us much sympathy- many 
also see the achieving of their interests 
within the movement. 

nf course these were not the only voices 
which were raised, we also got to feel 
the harsh disapproval. Many of the residents 
also thought our heading on wasalright, 
but had understandable fear for the escala¬ 
tion. There was a very wide support from 
all possible sides. By example we got visited 
by representatives of most political party s, 
active people of the former democratic 
movement (of the GDR). and many "deatly 
common people", young people, working 
people on their way home from work stept 
out of the subway and passed-by interested. 
Also many critics came, also from the sur¬ 
rounding houses and streets, but most of 
them realized that our measures to defend 
were necessarily. And that we only defended 
our street and didn't attack the cops in 
the surrounding area, that could be seen 
by everybody during the day. Active solida¬ 
rity we obtained from young people, of 
which some of them had taken part in an 
attack on the Mainzer half a year ago. 
They have noriced, that not we or some 
foreigners are their enemy's, but this state 
is. In advance there were conversations 
with them already during the weeks before 
and an unprejudiced discussion was held 
with the young people, who mark themselves 
as right-wings most of the time. Because 
oT, th(‘y w(M-c nut attacked by us, but at 
the contrary were taken serious and we 
discussed with them, partly the ice was 
broken between us. Many kids are "right- 
wing", because it's a fashion, not out of 
a real conviction. .After the eviction there 
was a real solidarity-movement with the 
people affected. 10.000 on the edemonstra- 
tion the very same day. the gathering of 
money, chains of people, strikes on the 
University's through all the city, moon- 
awakings. in fact all solidarity in practice 
otc. Also more and more the cops presence 
in the neaborhood went on the nerves of 
the people- the cops were really standing 
on each corner, untill a week later partly 
with groups of one hundred. 


THE LIES OF THE STATE. 

Right after the eviction Momper (mayor 
of Berlin) and his criminals started telling 
the sickest lies: They placed us as "being 
prepared to kill"! UJhat a heap! They shoot 
with sharp on people, drive them into the 
fire, are beating brutally and then start 
to talk like; if they were attacked! 


We have defended ourselves and were pre¬ 
pared to stop at anytime. The headquarters 
of police did know that very well, that's 
why Patzold, Momper etc. have to lie that 
much. They have driven through our street 
with this totall machinery, hitten down 
some half-dead and then throw the using 
of violence in front of our feet. There 
wuukJn't have been throwen one single* 
stone and not a single carbagecan would 
have blocked-off the road, if they didn't 
attacked us! 

Afterwards they don't only justify their 
moving in, but also the heavy injuries on 
the heads of peoples, several attempts 
V. to kill and the occupation for several day's 

of a whole neaborhood they try to turn 
around. They state that we wouldn't have 
been prepared to negotiate, yet it was 
them, who called-off the negotiations! 



They state, we would have had "Super-mollie" 
and loaded guns- but then who did shoot? 

A few day's after the eviction it was said, 
that only eleven squatters of those arrested 
wouldn't have been situated somewhere 
else, the rest would have had allegedly 
an appartment somewhere else! 

That's the totall cynical and arrogant way 
of those in power. But when they grap 
to measures like these, then it will only 
strike them back! 
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contracts which could be dictated 
to the people living there, contracts 
even without the guarantee of a 
prolonged stay for the people that 
had renovated the houses with their 
own hands. From the moment on that 
squatters are isolated and split 
up, any of those with a legal con¬ 
tract could easily be sued, evicted 
or driven nut. In official words this 
is called the ’’Berlin Policy”. 

After the squatters, the tenants 
will be next, because speculation 
doesn’t only concern empty houses, 
but full ones as well, and they won’t 
be able to cope with the exploding 
rents in the east of the city, which 
are planned to be A times as high 
in 1992.

Berlin, Capital city 

It’s not just the squats that are 
an offense to those in power, it’s 
the whole structure of the town 
which should be re-planned. Govern¬ 
ment seat, capital-city and the Olym¬ 
pics demand the destruction of exis¬ 
ting structures. The development 
of a city-center full of office buil¬ 
dings with high rents, motorways 
smashing their way through crowded 
districts, yuppification of the inner- 
city - pushing out the poor to far¬ 
away ghettos. 


This kind of city-planning provokes 
resistance, because it means that 
lots and lots of people will be ex¬ 
pelled. The city council tries to 
scare people off by developing a 
policy of repression to guarantee 
’’law and order” in the capital-city 
of the Reich, due to the fact that 
social tensions and differences are 
very much pronounced in Berlin and 
they fear a growth of social struggle 
As an example of the tense social 
and political situation, we would 
like to mention the following: 

- The old common industrial agree¬ 
ments in East-Germany run out in 
the spring of '91, which means that 
the guarantee against unemployment 
will be withdrawn. On top of already 
massive unemployment at least anoth¬ 
er 1.5 million people on flexible short 
contracts will see them cut down 
to praclJcally irero working hours, 
without then being mentioned in 
the unemployment statistics. Even 
government institutions predict an 
unemployment figure of half a million 
people in the Berlin economic region 
only. 

The cuts on the social budget 
(not only in East-Germany) proceed 
at a tremendous speed. UJe want 
to mention the close-down of day¬ 
time nurseries, which forces women 
with kids from their jobs back into 
the kitchen again. 

- In the ERG, and also in Berlin, 
widely differing wages are paid. 
The difference in pay for a person 
working in East or West often is 
over inO%. Employers are very good 
at using this and hiring the cheapest 
labour force. 

- The still existing possibilities for 
abortion will probably soon be re¬ 
stricted by the new and old federal 
government. In a time of growing 
social needs, abortion on social 
grounds will be forbidden. 





























- The so-called "aliens” are, with 
tlie introduction of the "aliens law” 
on 1.1.1991, under threat of extra¬ 
diction, iP the ruling don't have 
a use for them anymore or if they 
defend themselves. There's no equal 
rights* for everyone. 


The deployment of western police 
troops is meant to show to the 
people in the ex-GDR what they 
can expect if they don't want to 
play by Federal German rules. That 
the measures taken under the state 
of emergency aren't just affecting 
"chants”, but the whole population, 
is shown by the reflection of the 
FRG-government to use the army 
as strike-breaker in the railroad 

strike. . 

Those in power in the FRG don t 
trust the judiciary, the politics 
and the management of the ex-GDR. 

Ihey are purged. UJestern directors, 
border troops and police from the 
"old regions" must replace anything 
that doesn't operate smoothly and 
according to their wishes. This is 
why several ex-GDR politicians, who 
had opposed the eviction oF the 
Mainzer straBe, were not heard or 
overruled, although they were in 
the same party as Patzold or Diep- 
gens. "Democratic experiments are 
not wanted, instead the FRG-appara- 
tus is installed in the new colony. 

I he positive traditions of the peace¬ 
ful 'revolution' have already been 
wiped out, any "GDR-identity is 
to be normalized in FRG manner. 

The times of the "social state" are 
over for tlie next period, the econo¬ 
mic existence of millions of people 
in the eastern part of Germany is 
(luestionned and threatened. 

Divide and conquer 

All those wPio don't want to give 
in and play by the 'rules' are perse¬ 
cuted and criminalized. Allowed is 
only the principle of "all against 
all": competition on the job, in the WOULD 

quest for a house, the deflection 
of the anger against people who 
look different -racism- and aga^st 
women -sexism-, those from the^yg. 
west" against those "from the east 
in general, to crawl for those 
above you and kick at those below. 

Lie can see were this leads to. The 
violence on the street, in the form 
of racist attacks and attacks by 
"proud Germans" has increased. 

Youths, living in the same social 
conditions, make war on eachother. 

Mcjoy German kids let themselves 
1)0 roused by racist talk, and Nazis 
recruit Polluwers from them. JiJhile 
in the ring the battle of the losing 
rages, the houseowners, speculants.

bankers with their gang of politi¬ 
cians watch from the grandstand 
The magazine "Der Spiegel" boasts 
headlines like "lust for violence". 
The violence comes from these social 
conditions, the foul stench of com¬ 
petition, which is so good for busi¬ 
ness. 

Because squatting opens up possi¬ 
bilities of a better way, in which 
people cooperate and live together, 
instead of the individualized daily 
tredmill, it is attacked and crimi¬ 
nalized by the police, publicly de¬ 
nounced and, with the help of the 
media, isolated from the population. 


THE AREA WOULD

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ijJhen you're alone, they'll get you! 
There where people are being thrown 
out it is essential to support each- 
other, get to know eachother, to 
talk and to act - be it evictions, 
tenants told to go, extradictions 
or sackings. That's the only per¬ 
spective against the isolation and 
competition, against 'race'-hatred 
and nationalism. Ulhen refugees are 
expelled, houses evicted, the next 
in line will be any Berlin residents 
with other nationalities. When rents 
are raised, people are sacked, many 
people are hit who nowadays still 
think they are better off strugg¬ 
ling on alone. And because in this 
newly strengthened Grand Germany 
everything which steps out of line 
is either to adapt or be wiped away, 
it also concerns us when houses 
are evicted or refugees expelled. 
Only together can we withstand the 
"taw-and-order, competition- and 
repression-nationalists", to defend 
our interests. Ule want to support 
a process in which really grows to¬ 
gether what belongs together: the 
people who's very existence is threa¬ 
tened by this Germany and who de¬ 
fend themselves, standing together 
in spite of our differences.

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THE IMMIGRATION AND THE LIFE. 

Some first notes on the immigrands 
and their struggles in Milan. 

Milan, January ’90, explodes the 
’’emergency” because of the cold: 
two immigrantes die -inside the cars 
where they were sleeping. 

February, the north african and se¬ 
negalese immigrants make the first 
public house occupation in Italy. It 
is occupied a large building (univer¬ 
sity property) in via Trentacoste, 
by about 50 immigrantes and some com¬ 
rades of ’’differents but together" 
(this is a small left local white orga¬ 
nization around the problems of the 
exclusion an immigration), ourselves 
occupying of these houses, and Sicet 
(a trade-union house organization), 
this occupation followed the one of 
Cascina Rosa, near both for time and 
for space; Trentacoste occupation 
will soon reach 400 people. Cascina 
Rosa -when it is evicted by the po¬ 
lice- on September ’90 will count 600 
immigrants. 

THE HOUSE, THE liJORK, BUT UJHAT ABOUT 
LIFE? 

The discussions with the immigrants 
had always some steady points: about 
the house and the work. The strong 
immigration of the end of 80th years, 
in fact, had drammatically to front 
the criminal Italian state politics that 
didn't give the immigrants any "stay- 
premission", nevertheless it’s objec¬ 
tive necessity of the foreign labour- 
force. In this way it has obliged, in 
the illegalty and in the absolute black¬ 
mail, ten thousands of immigrants with¬ 
out any right on the work and without 
any possibility of finding a house. 

A huge manifestation -2.00.000 people 
of all the left in Rome on September 
'89- had emphasized the necessity 
of the gouvernement change about 
immigration politics. Nevertheless, 
in the concreteness of the daily bat¬ 
tles this imposing force has lacked. 
Few tens of comrades here in Milan 
had supported the occupations and 
the necessity of a real and living 
comunication with the "extracomuni- 
tary" immigrants. 


THE ELECTIONS, THE "LEGUES", 

THE RACISME. 

The administrative elections of may 
’90, are a turning point at social level 
over all for the ’’immigration question". 
In North Italy they appear regionalis- 
tic open raciste parties (legues) that 
are against both "the rest of Italy" 
but yet more against those who are 
called openly and with disdain "blacks". 
It's real effect will be the change 
towards right of the several PCI, PSI, 
Greens -that before the elections 
spoke with timidity V)f an assignation 
percentage of popular houses to the 
immigrants, now with difficulty they 
. accept the right of a bed-place yet 
in disgusting dormitory. 

THE DORMITORIES: REFUGEE-FIELDS. 

The more "open" politics by the sever¬ 
al Italian city admistrations -of any 
political colour- is about the so-called

The "approches" by the other move- ^

No possibility 
of cooking, of taking friends (male . f 
or female) , the immigrantes must go 
away at 8 in the morning and re-enter 
at 24 p.m. ;they must excuse their 
absences and the breaches of the^V' 
regulation are punished by the explu- 
tion from the center: the immpression 
is one of a total institution. Yet these 
centers are openly contested by the 
white people who don’t want them 
in their areas. The racisme, also the 
criminal one, appears with the force 
this summer: in Bologna a dormitory 
of Maghrebin people is attacked by■ 
tens of persons with molotov and with 
the intention af a massacre, in Milan 
it has been trown a fired length 
against the Pakistan people who are 
sleeping in the place, (without counting , 
all the episodes in the South of Italy, ^ 
from Villa Literno to Cerinola). :’V. 


THE GERM OF SELF-ORGANIZATION: 

THE SUMMER OF OCCUPATIONS. 

Yet in this difficult context: the 
summer and the Autumn '90 see the 
multiplications of the occupations 
and the following removal in Padova, 
Bologna, Milan and in Brescia lately; 
The immigrantes selfautorganize them¬ 
selves and occupy disused hotels and 
houses or factories. The answers are 
always the ones of the police removals 
and violences but nevertheless they 
affirm: the immigrantes are the prota- 
ginists and they struggle in the first 
person. They are supported by the 
' movement of the social centers, byy 
j DP, and rarely -some trade union: 

I But still, it lacks the partecipation 
j of the Italians to the solidarity mani- 
I festations and to those struggles, . 

I as we have seen in Milan both at the^ 

I Cascina Rosa removal and the Pakistani 
I struggle who nevertheless made 5 oc-f,.

g in an open place, attacked by racistf 
n bands. 

I THE INADEQUACY AND THE "DIVERSITY". 

UJhat we overall have verified in via 
Trentacoste occupation and in Cas- 
I cina Rosa, is the inadequacy also of 
I Italian comrades (ourselves too) on| 
the racism question. 


Racism has to fighted also at mlitant 
I level, but it must have overall a cor¬ 
responding aff ermative and concrete 
I propositions. Trentacoste occupation 
I has been moved out after a fire where 
I dead Mouskassine, a young Maroccan 
I of 23 years; (the catolic church of- 
[ fered hospitality to the expelled 
people). Moukassine's death is the 
result of the inadequacy of the comra¬ 
des who have supported the occupa¬ 
tion. Sicet (but PCI and PSI also) sup¬ 
ported the marocan mafia, made of 
patriarcal traditional values, a kind 
of culture that a lot of young maroc- 
' cans criticize and not casually it is 
' supported by the maroccan consulate. 
Both the parties and the consulate 
see in it the support for the social 
I peace. Then the inadequacy of all 
I of us has been the one that lacked 
I of the capacity in setting -against 
! the traditional power- new forms and 
cultures that may interprete some 
possible cultural "synthesis". In fact, 

I the forms and the discussion ways 
belonging to the comrades are not 
always the right ones. Ue schould 
reschearch collective way of living, 
braiding -in such a way- the knowled¬ 
ges, the "likings’’/’’gusts", the passion 
for a liberation culture, a liberation 
struggle that is planetary such as 
it is planetary the expoitment and 
the alienation. UJe must make the best 
of the "diversity" (or of the "differen¬ 
ce") so that we could feel "equal", 
that "feeling of brotherhood" -fully G 
and contraddictory- that is born du -1 
ring the united struggles -both made > 
side by side or at thousand miles of 
distance. It is what we are trying 
to do in this small occupation where 
we now live together, after via Trenta¬ 
coste fire. •'

IN THE LAST FIVE YEARS, THE LOWER EAST SIDE OF N.Y.C. HAS 
WITNESSED THE GROWTH OF A SQUATTER'S MOVEMENT FROM THE RUBBLE 
OF ABANDONED BUILDINGS THAT HAD BEEN LEFT ROTTING FOR OVER TEN

Squat ters Resist Eviction

Statement on the eviction of the Frances 
St. squats, Nov. 27/90 
At 9am on Tuesday, Nov. 27, over 80 riot 
police including the Emergency Response 
Team, the RCMP bomb squad, a heli¬ 
copter, dog teams, fire trucks, and two 
earth moving tractors were deployed at the 
1600-block Frances sL in Vancouvers 
East-End. Their targets were six squatted 
houses, occupied since February 1990. 

Surrounding three of the houses were 
six-foot high barricades, and inside were a 
group of squatters who had erected the bar¬ 
ricades against an expected eviction of 
their homes. A Supreme Court order for 
eviction had passed on nov. 23, and on that 
day also squatters and supporters had 
erected barricades on Frances st. and the 
alley behind the houses, after 5 hours of 
negotiations with police, the barricades 
were dismantled with an agreement there 
would be ho police action until Nov. 26. 
On that day, the squatters again set up bar¬ 
ricades, this time around 3 of the houses, 
and also securing the inside of one of the 
houses. 

During the Nov. 23 negotiations, police 
stated they would notify the media and 
squatters before any police action, and 
would indicate how they would act. How¬ 
ever, it wasn't only die squatters who used 
the extra time to organise, but also the po¬ 
lice. The massive para-military action, 
with an arsenal of automatic weapons and 
tear-gas, was put into effect with the pre¬ 
text, fabricated by the police, that a new 
criminal element" now armed with 3 shot¬ 
guns and 2 handguns, had moved into the 
squats. The fabrication included "reliable 
sources" and an alleged "ex-squaticr" who 
saw the weapons. The very existence of 
such a person cannot even be verified and 
is suspect at best. Police statements, faith¬ 
fully reproduced by the media, were 
clearly part of a constructed counter-insur- 

S' 


gency program that aimed to isolate and 
criminalize the squatters: 

"It's* not a social housing or a squatting 
issue anymore... We are now faced with a 
group of criminals who have stockpiled 
weapons in a house. We've received reli¬ 
able information that the original group 
has been taken ov^ by people who could 
care less about social housing. They have 
expressed a desire to kill a policeman 
(Police spokesman const. Bob Cooper). 

In fact, no firearms have been found de¬ 
spite extensive police searches. It's diffi¬ 
cult to find material that doesn't exist! The 
most police can produce are canisters of 
gasoline (used to ignite fires, plainly car¬ 
ried around on Nov. 23), buckets of rocks, 
lightbulbs filled with paint, and some 
molotov cocktails. Hardly justification for 
the ERT assault and snipers on rooftops. 
The people behind the barricades had not 
changed, but police clearly had to justify 
their own drastic shift in tactics from Nov. 
23 to Nov. 27. Adding to the "militant 
criminal anarchist" angle, members of the 
bomb squad were called in, in case of 
"booby traps", and houses in a two-block 
radius were evacuated. 

As people gathered around the police 
perimeter, targeted individuals were ar¬ 
rested or allowed to cross the police line 
and then arrested. During the 7-hour siege 
several hundred people gathered around 
the area, most supportive of the squatters 
and chanting "Troops out of East Van" and 
"Housing is a Right", and yelling warnings 
to the squatters whenever members of the 
ERT moved toward them. 

Eventually police lines advanced to¬ 
wards the barricades with heavy machinery 
and arresting 8 people. Four other squat¬ 
ters withdrew into the barricaded house, 
which police demolished again using the 
heavy machinery. After this assault, the 


face of cops armed with automatic rifles 
pointing at them. 

In total, 27 people were arrested. Many 
were subjected to physical assaults during 
their capture, and while in custody. By 
nov. 29 all had been released, 12 charged 
with mischief and obstruction of justice, 
the remainder having not been charged at 
all. Prisoners were told the investigation 
was "ongoing" and further charges could 
be laid. While in custody, prisoners were 
shown surveillance photographs- for no 
other reason than to indicate police "knew 
everything" and to intimidate the prisoners. 
Of course, the police themselves didn't 
need to go too far for photographs and 
video-tapes, as journalists not only 
reprinted the inuendo put forward by the 
cops, but clearly acted as intelligence gath¬ 
erers for them. 

The days following the para-military as¬ 
sault saw a liberal out-pouring from ten¬ 
ants rights groups, community "leaders", 
as well as trade unionists denouncing the 
extent of the police operation and de¬ 
manding an inquiry. Even "progressive" 
members of the Vancouver city council 
participated in this "attack on the police", 
whilst also collaborating unanimously to 
declare the evicted houses a "public nui¬ 
sance" and passing a special demolition 
permit With this, the houses were de¬ 
molished on Nov. 29, despite the fact that 
some squatters still had possessions in the 
houses, and despite the fact that some of 
the houses were still liveable. In fact, only 
two of the six houses had received heavy 
damage. One of the main demands by the 
squatters all along had been to occupy the 
houses until demolition day, which the de¬ 
veloper Ning Yee didn't even have until 
the city council, including the 
"progressives" of COPE, unanimously 
gave it to him. A few squatters who had 
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• four remaining squatters emerged waving— stored their belongings in a comrades bus, 
' fists and maintained their ^efiance_in the^ which was raided by the police, found 
"" ^ ^ money and other items missing.^ 

















Police Repression Builds our Resistance 


It was important that the police action of 
Nov. 27 did not intimidate the growing re¬ 
sistance in Vancouver- that people did not 
retreat back into the safety of their houses, 
or friends houses. So on Nov. 29 a strong, 
angry protest was held. Gathering at 
Grandview park in the East-End, well over 
100 people marched to the 1600-block 
Frances, where some squatters made 
speeches on their determination to fight on 
and continue squatting. From here the 
demo proceeded towards the downtown 
area, blocking up traffic, with a banner in 
front which read "Police Repression Builds 
our Resistance”. On the route, an agitated 
driver tried to drive through the demo, 
nearly injuring a comrade, and was quickly 
set upon, escaping with a few dents. The 
second stop for the demo was the main tar¬ 
get of peoples rage: the Vancouver Police 
Department station. The main entrance 
was blocked and police inside, clearly in¬ 
timidated, locked the doors and called in 
more officers. A police car outside was 
attacked but because there was no prepara¬ 
tion beforehand, people lacked the neces¬ 
sary tools to do real damage such a s paint, 
JR 


iron bars etc. Before the cops could or¬ 
ganise or call in more officers, the demo 
moved down through the tourist-trendy 
Gastown area. Here people became 
bolder, and some began knocking over 
postal and newspaper boxes- but again any 
higher levels of property damage were 
stopped by the lack of preparation. The 
protest then moved back up to Hastings, 
and prior to reaching Granville st., 8-10 
motorcycle cops arrived an attempted to 
cordon off the demo, bumping into people 
in the rear and hitting others who got in 
their way along the side of the demo. 
Here, the demonstrators, now numbering 
between 30-40, became more organised, 
linking arms and not allowing the cops to 
stop the demo or to intimidate them. The 
determination of the demonstrators, to con¬ 
tinue the demo to a point they had decided 
it would end, and to not allow the police to 
send them back on the "legal” domain of 
the sidewalk, was an important and em¬ 
powering process. Also important was the 
minor property damage/disturbance that 
developed- a militancy that gave direction 
to peoples anger, even if only in a small 
way. although a handful of pacifists tried 
to control this aspect of peoples actions, 
the demo itself was strong and relatively 
[coherent It was mobile to avoid police I 


build-up, many people were masked, and 
had preparations been made beforehand, 
many actions against the police and finan¬ 
cial targets could have occurred, most of 
all, it was needed- to regain some power 
and strength after the police assault on 
Nov. 27. 


Conclusion 


With their overt repression the police 
hoped to break people down, to tap a 
growing radicalization amongst the squat¬ 
ters. But instead, the opposite has oc¬ 
curred, repression has radicalized people 
even more. The experiences at the hands 
of the police, the discussions in the jail, the 
surveillance the police openly displayed, 
the fabrication used to militarily attack the 
squats, has in many ways contributed to a 
process the police had clearly hoped to 
curtail. There is also a continuing harass¬ 
ment of people, including blatant police 
presence around peoples homes, and the 
very real threat of police raids as police 
continue their "search” for weapons. In 
fact, one house was raided in conjunction 
with the police assault on Nov. 27 under 
the pretext the person, a relative of one of 
those arrested, was a "weapons dealer". 

The parallels to the confrontation in Oka 
have not been missed; the extreme offen¬ 
sive launched by the state; the crimi¬ 
nalization of resistance; and the counter¬ 
insurgency techniques; have all occurred in 
a common pattern. It's clear that the Na¬ 
tive struggle for sovereignty and the strug¬ 
gle for autonomy and self-determination 
manifested in the occupation of empty 
housing, present a threat to the state. Be¬ 
cause when people struggle collectively, 
and fight together, they gain power and 
develop possibilities for fighting back.

The last four years the right wing city council in Oslo 
been cutting down on the budget for the health- and 
social security services, the youth-houses, old peoples 
nursing homes, homes for alcoholics, public hospitals, 
centres for battered women and children. These places 
are either getting closed down totally or getting their 
abilities reduced seriously. 

The hospitals are getting their staff and replacement 
of equipment cut down. This has left the remaining 
workers in the sector with a situation where they 're under 
constant stress to be able to cope with a lasting crisis with 
no visible end. The money has been used for expensive 
projects as big cityhalls, hotels, shoppingcentres and 
trafficregulation, to make Oslo another city in the 
european community of the capital. The money which 
has been taken from the social sectors, has rightaway 
been handed over to the big buisness interests in Oslo to 
make their transformation of the citycentre economically 
possible. The revelation of the culture of corruption 
existing among the city council politicians, the admini¬ 


stration and the heavies of commercial trade has aroused 
the public wrath, and last year we saw a beginning a 
gathered common resistence against the corrupted town 
leadership. This beginning looked rather promising but 
the resitance has not manifistaded itself as a strong 
movement. The last manifistation of a upcoming 
movement of the people took place last winter, but of 
over 50 organistations only 5000 people came. Many 
people thougt that the demonstration was to weak. 

Early this autumn Blitz decided to organise a demo 
against the city council. Only 200-300(people participated 
on the 14'th of November in an illegal demo against the 
citycouncil. The police stopped the demo before it came 
to the town hall. Therer the demo where standing, shouting 
slogans, making noise and helding political apeals and 
protests. After some minutes the police started to push 
the demo back. In the back of the demo came a tramp and 
people started to run. 14 people was arrested. Two of the 
arrestants was held for custody. One for 2 weeks and one 
for 4 weeks. 


Repression against Blitz activists 


The police in Oslo have always been eager to have a go“ 
against Blitz people. This lasting motivation has so far 
resulted in two police-attacks against Blitz itself, numerous 
actions against punks and squatters, and against political 
demonstrations. Quite recently also football fans starts to 
feel the screw. The police act with a brutal attitude, causing 
serious, sometimes severe,injuries and damages. They have 
got carte blanche from the ministry of justice, the political 
establishment will at one moment push the police to do 
whatever necessary to make us silent, in the next moment 
they hesitate, confronted with the popular resistence. The 
fascists in the orderpolice of oslo are growing impatient with 
the indecision of the politicians, and wants to provoke a 
situation where their plans for busting our movement fits in. 
So far, they have not succeeded. 

During the 80's the cops and the press have been running 
acontinous campaign against Blitz. The aim of this campaign 
is to make us go down as violent terrorists and criminal drug- 
abusers in the public opinion. Our answer to the campaign 
has been to reveal to the public what we, in fact, are doing 
inside our premises, and what kind of activities we run here, 
in the radically profiled social centre of Blitz. 

The attempt on collective criminalization didn't bring 
the desired end, so the cops made a change of strategy. 

Through the arrest of, and the following process against, 
Stein L. after the Weinburger clash in Oslo, may of 87, they 
made the ground clear for their new strategy. Individuals 
were to be singled out of the masses, and the myth of a 
violent, terrorist "hard-core“ inside the blitz scene was 
hyped. Stein L. was charged with §140, "instigating to 
uproar“, and sentenced to 4 months in prison for his "leading 



part“ during the Weinburger-clashes and other demonstrati¬ 
ons being attacked by police. 

The campaign against the „violent core“ and the „blitz 
terror** was then launched, and has by now gone so far, that 
even serious researchers on social matters refers to the 
„potential terrorist HC of blitz** as something real. There are 
some smart spectators with a certain amount of sceptiscism 
into this, who demanded to see proofs for the „B litz-violence**, 
preferably the victims of the alleged terror. The cops promptly 
answered by putting the bloodied face of a policeman, 
battered with a bottle at a Blitz-demonstration, at the front 
page of .yArbeiderbladeC\ a major paper in norway. Many 
people from out of the scene have been jailed for violence 
against the cops, lots more have been fined for „attempted 
















violence^. This violence has taken place in dcmonstralions, 
for the most. The eases of these convicts was just mentioned 
as numbers, their ’’victims** in the police is kept hidden to the 
public. ’’Scarfacc** on tlic paper cover was the (mly victim 
they found worthy of publication. This is due to the fact that 
most of the eases not rc^illy arc about violence against the 
cops, Just faked reports and testimonies in order to hang us 
up on something through the willingly co-operative court. 

During this autumn and winter, numerous activists in the 
scene have faced, or will face prosecution by trial for their 
participation in political activity. The two most important 
eases is the renewed process against Stein L., and the ease 
against the boy suspected, and convicted, to be the one to 
smash a lx)ttlc to "scarfacc's** head. 

The process against Stein L. is a political provocation, 
and 4th of dcccmbcr there were demonstrations in three 
towns in Norway against the criminalisation of political 
activists, the one in oslo counting some 450 people, 
responding tlic arrest and detention of Stein. 

Stein L. is once again Ixiing prosecuted by the ’’instigation** 
paragraph, § 140, and has recently six'.nt over 4 weeks in 
police custody, after being arrested during our demonstra¬ 
tion against the city council and the next year's budget. The 
basis for using §140 against Stein, is him kicking a police 
dog, shouting ”na/i pig** to the police, confiscating a 
pol iceman's truncheon and helmet, spray-painting the german 
embassy and keeping the administration of the municipal 
department of housing hostage! The last detail is now 
removed from the menue of charges. There seems to be some 
disagreements between theix)liceattomeyandthc„hos(ages** 
alx)ul what really iiappened at the office of the housing dept.. 
Stein L. has acknowledged the other incidents, and has given 
his reports to thecourt, still the pol ice attorney demanded his 
custody to be prolonged another 6 weeks, until the trial starts 
28. of January next year. The reason for their demands is to 
prevent spoiling of evidence, and the risk of repetition. 1’hc 
investigation of the case again.st Stein is finished, he has 
acknowledged all counts of the indictment. 1'he police 
attorney had following comment to her demand: ”lf he 
(Stein) participates in more demonstrations before the trial, 
this will make it difficult to keep his ease together in all 
counts. We don't want to let him into even wor.se 
conditions.**(!!!) Stein's comment is: ’’Ifthey want to prevent 
me from taking part in political actions, they will have to 

Action defend the 
asyluinrights (AFA) 

AFA is a ad hoc-group with 20 different groups and organi- 
.sations involved: The Iranians Ad-hoc, Rlil/,Thc Antira.sci.st 
center and many other groups from the left wing in Oslo. 
Since easter this year there have been meetings where the 
different groups discussed what to do, it was the situation for 
Iranian refugees in Norway that got the groups together to 
form the first meetings. Tlic first thing they wanted to do was 
to organise a demo against the state rascism. And th.c 7'th 
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lock me up for good**. The police demand for continued 
custody was a pain to the Judge in this ca.se, who had to think 
it over for 45 minutes Ix'forehe turned it down. His decision 
was welcomed by about all, but the police. Their obstinate 
repugnance t(^ admit defeat made them appeal to the higher 
court, and so prolonging Stein's stay behind bars with a 
couple of days more, Ju.st to .sex: their appeal turned down. 
Slcin wasrelcasex! the 17.ofdcccmbcr,almosl5 weeks after 
Vns arrest. 

'I'he cii.se of the ’’broken bottle terrorist“ is important 
for more than one rea.son.The background for this m iscarriage 
of Justice, is an incident that took place outside the german 
embassy during a .spontaneous demonstration of di.sgust 
towards the police provocations against HafenstraCe, 
hamburg, during the ’’Haus-Wagen** conflict. One of our 
friends, a dark latino, smashed a bottle in tlie face of a 
policeman, and his brother, another dark latino, gets arrested 
and charged with the stroke. During the following weeks, 
our arrested friend is the target for the violent anger and 
racist bitching of the police, in their custody. 

In november this year, the matter was taken to court, with 
the chief of the oslo police, Willy Haugli, acting as attorney. 
He slated clearly that this was a proce.ss again.st the Blitz, 
.scene in general, and how important it was to .set a warning 
exampleagain.stour’’cultureof violence**. This consideration 
was given more regards than the question ofguilt in this case. 
The witne.s.ses of the defence, and the defendant himself, did 
through their testimonies state that the wrong man was being 
pro.secuted. 

Neverihelc.ss, the judge saw ”no reason to doubt the 
police witness**, and sentencal our friend to eight months in 
prison. Facing this, the brother of the defendant decided to 
turn him.self in,andgivea full confe.ssion, which he also did. 
Attorney Haugli reacted on the double by stating that the 
court dcx:i.sion was right, and the testimony of the convict's 
brother was a ’’.serious accusation against the norwegian 
administration ofju.stice**.Theca.se will now undergo further 
investigation, and in the end of the story the ’’administration 
of Ju.slice** might Ju.st as well cover its ass by upholding the 
.sentence against the innocent brother, and charging the other 
for fal.se testimony. 

These two cases need our further attention and active 
engagement, and there will be people working on it 
continuosly. 


June there was a demo with 500 people against staterascism. 
AFA is active in spreading info about the slate ra.scism and 
the new foreigners law act. There have been .several demos 
again.st the asylumprison at Oslo Airport. New foreigners 
laws are coming up in Norway and .some of them have 
already Ixxn in action foroneand a half year. Theaim of this 
politics is to reduce the number of asylants, the european 
ECC wall against 3rd world refugees is made up by laws, 
paragraphs and rules. Most 3rd world countries population 
must now obtain a visa from their homecountries to be let 
into Norway. Travclcompanies are held responsible for not 
checking the validity to the foreigners on their way to 
Norway. For people who are married with foreigners from 
third world it is difficult to live together because of tlie new 
laws. The authoryties use the explanation of 



proformamarriagc lo throw people out of Norway. When 
this person wants to get back again, he is forced to ask to 
come back on fami ly reunion. The person he or she wants I i ve 
widi in Norway has to, by the law, care for this person 
economically. Or hc/,shc can't come in. 

The new laws in practi.se 

The 8 th of October was a man from Alger arrested on the 
street by the police. Me ismarried wiihanorwegian women, 
she was at the time pregnant in the fifth month when he was 
arrested. AFA was told about this and 10 October, six o' 
clock in tlic morning 2.5 people travelled by bus to Oslo 
airport and started a blockade outside the policesuttion. Me 
was going to be .sent out by plane at 7 o'cl(x;k. .Suddenly we 
beared .some screaming, so we ran to see what was happe¬ 
ning. Three policemen tried to putanaked man inapolicecar. 

The group of people got really angry, and sma.shed the 
carwindow to try to get the asylant out of the car. The pol ice 
finally managed to get him into the police.station, and we 
managed to block the d(X)r. All o( the demonstrants got 
arrested after an hour ouLside the station. Now, two months 
later, we got the message that his ca.se was looked at again, 
the department had made a misuike. The asylant from Alger 
could nowstay in Norway. 

This is the first time tJiat demonstrants in Norway have 
managed to stop an asylant from being thrown out of the 
country by the government. But this was only one lime, 
every day there are refugees being thro wn out. The norwegian 
state has an exslremly ra.scislic policy. And if there are no 
laws lo throw the refugees out, they don't give a shit, a 
perfect example is the man from Alger. We have lo force the 
government lo end their rasistic policy! 


Anti PoD Tax work • 
in Norway 

In support of the Poll Tax prisoners, .some |X‘.ople in Oslo 
have made the Norwegian Anti Poll Tax Union (N APU). 19 
Oktober, on the international aclionday against Poll lax, 
NAPU organised a demonstration against the Poll Tax 
outside the British embassy. About 150 [)ersons participated 
in the demo and a repre.senuinl for NAPU delivered a protest 
letter against the British pari lament and the briiish department 
of environment, who is re.spon.sible for the Poll Tax. Different 
groups from the left wing participated in the demo and a 
rcpre.scntant of the renovation service workers union talked 
alx)ut the Thatcherism and the reactionary Thalcherpolitics 
in the cilycouncil in Oslo. Many of the same things arc 
happening in Oslo. The unemployment in Oslo is gelling 
larger, everything is getting pri vatc.scd and .scld off to private 
companies. Thatcherism is the idol of the chairman and tlic 
cilycouncil of Oslo! 

After the demo there was a discussionmccting at Blitz about 
the Poll Tax, a video from the Poll Tax riot was to be shown, 
but someone had stolen it. It was shown before a 
supportconccrl for the TSDC at Blitz .some weeks later. 


Cafe Sirofal le-squatled. 

Storgata .36 was first time squatted in 1984 by The 
Unemployeds Union (AFO). The squat was legalized later 
the .same year. After a while the function of the AFO ended, 
and the Union of The Momclcss started lo work there instead 
of AFO. During die lime the hou.se had a cafe, concerts, 
pracli.scrooms for bands and it was the home for a lot of 
V^oplc. It was an important place both for the people who 
worked and lived there, and for the people who used it. In the 
summer of 89 the contract wen i out, and the people were 
told that they had lo move out before 1 .September. 'I'hc 
Name of the Cafe was until then changed to Cafe Sirofal or 
The Cafe of Mcaninglc.ss. The concerts, pracliccrooms and 
cafe was still going on. There a room for painting artisLs at 
the lop floor, ihc.se people had a legal contract. In the autumn 
of 89 the police came, and the four drunk people sleeping in 
the house were thrown out. The police dcsiroyd equipment 
for a lot of money. But SlorgaUt 36 wasn't tom down. 5 
September iliis year the hou.se was resquatted. The most 
nes.scciary things got fixed, and 2 November there was an 
opcningconccrl with Norwegian hardcorebands. 200 people 
came. 2 Dc.scmbcr there was a new concert at Cafe Strofal, 
with nboiil 200 people.

Art Exhibition at Blitz 

Blitz is a hou.se with many different activities and activists. 
People arc working with lots of dilfcrcnl things like bands, 
video, radio, the Blitz ncw.spapcr "Sm0r.syra“, demonstrati¬ 
ons, |X)liiics and there arc al.so a lot of people making art in 
dilfcrcnl forms. There has been an art exhibition going on, 
on the second Boor at Blitz, which lasted for 11 days. It wa.s 
the second art exhibition of it .s kind at Blitz, but there have 
been other kinds of exhibitions earlier, like political 
photoexhibitions with themes like policcvioicnce, the 
Paic.stinian Intifada and Norlh-Ircland. I'hc first Sub-9() art 
exhibition was in February this year. This second exhibition 
was annoticued with two different posters around the city, 
one sprayed at the walls and one more informative |X).slcr. 64 
different works were .shown at the exhibition. Sculptures, 
graphics, oilpainlings, pen-and pcncildrawings and patten 
design made on hxtm arc some of the things. The exhibition 
opcncti S unday 28 of October w ith a ry ihmgroup, appicdrink 
and chocolatclxiars. During the exhibition there was one 
movicpcrformancc and two pocu-yevenings. The exhibition 
was better organized this limc,and a lot of pcopiccamc to sec 
it. Some of the big conservative newspapers and radios were 
al.so here to get an interview with the artists and organizers 
of the exhibition, typically tlic prc.ss made .sensation and 
fcKiu.scd at the persons instead of the art. 

But everything worked out fine, and we will try to have 
exhibitions of this kind twice a year if we have the capasity. 
Esuiblishcd artists outside Blitz and artisLs from Blitz have 
a good connection with ctich other and they have started lo 
work together with poetry and music. It is important that 
people who do any .sort of an have the possibility to show it 
to other people, dispilc of how good they arc. The only 
condition to take part in SUB-90 was lo help with the 
organization if you could. 









Squatting in Norway 

This autumn there have been squattings in three different 
cities in Norway; Bergen, the next biggest town in Norway, 
former capital, south-western coast; Haugesund, minor town 
in the southern region., Sandefjord a minor town in the 
south-east. 

Tuesday 7 August 60 youngsters in Sandefjord went 
to action, they wanted their own self-ruled youth-house. 
After long years with tiring discussions and useless co¬ 
operation with the bureaucracy of the county council, w'hich 
brought about no response and the best alternative for a 
youth-house was teared down last year, the last thing to do 
was to squat.The county council said that there where no 
house in Sandefjord, but the young people found a house 
which had been empty for two years. In this small town the 
news about a squatted house was ver\'new, a lot of people 
supported the squat and the idea of a youth-house. After six 
days the police came with help from Oslo riotpolice. The 
eviction was peacefully, exept from two of the people, who 
resisted to go out from the house, but no one was arrested. 
The county council in Sandefjord is as rotten as other county 
councils in Norway, all the money gets used for carparks and 
other prestigeprojects. 

The 23 October the county council decided that the youth 
could have the house wich they had squatted. All the parties 
supported the decission, with one from the conservative 
party against it and everyone except one from the Progress 
party for the decission. TTie rent for the house is going to be 
financed by the county council. The youth of Sandefjord has 
big plans for the house, they w^ant to make a cafe, bookcafe, 
second hand shop. 

A group of youth called Zyra has been living in a 
squatted 2-floor house with the centre ofthe town Haugesund 
in the westsouth of Norway. Zyra is abase for political work 
for the Zyrayouth. It's the second house wich these people 
are squatting. The first squat in April ended with eviction 
after ten days. Some weeks later they squatted the Zyrahouse. 
The political work at the house is consentrated around the 
work for the environment. There have been blockades and 
actions against the building of a new parkinplace. In the end 
of the summer and in the autumn there were hold several 
blockades in support of another open area, where the county 
council want to build a new parkingplace. 

At the end the police found that they had to stop these society 
hostile actions and arrested 8 of the demonstrators and 
knocked down a boy who photographed the happenings. 

24'th November was Sverresgate 24 in Bergen 
Squatted. As many other youth-houses in Norway is the 
youth-house in Bergen ruled by the county council. And the 
radical youth of Bergen wants their own self-ruled house. 
28'th November was Sverresgate 24 evicted, everyone was 
arrested but no one got fines. Two days later the same people 
squatted a new house in Markveien. Ten hours later the 
house was evicted, and 54 people arrested for housebreaking. 
The squattings in Bergen has caused a lot of debates and 
discussions in the local radios and newspapers about the 
squattings, the Progress party has been on the offensive to 

maintain law and order. 


Lillebror Bookcafe in 
V Troms0 attacked 

The first of November the youth-house in Tromso, in the 
north of Norway, was attacked by 10-15 persons, who used 
spraypaint on the walls. The two persons who worked in the 
bookcafe hadn't any possibility to do any resist, but they 
knew the names of some of the attackers. Some of them use 
to go to the youth- house where the bookcafe was. This youth 
-house is one another county council ruled house. Lillebror 
bookcafe was a thorn in the side of the central ruled youth 
house. In May this year they squatted a house, to get 
themselve somewhere were they could rule over themselves. 
They called the house The May House. The fascists did 
several attacks at the house, and of course, the cops didn't do 
anything to defend the squatters. The attacks did a lot of 
damage to the May House and the squatters had to move out. 
The leaders of the youth-house has worked together with the 
nazis and the cops against the radicals at Lillebror Bookcafe. 
After the attack first November Lillebror Bookcafe decided 
to move out of the youth-house. At the moment they tr\- to 
figure out how they're going to survive. This is w'hatLillebror 
Bookcal'e says about the youth-house: We wish the youth- 
house a long and painful death, and we hope it will be closed 
down as fast as possible. 


FASCISTS STOPPED 
IN TRONDHEIM 

31 October was the day wich the Peoples movement against 
immigration (FMI) w'as supposed to have their establishing 
meeting in Trondheim in the middle of Norway. In Trondheim 
there has been a self-ruled youth-house (LTFA-youth for 
free activism) rather similar Blitz, for 9 years. They're 
working with anti-racism, anti-viviection and they have a 
concerthall, a bookcafe, a cafe and practiserooms for bands. 
In twelve hours UFFA managed to mobilise 70 antiracists. 
When the demonstr^ts came to the cafe where the fascists 
had their meeting, all the doors to the cafe were locked up. 
Three old, frightened racists were showed out trough the 
backdoor of the cafe. The meeting was a fiasco for the racists 
and a victory of the andracists! 















Nazi Motorcycle Club

In T0nsberg 100 km south of Oslo, there is a motorcycle- 
club, called Gestapo MC, harasing the immigrants and the 
antiracists. Antiracists and foreigners have been beaten up 
on the street. Someforeigners have also gotten their windows 
smashed in their homes. The leaders of the Gestapo MC is 
Lawless MC, and both of them have contacts with an old 
nazi (Ole Kristian Olesen) from the old naziorganizations in 
Norway, like Nor\v^egian Front and Norwegian Peoplesparty. 
The 50-60 members of Gestapo are all 15-22 years old. Like 
all other fascists in Norway Gestapo MC are cowards, they 
only beat people who walk alone in the streets. The parents 
at the schools in Tpnsberg tr>' to organise to get rid of the 
nazis, because of their criminal attitude and all thir violent 
threats. Many of the antiracists and immigrants are afraid to 
walk in the streets of Tonsberg because of the nazis. SOS 
Racism has had a demo against the Gestapo MC, but 
because of the bad weather only 150 people met up. Tonsberg 
is a small town, where everybody knowns everybody, so 
150 people is a lot after all.

The 26 October a nigerian student got arrested in Trondheim. 
She had been studying there for 11 years, she was going to 
be thrown out of the country because she didn't make the 
exams, because of illness and lot of hard work. The police 
didn 'i let her get any advocate and she didn 'i get any cliance 
to call for help to get her stuff. The police don't give a shit 
about the rules in cases like this, students who have been in 
Norway for more than iO years are not to be thrown out of 
the country. But this nigerian girl has friends, UFFA and 
SOS Racism mobilised 50-100 people in short time, and 
started a demonstration inside the policestation, after a lot of 
quarreling with the pigs, some of the friends of the nigerian 
girl were allowed to visit her. The demonstration inside the 
policestation lasted for several hours. The following morning 
a group of people travelled to the airport to try to stop the 
deporuuion, but they didn't manage to do anything, the

with this war, u/hich could now even 
include the use of the most modern 
biological and chemical weapons, perhaps 
even neutronic or atomic arms, they 
just continue 500 years of colonialism 
pointing at the fighting traditions of 
the arabian peoples and the Kurdish 
people -and especially turning against 
the Palestenian Intifada and the Kurdish 
liberation fight. 

for these people the war has begun 
long ago. they are living under condi¬ 
tions of abject poverty, oppression 
and exploitation, analphabethism and 
underfeeding, while their countries 
natural riches - supervised by the ru¬ 
ling-class there - have been flowing 
into dominating western nations for 
centuries, here we all profit by these 
riches. 

the social situation in these countries 
can be compared to a volcano shortly 
before the eruption, in all arabian 
countries there were numerous mass 
demonstrations and "bread riots" direc¬ 
ted against poverty, mostly these spon¬ 
taneous riots were put down bloodily 
by the armies of the arabian oligarchies 
for us the extent of repression is hard 
to imagine. 


the Intifada of the Palestenian people 
- now during 3 years - and the guerilla 
fight, which started in 198^ in North- 
Ulest Kurdistan and which has deve- 
lopped into a people's liberation fight 
during the last 6 years, are examples 
for liberation fight even against a 
very sanguinary repression, and they 
carry the hope for a revolutionary 
development in the whole region, it 
is only a question of time, that the 
struggle for the right of selfdetermina¬ 
tion and against the domination of 
imperialism, Zionism and arabian reaction 
will extend to the whole region, this 
would danger the imperialist states 
controlling the oil resources, and this 
is what they must obviate: 


discussing the situation about the war 
in middle east we also considered pos¬ 
sible consequences of interior politics 
in west europe. the imperialists have 
always used wars to repress interior 
opposition, resistance and civil-social 
achievements and to smash them; these 
wars have always been connected with 
nationalist, racist and sexistic mobili¬ 
sations. as for example in England voi¬ 
ces are arising demanding the expulsion 
or internment or Iraki persons, among 
other things we consider it as dange¬ 
rous, that the west european states 
will use the situation for strengthening 
their sexistic and racist asylum- and 
refugee politics, canalyzing fears of 
war of white europeans into sexism 
and racism and thereby functionalizing 
them for their interests, this is one 
reason why we think practical solidari¬ 
ty with the refugees of the 3 conti¬ 
nents and foreigners living in west 
europe will be more necessary than 
ever in the next future. 

CLASH 
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DEMONSTRATE, DESERT, SABOTAGE! 

we don't know, if the military afack 
of the imperialist states against Irak 
has already begun now, that you hold 
this newspaper in your hands, therefore 
we can't consider the actual develop¬ 
ment. in the following part we have 
documented some reports from different 
countries - not completely new - but 
we regard them as important, the 
speech from Bonn gives you background 
information about long-term US plans 
for the region; in his letter George 
Cipriani analyzes interior contradictions 
between the imperialist states; the 
declarations from FRG and from Norway 
give examples how it is possible to 
sabotage the war machinery here in 
west europe and how to be solidly be- 
hindthe fight of the arabian peoples 
and the Kurdish people, with these 
texts in hand we want to make a contri¬ 
bution to a better understanding of 
the reasons and the dimension of this 
war. and we want to call up for solida¬ 
rity with the fight of the arabian peop¬ 
les and the Kurdish people - for their 
right to selfdetermination and against 
the war of the white members of the 
master race. 


the economic system of the Iraki regime 
was threatened by bancrot, while the 
social unrests were constantly increa¬ 
sing. out of Saddam Hussein's point 
of view the annexion of the Kuwait 
oil wells seemed to be the only possibi¬ 
lity to preserve his own power, this 
development and what is more the So¬ 
viet Union's falling into line with the 
imperialist camp is used by the imperia¬ 
list states - especially by the US - 
for their own interest and claim to 
domination in this region; now they 
want to smash the fight of the arabian 
peoples and the Kurdish people against 
their oppression definitively, the arabi¬ 
an peoples and the Kurdish people don't 
have the choice; they are forced to 
fight, to defend themselves against 
this imperialist extermination campaign 
launched to smash their fighting expe¬ 
riences and achievements on a long 
term - if they can survive this atack 
at all. 

since the beginning of the Palestenian 
Intifada the Zionist state has not made 
any concessions and in may 1990 the 
US broke off their mock negociations 
with the PLO. quite on the contrary 
they intensified the extermination cam¬ 
paign against the arabian people, for 
example with the massacre on the 






temple hill in Jerusalem on the 8th 
of octobre. on this occasion 21 Paleste- 
nians were shot by Zionist settlers 
and soldiers and hundreds of others 
were injured, some of them perilously, 
in novembre the prime minister Shamir 
announced the annexion of UJestbank, 

Gaza strip and if possible also parts 
of Jordania. the south of Libanon is 
dangered by this incorporation, too, 
which would mean extermination and 
expulsion for the population there, 

the Zionists initiated the immigration 
of hundred thousands of people with 
Jewish religion from the Soviet Union 

to give a motive and the required sett¬ 
lers for the annexion, these plans of 
expansion are supported by all imperia¬ 
list states refusing to accomodate the 
fleeing people from the Soviet Union, 

and the pressure of immigration is agra- 
vating by this. 

in Kurdistan the situation is coming 
to a head, too. on the 6th of august 
in 1990 the Turkish regime annulled 
the human rights in the Kurdish proven- 
ces; and while the attention of the 
general public of the world is directed 
on the gulf, Turkey can push openly 
ahead her politics of depopulation in 
North-UJest Kurdistan - more bloodi- 
lythan ever before, during the last 
months hundreds of villages were deva¬ 
stated, pastures, pistachio groves, 
vineyards, fruit plantations and bee¬ 
hives were burnt down, they deported 
ten thousands of people, who now are 
forced to live without any living foun¬ 
dation in nomad tents, during these 
last months they also arrested more 
than hundred persons, tortured them 
for one week and then set them free 
again. 

suffering by the trade embargo the 
Kurdish population in the frontier dis¬ 
trict became the loosers of this war 
already long ago. five district towns 
had existed exclusively out of trade 
and transport between Turkey and Irak, 
now the shops, locals, hotels and work¬ 
shops were forced to close down, thou¬ 
sands of people left their home towns 
in hope to find work somewhere else, 
at the same time NATO troups are unin¬ 
terruptedly exercising maneuvres in 
the frontier district and the stationing 
of a multi national NATO strike force 
(AMF) is just being prepared, but the 
Kurdish resistance has not weakened 
in the last months in spite of all that. 


the arabian peoples and the Kurdish 
people are very concious about the 
fact that there is not any kind of 
advantage for them in this war. this 
is why they do everything to prevent 
a menacing invasion of the imperialists 
and they are solidly behind the Iraki 
people, in many arabian countries there 
were huge demonstrations, with diffe¬ 
rent initiatives people try to run the 
trade blockade, one day in September 
for example Jordanian women travelled 
into Iraki area to nurse babies, in the 
Gaza strip people organized food collec¬ 
tions for the Iraki population.

some may have been suprised, how 
quickly the usa transfered its troops 
on the arab peninsula in the middle 
of august - long enough they have 

planed it, often enough tested it. now 
this plans for intervention could be 
translated into action, at last, the 
reagan-administration had set the fol¬ 
lowing corner-pillars for its policy 
concerning the near east in the early 
80th: 

- the primery threaten of this region 
is the soviet-expansionism. 

- against this threaten the usa must 
mobilize an anti-soiet-ally 

- by an active and direct us-military 
presence this ally must be supported. 

- like in the rest of the world (under 
us control), also in this region a combi¬ 
nation of open trade and investments, 
native capital-initiatives and an us 
”rest’’-support must give an effective 
solution of economical problems, 
bachground of these corner-pillars were 
on one side the us-interest in stabilizing 
securing and extending its own trade- 
possibilities. 

on the other side the usa was worried 
about the fact that the demand for 
near eastern oil came increasing out 
of other imperialistic countries, mainly 
westeurope and japan, this had a 
negative effect on the us trade possibili 
ties and influence. 

the aim was to secure the sphere of 
influence near east. 

the first considerations to that were 
made by the us-administration as great 
britten began to retreat its troops 
out of near east in the end of the 
60th - new chances for the usa in this 
region, where it in historical view never 
had to say very much indeed, 
continously the extend of us-military 
bases in southwest asia and indian ocean 
began, first agreements about the use 
of airports and harbours in this region 
were made, usa toke the possession 
of the former british base masira-island 
in Oman. 


in a secret us-defence report of 1982. 
in which among other points the founda¬ 
tion of a central command for near 
east is suggested, the task of this 
central command is described as. ... 
to secure the continuous approach to 
oil at persien gulf and prevent that 
the soviet union gets a politicaly-mili- 
tary control over the oil directly or 
about a sustitue-administration... . 
than, on 1.01.83, the us central comr^nd 
for near east was founded officialy. 
the region it has to control comprises 
the whole arabic region, without! israel. 
libanon and syria. the headquater was 
based on the ship ”la sale , which has 
its permanent harbour since 19^9 in 
barein. 

then a continuous encirclement of the 
arab peninsula by usa began: agreements 
for the extend and the use of airports 
for intermediate stops and refuel were 
made with the (Portuguese) azore, liberia 
marocco, *djibouti, Cyprus, in agypt, 
saudi-arabia, oman, Somalia and turkey 
the us-military has supply-bases and 
airports on disposal, harbours too. kenia 
ought to be a retreat-base as recrea¬ 
tion-camp and for the medical care 
of the troops. 

through the delivery of armament, mater 
ial up to the super-sensible scout-plane 
All)ACS to saudi-arabia the usa supplies 
itself access for its technology and 
stuff belonging to it. especially the 
stationing of AUJACS in saudi-arabia 
as listen-post means a highgreat of 
dependence of the saudis to the usa. 
in kuwait along the us-plans. specially 
for the evaluation of AUJACS-dates a 
radar-unit ought to be installed for 
50 milion dollars.

Tonight we put 3 switch-cupboards of

Qn the contrary: military 
transports of 2 complete US-armyunits 
shake the earth since the 17th of 
november ... and nobody seems to speak 
out against it !!! 

□ur action aims at this preparation of 
war, but that's not all: 

Again do the USA - with Holland and 
others following in their wake - violate 
the right of self-determination for the 
people, this time it afflicts those 
of the Middle-East. Again, as in nume¬ 
rous times before, do the USA try to 
consolidete their no.1 position in the 
world's hegemony by military force. In 
a period however in which relations 
of power are drifting: 

The tension between East and West has 
declined by th collapse of the political 
systems in the Sovjet-Union and former 
coutries of the eastern block. Third 
world countries, including those in 
the Middle East, see themselves being 
confronted with super powers (the 
USA, a united Europe, the Sovjet Union 
and Japan) which are not longer torn 
apart by the East-Uest contradictions. 
UJhat remains is a sharper contradiction 
between North and South, with the USA 
looking upon themselves as a political 
and military no.1 on the Northern side. 
In the struggel in the Third world 
like in Iraq, we see the USA placing 
themselves on the frontline to make 
the hole world know about their lea¬ 
der's ambitions. Ihe Gulf-crisis isn't 
that unconvenient at all for the USA, 
when seen in that context. 


The 'honourable' motives, which accor¬ 
ding to Bush, justify the war, beeing 
the attempt to bring Saddam Hussein's 
agression to a halt and maintain the 
international legal order, sound very 
hypocratical at least. Some contradic¬ 
tions to make our point: 

-yet the USA find the invasion of 
Kuwait* by Iraq unacceptable. Yet a 
year ago they invade in Panama them¬ 
selves. At the bombardement of the 
poor areas of its capital city at least 
more that 20000 people were killed. 
The entire left-wing opposition was 
imprisoned subsequently. 

-the USA point o^t the danger of 
Iraq's military potential. However they 
forget to mention that they helped 
building it up together the Sovjet- 
Union, France, and others) by big trans 
actions of weaponry and appropriate 
policy of silence. Meanwhile the USA 
themselves are the biggest military 
on earth. 

-Kuwait has a right to self-determina¬ 
tion according to the USA. Neither 
the USA, nor any other western coun¬ 
try has ever done a thing when Iraq 
(ore Turkey) tried to exterminate the 
kurdish people living within their bor¬ 
ders of state. The Kurd are like the 
Palestinians, a people that struggle 
for their historical right for self-de¬ 
termination and a state of their own. 
The population of Kuwait on the other 
hand consists merely of rich oil-sheiks 
with their families and many foreign 
workers from various countries. The 
whole reason of this state's existence 
was to guaranty the western need 
for oil. it's nothing but a colonialistic 
invention. 

The USA risk a third world-war at 
this moment. After a lot of financial 
and diplomatic massage they managed 
to get most countries of the United 
Nations behind their policy. Shortly 
before the invasion how ever they 
gave Iraq permission to inwade Kuwait 
Their argument that they thought 
it would only be a restricted invasion 
and that they didn't understand Iraq's 
intention to seize Kuwait as a whole, 
sounds completely dirty to us. 

The USA are not very concerned about 
Iraq's agression. Though they are in- 
trested in controling the Middle East 
in the longer term, an area where 
major part of the world's oilreserves 
are stocked. There is no real threat 
in Iraq's action on a short terme. 
After ten years of war Iraq has a 
definite need for the profits of their 
oil-sales. It will therefore never stop 


the flow of iraqian (and kuwaitian) 
oil to the west. The rising prices of 
oil won't be the reason for the ameri¬ 
can agression either. For the USA 
has stimulated Iraq in their attempt 
to raise the prices of oil. The iraqian 
economy had to be restored after 
the war between Iraq and Iran, mainly 
through higher profits on their oil- 
trade. The USA supported this, because 
a strong Iraq would be welcome in 
their view against the threat of Iran. 
Therfore oil can't be sufficient reason 
for what is going on now. The USA 
are mainly interested in a confirmation 
of their power position within the 
new post-cold-war-era. The gulf beeing 
the table on which these cards are 
being re-arranged. It would be up 
to the USA, that outcome would be 
clear beforehand. There are however 
also other interests at stake: 

The american economy is bound to 
drop and war is a classic way of 
drawing away the attention of thefff 
own population. In case war breaks 
out. il would have a stimulating effect 
on the american economy. A secon 
reason is the fact that at this very 
moment attention is beeing dragged 
away from the intifada, the struggle 
of the Palestinian people for self- 
determination and their own free state. 
The chance of other arabian countries 
to unconditionally supporting tliis 
struggle seems as low as never before. 
The gulf-crisis serves as a lightning 
conductor and splits up the arabian 
world. 

□ur solidarity, as may have become 
clear now, is not aimed at the regime 
of Iraq. It shows the same amount 
of brutal power on a regional level 
as the USA does on a world-scale, 
□ur solidarity aims at the people of 
the Middle-East, who have to tolerate 
another case of western interference 
and which in case of war will have 
to bear most of the victims.Gur solida¬ 
rity aims especially at the Palestinian 
and kurdish people that fight for self- 
determination. 

We are aware of the fact that this 
action won't stop the on-rolling war 
nuichine. Still we hope that it will 
be a push in the back of more people 
to start resisting the preparation 
of war.

meryem, why did you come to frg? 


the most important reason to come 
to frg was the oppression of kurdish 
people by the turkish government, there 
are no rights for kurdish people, my 
husband went to frg, to west berlin, 
first, after my husband's flight my 
difficulties were incr^sing in kurdistan. 
there were 2 types m problems: living 
,as a female single as well as problems 
caused by turkish government, 
by the help of 2 kurdish revolutionaries 
i came to frg via Istanbul. 


what did you do in kurdistan? 


for the absence of factories the people 
are forced to live "only" from agri- 
cultur and livestock, i worked on an 
aga's field (aga: traditional local boss). 


what were the working conditions about? 


i'd to work at least 7 or 8 hours a 
day, mostly from dawn to dusk, at home 
the work was going on: running the 
household, caring the kids, ect. 
the women are oppressed, they've to 
/work 2U hours a day. they are not ac- 
• cepted as human beings, the agas refuse 
and prevent all kind of women rights 
■ thinking increasing women rights provoke 
increasing their problems, the women 
are not paid cash for the aga. it's 
said that they don't need money, their 
are raid in kind, that means the aga 
gets 2/3 of the harvest and the female 
worker get 1/3. 


how is the situation among the women? 


the women discussed their working con¬ 
ditions among themselfes. what can 
we do? what can we change? there's 
^ a strong solidarity among women, they 
/ are helping each other as far as possib¬ 
le: childcd'ring, housekeeping, ... 


is there women-resistance against these 
working-conditions? 


befor the beginning of the people's

in kurdistan i was told that frg-women 
have rights, they are able to do what 
they like, in frg there's no oppression 
like the one in kurdistan. here im a 
housewife and don't have a job. but 
neither frg nor tukey are countries 
where we can stay free, freedom can 
be archieved only in our own country. 



are you staying together with your 
familie in frg?

gressive concerning this matter. 

which problem do you have staying 
in frg as a female alien? 

here we are not regarded as human 
beings, for the extension of the pass¬ 
port we've got a lot of problems with 
german authorities, they send us to 
the turkish consulate for the extension 
of the passport, but i'm a kurdish wo¬ 
men! another example: one of our daugh¬ 
ters is still in kurdistan. the german 
authorities promised us to accept an 
application for asylum for our daughter 
and we wanted to send for her. but 
they've not accepted the application 
and our daughter has not been allowed 
to come. 

how is your contact with your german 
neighbourhood? 

there is one neighbour who causes per¬ 
manently trouble when someone visits 
us. she insults everybody and is com¬ 
plaining at the landcord about our 
frequent visitors, we consulted an advo¬ 
cate who threatend in writing with 
a plant, we named 2 german witnesses, 
since than we've got our peace, here 
there are nice as well as bad people, 
xenophobia ect. for us neighbourhood 
means something different, we help 
each other, but here everybody is alone, 
bothering each other, once i' thought, 
the frg was a free country but poli¬ 
tical active women and men are de¬ 
tained and arrested in frg too. there 
is no freedom in frg too. 

what do you think about the differences 
in the life of german and kurdish women? 

german women attended school, are 
educated and have got a driving-licence, 
for example, we kurdish women don't 
have the possibility to lern reading 
and writing, still we're blind but we've 
the desire to lern all this, we have 
the desire to express our own oppinion, 
to comment, ... 

what do you think about kurdish men? 

our males have to start to change them¬ 
selves. if they're politicaly active, 
they'll begin to accept women and to 
take them serious, every new section 
of the struggle provokes changes. 

would you like to return to kurdistan? 

even after 100 years staying in frg 
i'll feel myself as a kurdish women, 
i like to return to kurdistan to struggle 
to my people's liberation, it's possible 
for me. hearing of women being tortured 
by the turkish government drives me 
restless, i feel a connection between 
those women and me. i like to show 
my solidarity with them, plenty of women 
were murdered during the people's war. 
many i knew personally: berivan, be- 
chirje. that way i see that i have to 
be there, struggling women are accepted 
by their comrades, apo says: the libera¬ 
tion of kurdistan will be the liberation 
of \AnDmen too. i agree on this. 




In this interview we spoke with Hara 
she is a 28 year old housewife, married 
with 3 children. She came to the FRG 
when she was 9 and since then went 
to Kurdistan once in 1976. When thinking 
back, she remember her scholldays in 
Kurdistan or how she had to look after 
the cows and sheeps and work on the 
sugarcane plantations. It was one of 
her duties also to look after the children 
smaller than her (this she continued to 
do in the FRG) 





My grandfather used to tell us lots of 
fairy-tales. In every village there were 
people telling fairy-tales whom were 
liked not only by the children. Very often 
we listened for hours and made him tell 
one when he did not want to. Like: if 
you do not tell us a story we wont do 
this.or that for you. the stories often 
tell you about kurdish history or popular 
uprisings etc. They often have a political 
background. 

I came to the FRG with my mother and 
sister. My father was a worker here. 
When he came in he was examined like 
an animal. They checked his teeth etc. 
He was one of the^"invited'’. 

While going to school, learning turkish 
and german, the kurdish language was 
forbidden us. Both in the school and 
by my father. While learning the lang¬ 
uages, we became more modern. Kurdish 
was seen upon as old-fashioned. Many 
people thought like this and were a- 
shamed to speak their own language. 

I am kurdish. In the FRg our education 
was turkish/german dominated. Us children 
wre supposed to spy on one another 
to see if someone spoke kurdish, and 
we had to tell it to the school. The spy 
would then be praised and the other 
one punished. 

Sping/neighbourwatching started very 
early. In the school in Kurdistan we had 
to sing the turkish national anthem once 
a week. And every day we had to recite 
a poem by Atatuerk called "I am industri- 
\ous, I am just, I am turkish”. In all wea- 
. ther conditions we had to stand outside 
\ithe building together and do this.

When I heard I was to go to the FRG, 
rJt I only knew our village and the village 
where my aunt lived. 1 imagined it all 
to be just slightly different, a slightly _ 
different village, a slightly different 


And how was it for you in the FRG? 

German girlfriends I only had at school. 
From the 5th grade I went to a german 
school, but had to go back to the turkish 
school twice a week. Very seldomly I 
had a german girlfriend in the neighbour¬ 
hood. My .childhood consisted of going 
to school and then returning straight 
away to home to help my mother. I had 
no time for myself, no private life as 
a child. My childhood lasted only 9 years 
in Kurdistan. I was no child in the FRG. 
My childhood was in Kurdistan. I had 
no toys there but we were freer, happier 
there. I used to develop and make my 
own toys in Kurdistan. I always exper¬ 
ienced and still do, reality here as being 
alien to me. In the FRG I am not accepted 
^by germans, I am a foreigner. In Turkey 
they also wont accept me, for I am kur¬ 
dish. 


language. 

When I arrived at the German airport 
I saw everything in the FRG was complet 
ely different. The people were very 
modern, the language completely alien. 
That was what scared me most. 

In Kurdistan I went to school up to the 
third grade. There we had to speak 
turkish. In the FRG I also went to a tur¬ 
kish school, where we also had german 
lessons. But german I really only learnd 
to speak while playing. Today this is 
a major problem for me: I am not fluent 
in either kurdish, turkish or german. 
It is also difficult for the children born 
here. They mix kurdish, turkish and ger¬ 
man with one sentence. They just mingle 
everything up. 


Did you learn a profession? 

No, I did not. My parents did not want 
me to. I married at 18. My parents were 
against it, I was promised to my cousin. 
I did not want that and freed myself. 
I packed my suitcases and married the 
man I wanted to. When, at 13, I was on 
holidays in Kurdistan my uncle wanted 
to engage me with my cousin. My father 
opposed this, because I was so young. 
Therefore he gave his word of honour 
that I would remain unmarried until I 
came again and could decide wether or 
not 1 would marry my cousin. I thought 
that if I would go again to Kurdistan, 
they would force me into marriage. So, 
I did not go back again, jamtm 
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How do you think about politics? 

In 1982 I met with kurdish friends, who 
were politically involved. My parents 
opposed politics at that time. Through 
my husband 1 made contact. My fahter 
has changed his attitude now because 
of what he saw in Kurdistan. Nowadays 
he is a supporter of the kurdish libera¬ 
tion struggle and a very powerful man. 

I used to know nothing about the differ¬ 
ent kurdish religions and political direc¬ 
tions. I got to know it all by contacts 
through my friends. 

In this way I got to know our society 
as a kurdish woman. After the coup I 
heard about arrested and tortured people 
just because they were kurdish. That 
is why I decided to get involved in the 
liberation struggle. I have seen how peo¬ 
ple were involved, how they believed 
in the struggle. Prison struggles, people 
burning themselves for their beliefs. 
It impressed me . To me it was a new 
and different world. In Kurdistan no 
one had spoken about the fact that 
Kurdistan is a colony. 

I paticipate in many actions in this city 
and the FRG. I do it voluntarily for the 
liberation of Kurdistan, as part of the 
liberation struggle. I also try to organize 
the women, by verbal propaganda, flyers, 
visits to kurdish families. UJhen there 
are problems I try to salve them together 
with them. 

liJhat do you think about german women? 
About their liberation compared to kur¬ 
dish women? 

I do not believe the women in the FRg 
are free. That is just propaganda from 
the government, womens liberation is 
often reduced in the FRG to just sexual 
freedom. But freedom expressed itself 
also economically and within relation¬ 
ships. the women in the FRG have just 
as little equal rights as women elsewhere. 

LUhat do you think about the womens 
movement in the FRG? 

Personally I hardly know it and have 
only heard about it. I have heard about 
feminist women, about sexually abused 
and beaten-up women. About women who 
fight against rape, women-directed vio¬ 
lence and oppression of women. This fight 
I think about as good and I support it. 
As to other wwomens groups, since I 
do not know them I can not say anything 
about them. 

Do you want to go back to Kurdistan? 

yes, but I can only return under one 
condition. My country must be free. If 
we come back now, we would get into 
trouble with the turkish authorities. 
My children, who were born in the FRG, 
too. But I definitely do not want to stay 
in the FRG. It is a could country (cold 
country/cold hearts! writer). I will defi¬ 
nitely return. Only when I can not tell. 

How do you raise your children? Turkish 
or kurdish? 

I raise them kurdish, only not in the 
language. UJe communicate in turkish or 
german. My husband and i speak two lan¬ 
guages, dialekts. But now there are kur¬ 
dish lessons offered twice a week. My 
children will learn it here, in the kur¬ 
dish centre. At home we listen to a lot 
of traditional kurdish songs, we go to 
kurdish festivals, we dance. The children, 
boys and girls, should help me. My hus¬ 
band helps also, and my father. There 
is no way that the boys and men can 
just sit on their behinds and be served. 
They can all do what they want, but 
all have to help in the household too! 



Medya has given us the following inter-1 
view. She is participant/collaborator of 
Patriotic Women's Union Of Kurdistan, |

When was the YJWK founded? 

The Patriotic Women's Union Of Kurdistan 
was founded in 1987. The most important 
reasons were the improvement of women's 
organisation in Kurdistan as well as 
the improvement of women's possibilities 
to take part in the liberation struggle. 

Which are the YJWK's tasks and its aims? 

YJWK struggles for a free Kurdistan 
and ^ the liberation of kurdish women. 
Kurdistan is a colonized country and 
as long as that hasn't been changed 
no kurdish woman can talk about libera¬ 
tion. 

we are struggling for a free Kurdistan, 
against colonialism and reaction, we are 
interested to collaborate with other 
women organisations and we want to 
have more contacts and solidarity, too. 
one aspect of our activities is interna¬ 
tionalism. 

Which are the main tasks of YJWK? 
Propaganda, raising fonds for the libera¬ 
tion struggle, to collect donations, to 
deal with women problems in a concrete 
manner, family- here we work to get 
more equal rights in relationships bet¬ 
ween men and women, education of chil¬ 
dren. This are only some aspects. 

What was the reaction of women, both- 
in Kurdistan and in exile- concerning 
the foundation of YJWK? What kind of 
women has joined it? 

It is the first time for kurdish women 
to have their own organisation. It pro¬ 
voked a lot of interests and attention. 
Many women were pleased to be recog¬ 
nized in their worth and have gained- 
self-cinfidence. The foundation of YJWK 
was the consequence of the discussion 
held by women who were taking part in 
the liberation struggle. During the 3rd 
PKK-congress the whole kurdish society 
was analized. According to the results 
a workers'-, youth- and womens'-union 
was founded. Many women took part 
in this congress. Already for a long 
time the exiled women had wanted to 
get a womens' organisation and it was 
their proposal as well. These women 
react in a positive way to the founda¬ 
tion of the womens' organisation. 

Up to the 3rd party-congress mainly 
the intellectual women had been orga¬ 
nized. Since the foundation of the party 
women participated in the struggle. This 
is indicated by the number of female 
prisoners. Without an own organisation 
this participation couldn't get an appro¬ 
priate expression. 

In a society like the kurdish, the families 
causes women who wants to take part in 
the struggle a lot of troubles. They are 
standing at 2nd or 3rd level. One of 
YJWK's task is to support those women. 

In the beginning the women that were 
organized in YJWK were intellectuals, 
able to read and to write. Nowadays 
this changed, since the organisation has 
been founded it was tried to organize 
all kinds of women. Now women of various 
sections of the society became organized 
as well as their families, the women 
organize themselves in all spheres, where 


they exist. It's proved by the fact that 
many women of all sections took part in 
people's insurrection. But also in the 
present there is still a need to organize 
women not only from particular sections. 
This has to be changed. Many women in 
the organisation are young intellectuals. 
This is the kind of women who joirt the 
guerilla. The have less problems to make 
their way in society, than women with 
cildren. This has been a conclusion of 
the women discussion. From start^ on 
the party tried hard and was intersted 
to organize women. Always it was a main 
topic. In the partfes programm equal 
rights of men and women are established. 

Different as in otherorganisations this 
is obviously not only a piece of paper 
but plenty of women take part in the 
struggle voluntarily 

There were a lot of political-ideological 
discussions about the appearances of 
women's organisation. The women were 
asked to take part in the struggle and 
in society. In the party a discrimination 
of women does not exist, they can get 
all kind of functions, even to become 
secretary-general. There are no limits. 
Women express it by large support and 
solidarity. 

What's the traditional women's role in 
kurdish society? 


Thinking about kurdish women means 
thinking about kurdish family at the 
same time. The traditional kurdish woman 
is a housewife with children and daily 
agricultural work. Having an own oppinion 
does not yet correspondent with their 
reality. The woman's opinion is deter¬ 
mined by religion and feudalism, never 
someone has asked for her opinion. This 
is not only the families' guilt, but the 
guilt of social structures of feudalism 
and colonialism, too. This is one reason 
for women to take part in the struggle 
to fight these structures. In this strugg¬ 
le participating women know exactly 
that to -^'ight against these structures 
means to fight for a free kurdistan 
and for women's liberation. 

Though the number of struggling women 
is increasing every day. The party knows 
that there will be no victory of the 
liberation struggle without the partici¬ 
pation of women. For the families impor¬ 
tant role in society the women must 
take part in the struggle. 

How did the kurdish population -especial¬ 
ly its male part- react on women in 
the liberation-struggle? 

Most men thought that if there's a nece- 
sity to struggle it will be there task, 
they'll have to fight. 

By the party's help those male thoughts 
were smashed. It'a accepted that women 
are able to fight for their rights, for 
their native soil. 

How did this change? What's the males' 
attitude towards female fighters today? 

The men's social conception has changed 
totally. For example, men respect women 
very much, who have become martyr, 
who have been murdered. It's not any¬ 
more the same as it was before. It's 
important, for example, that men try 
to organize women today. Where there 
is no female power to organize women 
it is done by men. They support women's 
organisation, too. The women have proved 
by practice that they are able to fight. 
The men have had no possibility than 


to accept this reality. It's fact, too, 
that women's organisation have been 
founded and must be supported by men. 
This is the reason for men's support. 
But it's important that women proves 
its own strength. Nowadays it is very 
important that \ArtDmen and men support 
the struggle actively. There are families 
where man is a labourer and the woman 

is very active. This is the reality of 
today. 


Once we heard about an agitation cam¬ 
paign of the turkish goverment against 
women, joining guerilla, calling them 
bitches/prostitutes. How did the kurdish 
population react to such a campaign? 

In the beginning the peoples reaction 
In the beginning the population's reac¬ 
tion was quite negative. They tried to 
keep their daughters away from the 
struggle. But it has been changed as 
time passes by. The turkish goverment s 
propaganda has lost its effect. About 
that we have to know that the Turkish 
government launched a special war 
against our struggle. These agitation 
campaigns are part of this special war. 
The Turkish government act even worse: 
for example, they examinated women, 
who died in the struggle, whether these 
women were virgins or not. They had 
to notice that the women were virgins. 
For them it was a big surprise that wo¬ 
men in struggle are virgins, too. Further 
they claimed that women in struggle 
have intimate relations to men. But Tur¬ 
kish society understood that the Tur¬ 
kish goverment's propaganda was not 
true. Today it has changed and the prop¬ 
aganda have no effect anymore. 

Another example for the lack of effect 
mof the propaganda of the Turkish state 
are the female prisoners. There are 
women in prison for more than 10 years. 
Often the state try to seperate the 
female prisoners from their families. 
They want to prevent prisoners from 
their families' or people's support. There 
was a lot of rabble-rousing. Nevertheless 
they were not able to seperate the 
prisoners from their families. By judical 
or other means they try to support 
their children, their daughters. 

At the beginning there was an effect on 
families who did not know very much 
concerning the liberation struggle. But 
never there was an effect on people and 
families standing close the struggle. 

They never believed in this rabble-rou¬ 
sing. 

The effect of the propaganda decreases 
with the increasing consciousness of 
Kurdish society. 



Do this courage, struggling uwDmen mobi 
lize other women by example? _ 



□f course, such a kind of courage women 
has surelv its positive impact on other 
women. But not only on women, on total 
society, too. Kurdistan is a male society 
and in this society women are struggling, 
what a wonderful thing. liJomen admire 
other women to do such a step. 

Lonf time the idea of the unability of 
women did exist. Only men could act 
like this. It was legitimated by the phy¬ 
sical difference, that men are stronger 
than ourselves. But women changed this 
social attitude by their own activities. 
UJomen have shown their ability to do 
what men can do. Now men have got 
complexes, before they think it was 
impossible and now women can do all 
kind of these things. ’Now i'm unable, 
now i must join the struggle, too, to 
prove that i'm able as well'. 

Did the foundation of the women orga¬ 
nisation change the situation within 
the party? Do you talk about women's 
issues. Did the women get a stronger 
position within the party? 

The party's ideological or political opi¬ 
nion didn't change, nor its idea concer¬ 
ning women. In the beginning I told you 
about the equal rights, we have got. 
Since the foundation of YJUIK there 
are always attemps to create women 
units. That is new and it is a big chance. 
It will be a great effort to create women 
units on a military level. 

The women issue was discussed more 
intensively within the party, too. But 
the party programm and its idelogie 
concerning women was settled in the 
beginning because women can't accept, 
it needs not to be changed, it's in fa¬ 
vour of women. 

What are women's function within the 
party and how strong is their presence 
there? do you find women on all levels 
of the party, from the bottom to the 
top, or only at the basis? 

The women's role within the party differs 
from the women's role within society, 
of course. UJomen have equal rights as 
men within the party. It there are women 
in YJUJK's central commitee, it will be 
possible for them to join ERNK's (Natio¬ 
nal Liberation Front Of Kurdistan) cen¬ 
tral commitee. Many women hold leading 
positions within the party. I don't have 
numbers. Or many women occupy high 
positions concerning guerilla training. 
I only can repeat: we are free to go 
our way, even to becoijie . secretary-ge¬ 
neral, we only have to win it. 


But the women's possibility to become 
secretary general is only a theoretical 
one. We are interested in the practical 
appearance, in reality. 


That's not only theory, it's practical as 
well. We know many examples. At the 
3rd party congress a lot of women were 
represented by women. 

Female commanders* train men and women 
within the guerilla. Women have power 
within the party or the commitee, too. 
But you should never forget that we 
come from a society in which women 
were never allowed to say anything. 
In the party they are free to say their 
opinion, it's really very free compared 
with the society. 

But unfortunately some women took ad¬ 
vantages of it. We critcized such women. 
F.e. in Europe there was a provocation 
against the Kurdish liberation struggle. 
Perhaps you have heard about it. Women 
were part of this provocation as well. 
It is important to handle freedom with 
care. 



Could you explain more exactly the cir¬ 
cumstances of this provocation? 

The aim of the provocation was to des¬ 
troy the european section and to curtail 
its work. 

Why did I mention the women presence? 
We come from a society who does not 
grant us any rights. So we are confron¬ 
ted with our complexes/difficulties. Sud¬ 
denly we had the right to say what we 
think and you don’t feel running but 
flying, able to do everything. Freedom 
was still beyond grasp. You haven't yet 
really understood Jhe meaning of free¬ 
dom. So the pro\A)cating women were 
not the leaders but the exploited. They 
were used for the provocation. 

Do women think especially about women's 
issues and do they write it down and 
put it up for discussions within the 
party or within the YJWK? Do they work 
theoretically? 

This is one of YJWK's task. It picks the 
women's issues out as a central theme 
and writes about it as well as to know 
about women's experiences from all over 
the world and to pass them over. 

This is YJWK's tasks within the party. 
Within the party a lot of possibilities 
according to this issue and support 
for women's theoretical training exist. 

□n account the party is opposed to 
it. 

We ask about it, because the only textes 
concerning the women's issue we have 
read are written by abdullah ocalan, 
f.e. a speech at march, 8th, the inter¬ 
national women's day. Why does no woman 
hold this speech? 

You must see the big support which 
this speech by a. ocalan means for our 
liberation struggle and the Kurdish wo¬ 
men movement, a. ocalan analyzed the 
Kurdish society and we are a part of 
it, too. A lot of issues have to be ex¬ 
plained, f.e. the reaction between man 
and woman and the international women 
movemerit. There are a lot of problems. 
You have to see that a. ocalan explained 
very important things in this speech. 
In addition the YJWK is organized as 
a part of the party, under ERNK's front. 
Ernk is organized within the party, too. 
You can't divide them. It's not important 
wether a man or a woman speaks but 
the contents. In a society as the Kurdish 
a man speaks about the women's rights. 
Fie gives an example to Kurdish men. 

You must see: a. ocalan is a practical 
man and the thing is how we change 
Kurdish man. They are supposed to 
change themselves. When a Kurdish man 
speaks about women's rights, men/women 
relations, it is really great. 


But isn't it important for Kurdish women 
self-confidence to move into position 
on such topics? You have said that ac¬ 
cording to tradition women were not 
allowed to have an own opinion, so we 
ask you: Isn't it very important to women 
to talk about such topics? 

In Europe Kurdish women organized a 
big rallye at the international women 
day of their own. Women organized it 
and women spoke there, women organized 
courses on women's issues and presented 
projects. In our organisation women 
shall organize women, and men shall orga¬ 
nize men. But it is not absolutely nece¬ 
ssary. We must organize as men and wo¬ 
men, too. Thinking this way a. ocalan's 
speech supports our women's movement 
at march 8th. It doesn't bother us. 

At august, 8th (feast) there was a big 
rallye in the academy. Thousands of 
male and female Kurds were present. 
A. Ocalan sat among women. In society 
he never has problems, that man shall 
not sit among women, but he sits among 
women, discussing with them (if you under 
stood this sentence you are better than 
me, the translator). 


Flow do women organize themselves, what 
are their problems, what can they do 
in the next people inseurrection, how 
can they participate actively. This is 
important for the Kurdish society. On 
almost every matter he criticized that 
women doesn't liberate themselves from 
these traditional structures within so¬ 
ciety. 

These critics are not only theoretical 
but also practical. You see it f.e. in 
the existence of women's units in the 
guerilla. Also men are criticized again 
and again by a. ocalan. He criticized 
that emn have not yet lost their colonist 
attitudes, by which the society is charac 
terized. They want to maintain power 
over women, to exploit them for their 
privilegs. That's a. ocalans criticism. 


You have spoken about the existence 
of women's problems, men's problems 
and problems of relationship? Flow do 
you discuss this problems within the 
party? We read a text of a. ocalan 
where he used the expression "free re¬ 
lationship". How can this be understood? 


A woman that have analized marxism- 
leninism and ahve a good look at it, 
occuoies herself with the Kurdish society 
and knows the party, joins the party 
more conscious and she knows to appre¬ 
ciate the value of freedom and equal 
rights. Other women are politcized by 
political activities or by armed struggle. 
These women join the party less cons- 



After being trained tl^^i return to 
Kurdistan to struggle.

Often they are still moulded by the 
role they have played in society. Male 


supremacy: she had to do everything 
she was told by the man. These kind 
of relationship the women will act in 
the party, consciously or unconsciously. 
This is the meaning of a. ocalan's words, 
saying that women have to free them¬ 
selves from slavery. That's the sense 
of the necessity to free themselves 
from the role they have played in the 
traditional society before they have 
joined the struggle. They shall treat 
themselves as a man. The women are 
not just supposed to fulfill orders by 
men. But we have been educated this 
way, everything else is strange for us, 
but that we have to change. This is 
the meaning of a. ocalans "free relation- 
sliips" 

UJe know that a. ocalan is married or 
at least he was. But we think, he doesn't 
place importance on marriage. Struggling 
people do not dp it,, too. 

Think about: unfree native soil, unfree 
woman, unfree man, that are unfree 
human beings, can there be any result 
of a marriage than a new slavery? 

Free native soil and free human beings 
are the condition off free relationship. 
That's the opinion of a. ocalan, of the 
party and of the female and male 
fighters. For some married people the 
relation lost its importance. They became 
separated or divorced and joined the 
struggle. 

UJe wouldn't like to be understood in 
an uncorrect way as someone who is 
opposed to marriage. UJe know that our 
struggle will last very long. Of course 
people can marry. But you have to under 
stand that a female or male, joining 
the struggle and being occupied by it 
2U hours a day, will have a lot of diffi¬ 
culties if they devote their attention 
to such things. 

Talking about armed struggle. UJhat's 
about the women's role in armed struggle 
today? Flow big is their fraction within 
the guerilla? 

During the last people insurrection we 
have seen the massive female contri¬ 
bution on participating in and support 
to the struggle. In Europe a big part 
of women support the liberation struggle, 
too. The same attitude concerning the 
guerilla. During the last time many women 
joined armed struggle. There are diffe¬ 
rent times in training. In the moment 
between ^0-50 women attend the academy. 


men and women fight together. But these 
3 units consists only of women. 

Women play an important role in people 
commitees in Kurdistan. The people com- 
mitees have various tasks. The most 
important ones are: to collect informa¬ 
tions, to educate women concerning 
our ideas of struggle, to come into con¬ 
tact with the Turkish workers class for 
support in urban areas and to collect 
economical support from the Kurdish 
society for the guerilla. Here the wo¬ 
men's role is very important. It isn't 
important only in armed struggle but 
people's commitees, too. 

Can you evaluate how many percent 
of Kurdish guerillas arc women? 

Yes, I can. In 1987 we had 2000 matyrs, 
murdered fighters, among them 20 women. 
But up to today the number of struggling 
women has increased. I can't say it exac¬ 
tly, hao many women are participating 
in armed struggle. Perhaps 10 % of armed 
fighters are women. But to say a number 
how many Kurdish women support the 
armed struggle I would say some 40-50%, 
half of the women without exage. It 
is an indicator for the strong support 
of the armed struggle/libcration struggle 
by women. 

Are the female guerillas organized in 
the women's organisation YJWK as well? 

Yes, of course they are. It is evident 
that these women are organized in YJWK. 
One of female guerilla task is to orga¬ 
nize Kurdish women. For that she Was 
to organize herself under the roof of 
the women's organisation. 

Can you say anything about the women's 
daily live in the guerilla? Does a sex de¬ 
termined division of labour exist? 

F.e. the women cook (laughing in the 
background) and men clean guns? (gigg¬ 
ling) What kind of problems, traditional or 
sex-determined ones, appear to women? 

I have never been a guerilla myself, so 
I'm not able to tell you about the daily 
live of female guerillas. But in general 
I can tell you that they do sports in 
the morning to keep in good condition. 
It's said that they work with discipline 
and elaborate operational plans. They 
need plenty of time to elaborate this 
plans. 


Never the work was distributed according 
to sex in the guerilla. That have not 
to be like this. Doesn't matter what kind 
of work, man and woman are able to do 
the same job. It's not the case that wo¬ 
men clean guns and men shoot. Everybody 
has to clean its gun him/herself. It is 
determined by a time table who cook and 
who does the lundry. Men and women share 
this work. In Europe it is the same. We 
have to work in the office, have to write, 
have to do the same job as men. Sex- 
determined political involvements don't 
exist. It is not realistic to talk about 
the existence of big problems of uramen. 
□f course there are gynaecological disor¬ 
der and similar occurances, but there 
is a lot of understanding by men, too. 

Women and men who struggle know such 
problems and deal with them carefully. 
Though such problems are not very grave. 
Concerning the idea of physical strength, 
f.e. that women are obliged to carry 
less than men, the question how much 
men or women are able to carry: everybod 
should carry as much as he/she is able to. 
This is an individual question of physics 
and strength and not a questio wether 
someone is male or female. The same con¬ 
cerning weapons: it is not true that wo¬ 
men are obliged to carry small ones and 
men heavy ones. It is a physical question 
too. If someone is unable to carry some¬ 
thing, it will have to be devided. 

Up to the 3rd party congress the party's 
majority believed in the traditional opi¬ 
nion of women's unability. Individuals 
and even the majority had been of the 
opinion that women who participate in 
armed struggle cause trouble. F.e. they 
said that women cannot run very fast 
and cause problems. So it was necessary 
to prove that it isn't true. This traditio¬ 
nal opinion had to be changed, the oppo¬ 
site had to be proved and in fact it 
yjas proved. 

According to the traditional view of 
things: Don't appear difficulties, when 
men and women live so close together as 
they do in the guerilla? For men the 
same as for women? F.e women have their 
period or men and women lay close to¬ 
gether. Do you have such problems or 
doesn't exist a discussion about such 
issues? 

Dur enemy, the Turgish goverment, misun¬ 
derstands the fact that for example wo¬ 
man stays very close with ten men, too. 
Of course, our society misunderstands 
it as well. 

But the party has changed the relation¬ 
ship between women and men. The sex, 
man or woman is not important anymore. 
Thinking that way the male and female 
guerillas live together. A woman stays 
together with many comrades. Comrade 
is everyone of us, male and female. A 
problem with one comrade becomes every 
comrade's problem, a general problem. 
There is no problem when a woman has 
her period, she has the symathie of all. 
It's a very normal occurence and she 
has to be understood and respected.. 
It doesn't matter. The society respects 
and accepts the relationship among com¬ 
rades. These relations destroy the Tur¬ 
kish goverment. Often the Turkish gover¬ 
ment has tried to destroy this kind of 
relationships, the male and female jguerilla 
friendship as comrades. They have sent 
men and women organized by the secret 
service to the guerilla to destroy these 
freindly relations between male and fe¬ 
male guerillas by fiddling and trickling. 
One example is documentated on a tape, 
where a woman was sent to the guerilla 
to destroy the relationship among the 
comrades. They didn't succeed at all. 




That is Turkish gov/erment's psychologi¬ 
cal oppression. But as long as the rela¬ 
tionship among guerillas are allright, 
the society respects them as man and 
woman very much. 

In 1988 20 guerillas died in 

a clash between Turkish goverment 
and guerilla. Among the dead 
was one woman. The comrade ten- 
t*ki n was checked-up by an gynae¬ 
cologist wether she had been yet 
a virgin. The check-up was ordered 
by the Turkish goverment. 

Our enemy was unable to imagine 
that she would have been still 
a virgin. But she was among 19 
men and still a virgin. The so¬ 
ciety respects such kind of facts. 
On the contrary the Turkish gover- 
ments intention is to make propa¬ 
ganda. If she wouldn't have been 
a virgin it had been a dennuncia- 
tion of the relationship,, proving 
that there exist relations who 
are not well accepted by the 
society. 

Could you tell us what's the importance 
of the fact that women are still virgin 
when arrested for the support of the 
people? It's fact that arrested women 
are checked-up for their virginy. UJhat 
would be the consequence for women being 
neither married nor virgin? 

If someone's struggling, we think, they'll 
fight only for the liberation of kurdistan 
and they're not fighting for their personal 
interests. 

But assumed, there is such kind of women, 
the society will of course condemn them. 
It will have a negative impact on people, 
□ur organisation will condem such women 
as weak characteres, because in the 
struggle we've to do something for the 
struggle and not not for our personal 
interests. But we won't condem her whole 
struggle. 

UJe can understand it in a way that the 
access to the guerilla is limited to virgins. 

No, it's not true that only unmarried or 
virgin females are allowed to join the 
struggle. Married women or women who 
aren't virgins participate in the struggle. 
But we want to say that there are diffi¬ 
culties for guerillas (male and female) 
who take part in the struggle and are 
married or have relationships. It's possible 
that she's in Cizre and he's in Mardin. 
To meet eachother will be very difficult 
and in addition she's very busy. So it 
will be very difficult to maintain a rela¬ 
tionship. But we won't mind, if married 
women or men join the struggle who are 
married or had an relationship. So the 
Turkish governement's propaganda won't 
affect us anymore. The society accepts 
the Kurdish women's struggle as they are. 
Ther's no affect anymore, this time has 
passed by. UJe become a mass- organisation. 
Such things aren't important anymore. 

Back again to the- people's insurrection. 
UJhat was the women's role in it? UJhat 
were their tasks? Which role did the women 
play concerning the organisation of people 
commitees. 

Firstly women protested against the colo¬ 
nialist Turkish regime, accompanied by 
their children. UJhat did they do there? 
They threw stones, shouted slogans for 
a free Kurdistan & for the party. The 
women were happy & had a high moral 
standard to the struggle. The women en¬ 
couraged men by their power. The encou¬ 
raged They encouraged a lot during the 
people's insurrection. And, of course,, 
they've protested aqainst the colonialist 




system. They've gained consciousness by 
the work in the people's commitees.They 
were no longer prisoners of their house¬ 
hold, of their family.They've to free them¬ 
selves. Women's increasing consciousness 
on the necessity to destroy this captivity 
will lead to their increasing activities 
as members of people's commitees. In peop¬ 
le's commitees women prepare themselves 
for people's insurrections, protest is one 
topic. Other topics are the education 
of children, our language, our culture. 
We musn't forget the children's important 
role, as we've noticed during people's 
insurrections. The people's commitees wo¬ 
men prepare their children as well. These 
women collect informations, provide finan¬ 
cial aid. For example when women have 
been arrested in Keboran (it had gone 
to the press), the local people's commitee 
decided to show solidarity with the arres¬ 
ted. Women were arrested at it. Every 
people's commitee decides against what 
they protest & what they ob to support. 
This depends on actuality, of course. The 
women participate actively. This proves 
that women have smashed their fear. There 
are even more examples. 

Among Kurdish women supporting prisoners 
were two mothers who burned themselves. 
This emphasizes the important role of 
women who are commited to people's com¬ 
mitees or who support prisoners. 

Is it a matter of women of the popula¬ 
tion? Ordinary women who co 
in people's commitees? Women u/io are 
not organized? 

The people's commitees women have organi¬ 
zed themselves politically as well. It's 
the people's commitees task to organize 
the complete people. And the women's 
special task to organize women, in the 
villages, in the cities. But of course it's 
passible that women assume responsibility 
during a demonstration which is not orga¬ 
nized. Than the organized women's task 
is to organize these women within people's 
commitees. The people's commitee's task 
is to organize male & female guerilla's 
out of the society. That is giving those 
men & women the possibility to join the 
armed struggle, who are prepared to do 
so. And to prepare people for armed 
struggle by means of propaganda. 

Could you explain briefly what people's 
commitee's are at all? According to our 
informations they have not yet existed 
for a long time and represent an develop¬ 
ment which is important for the organisa¬ 
tion of the population. 


The people's commitee's consist of people 
organized in different associations. When 
organized in an association, they are re¬ 
presentatives. That is of the women's 
union, workers union, students, youth etc. 
The single associations are represented 
in the people's commitee. The people's 
commitee's are represented under the 
roof of ERNK. The members of people's 
aren't necessarily professional fighters. 
They labour, do their housework as house¬ 
wives etc. They are organized illegaly. 
The Turkish government says about them: 
At day-time with a hat, at night-time with 
arms. This fits very well. At day they work 
like everybody but at night they may parti¬ 
cipate in actions. 

The Turkish government try's to organize 
agents among Kurdish people to pass on 
important informations. They are unknown 
by the population. Important tasks of peop¬ 
le's commitee's are to publish informations 
concerning these organisations built up 
by our enemy, to destroy them and to col¬ 
lect informations about them. And to inform 
the guerilla and to organize actions against 
them if possible. That are the people's 
commitee's tasks. 






ThG female participation in the liberation 
struggle was a break with kurdish women's 
traditional role. How did kurdish men react 
on this social change? 


This struggle we wage for 10 years and wit¬ 
hout the dispute of men against women and 
without the dispute of women against men 
we would be even stronger today. But where 
the party is organized very strongly there 
this handicap is curtailed heavily and men 
and women support eachother. A conscious 
and informed male, who is a real patriot, 
will support his wife . IF it's different, 
it will be questionable of course. But even 
some female are opposed to their husband's 
active participation in the struggle. Uie 
must forget their frequent strong dependen¬ 
ce on men. And if he leaves perhaps she 
will be at her end, because he had to do 
everything. He had to feed the children 
and the wife, the wife didn't create finan¬ 
cial freedom for herself. Many females are 
opposed to such a decision of their husbands 
and hinder the men in this decision. Of 
course some men think feudalistic too. They 
think the woman has to stay at home, to 
feed the children, to cook for him, to be 
simply his female slave. Such kind of human 
beings can hardly accept the fact of strug¬ 
gling women. This problem is still alive, but 
a lot has changed compared with the situa¬ 
tion 10 years ago.

I In the beginning you told us that you are 
\ looking for contacts to other international 
women organisations? Are there any contacts, 
any co-operation? Which kind of co-opera¬ 
tion is possible at all? 


The YJUJR task is to spread more informations 
concerning the kurdish people's liberation 
struggle internationally and towards women 
organisations, of course. Our organisation 
hasn't yet succeeded in the construction 
of relations to other u^imen organisations 
and movements. Especially in Europe. There 
are several reasons for that. One reason 
is our lack of women-power, who are able 
to do it. Another is that our organisation 
is still young. We need experiences yet to 
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be collected. This doesn’t mean that we 
haven't got any relationships to other women- 
organisations for example we've got contact 
to the womensorganisation in Palestine or 
to women commitee's of Nicaragua. Of course 
we prefer contacts to women-organisations 
involved in a liberation struggle as well. 

In addition we feel the importance of con¬ 
tact to the Democratic women's movement. 
We've started contact with a women's group 
in GDR, but only yet on a level to exchange V 
informations. But we like to consolidate 
this contact. In Europe YJWK has spread 
already a lot of informations in various 
regions especially for female strangers. 
We've discussed with eachother and exchang¬ 
ed points of view. 

What do you think about Europe's women's 
movement and in particular of the ERG? 


We fight colonialism, domination by the Tur¬ 
kish government, federalism and also male- 
domination. But we're opposed to regard 
the women's issue as world's capital problem 
as done by some women's movements. We 
think that there is a difference between 
individual liberty abd social liberty. 

I can give you another example. There the 
attempt to organize feminist women was 
launched in Turkey. Think about Turkey! 
How shall it be possible for these feminists 
to win women's liberation within a country 
full off prisoners, oppression and fascism? 
It's impossible! 

You can say the same about europe. The 
fact that the English prime-minister is female 
doesn't say that there're equal rights for 
women. This question has not been solved 
in socialist countries, so-called socialist 
.ctu40U;ii8S. 


As i've just said, we prefer to contact the 
women's movement who struggle for democra¬ 
tic female rights. We feel closer to women's 
groups also to the other women-groups, 
anti-imperialist, anti-fascist and anti-racist 
ones. We regard european feminism critically, 
because they place males in the first place 
to be fought against. We think that we've 
got not to fight against men but against 
the system, the economical and political 
system. But this women's movement will achie¬ 
ve something for women too and will win 
some aims. For us female equal rights mean 
male equal rights too; to everybody equal 
rights. This we can get only in a society 
where the existing social structures will 
be changed. There we can create free woman 
beings and free women as well. 

In the YJWK's programme there's one topic 
saying that we're in opposition to trends 
within the women's movement who fight espe¬ 
cially men. 


Liberty is for us the existence of fer 
equal rights in society, in politics, in cult 
in daily life. Always female equal rigi * 
That means liberty to us. That means equa 
to us. 

Everything else is bourgoisie's foam to dc’- • 
nate classes and to disorientate women 
well. We don't want to cooperate with s • 
a women's group. 

Finally 1 want to tell you that we hope t- 
you analyse well our struggle, even ^ 
struggle of the kurdish women's moveme 
We say it very consciously. Perhaps or,-, 
we'll be an example for a free kurdis%'> 
but for free kurdish women, too. For T" 
we have to fight, not only in North-W 
kurdistan. Even in the other occupied po>\ 
we're organised, and we'll improve this or j 
nisation. For that we need the support v' 
the democratic women's movement. This inf/ ' 
view supports our struggle too. Thank * 
for giving us tliis opportunity.

”it was almost ridiculous 
to hear those half-way con- 
vertet marxist-leninist talk 
about their historical notion, 
the men, still waiting for 
women to reveal them their 
position in society, the anti¬ 
imperialists wij^t their metro¬ 
politan struggle, the autonoms 
with their liberated spaces 
and not to forget on top of 
it the derailed "perestroika- 
groups", who lost their way. 
at certain times it seemed 
nothing but one big carica¬ 
ture. " (17) 

some people spent a year work¬ 
ing on the preparating of 
the congress: "solidarity 

and resistance", already during 
the preparation a rupture 
arose between the people who 
mainly wanted to talk about 
the practice of actions, which 
had been carried out by the 
movement in the last four 
years, and how to improve 
it, and those who were longing 
for a deepening of theoretical 
discussion and analysis. the 
latter carried through the 
congress, which was going 
to be concentrated on patria- 
chate and imperialism. 

"what we want to achieve with 
this congress is a search 
for more togetherness in analy¬ 
sis, on how various fields 
of struggle are connected 
as in how the struggle of 
liberation movements inter- 
lationally are connected with 
our struggle here. let it 
oe clear that we want to im- 
orove our practice of mutnal 
solidarity C-*-) the main 
piestion for all of us should 
)e: how together force against 
:hese reactionary tendencies 
and how to develop new ways 
to express a more common 
struggle".(18) 

at the discussions on imperia¬ 
lism lots of theories and 
words were used which were 
developed in the seventies, 
and a lot was "borrowed" from 
theoretical and practical 
developments in w.-germany. 
this encountered a big deal 


ofifepposition, partically be¬ 
cause the movement of the 
80's had been for a great 
deal a negative reaction to¬ 
wards such political categories, 
the main issue of the patriar¬ 
chate-discussion is to re¬ 
obtain. the material basis 
of sextsm and to restore the 
relation betwe n sexes as 
one of the most essential 
part of— social stuktures on 
all levels to an important 
starting-point of radical 
politics. 

for a part of ttte group that 
prepared it, trie congress 
had been a success; "first 
of all we have to make clear 
what our perspective will 
be, what we stand for. only 
then we can be an orientation 
for other people, the congress 
has been an important and 
offensive move for us in that 
sence. its main goal was to 
us not to get "everybody that 
moves" back together again, 
but clearly to organise our¬ 
selves: bringing together 

all those people, who want 
to develop revolutionary poli¬ 
tics and were willing to dis¬ 
cuss a few themes, we thougth 
were important. that s why 
we put great effort during 
the preparation in bringing 
out a somewhat cohesive point 
of view, which would make 
it clear to other people what 
it was all about, and which 
would mobilize people on its 
political contents, as repro¬ 
duced in main lines in the 
reader. with this we tried 
to break through existing 
standards and codes inside 
"the movement" and get in 
touch with people and groups 
outside.(19) 

for many other people the 
politics, as tried to be ex¬ 
pressed around this congress, 
didn't offer any perspective, 
"by formulating actions as 
an impulse towards a revolu¬ 
tionary process, you force 
a break with the past. our 
struggle against the apartheid- 
regime, patriarchate, lack 
of housing/speculation is 
not appointed by the importance 
HF" these fields of struggle 
to the system, but by our 
involvement with these topics, 
out of involvement people 
started to organise actions 
and appointed their strategy, 
everybody, who felt involve 
with this topic, could join 
it- an all-embracing theory 
about structures of oppressin 
wasn't necessary for 


this way of working often 
implies starting all over 
again, being confronted with 
the same problems again and 
again, mistakes are also often 
being made by estimating what 
importance a certain project 
might have for the system 

or we are politically not 
clear when doing actions 

against a certain measure 

or a certain object, it would 
however be an even bigger 

mistake to draw the conclusion, 
that we'd better not be active 
anymore out of acertain in¬ 

volvement in a field of 
struggle, but would only be 
attaching projekts out of 
an all-embracing theory, which 
are important within the re¬ 
structurisation of the capita¬ 
list economy".(20) 
the main differences on "how 
to continue", which did exist 
already long before, became 
more clear and outspoken throug 
this congress. dividing-lines 
were drawn and appeared to 
be more less impossible to 
cross. 

"the conclusion suggest itself 
that "we", this as get unde- 
finedcommunity in revolutionary 
activities, do not have a 
common basis to start with, 
people out of various fields 
of struggle or ideological 
backgrounds do as yet not 
have common goal, method and 
theory. not even a common 
use for words or language."(21) 
interest grew though for a 
number of analyses: new techno¬ 
logies, european unification, 
working at home, refugees, 
imf/world bank. but as soon 
as questios turn up as to 
what the value is of such 
analyses,. , if .and. how xesis.taace 
against this kind of develop¬ 
ments schould be organised, 
the sence or non-sence of 
all-embracing analyses or 
more seperated fields of 
struggle, the relationship 
between patriarchate and impe¬ 
rialism ect., opinions break 
up. there is not that much 
being developed on those field 
on a practical level. only 
on the field of apartheid 
we might say that a practice 
has been developed in those 
last years of 80's, in which 
the contrdictions, we mentioned 
above, did show. 
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’’based on these 3 elements: 
bringing back south-africa 

on the political ab 
on the political agenda again, 
creating a wider framework 
for invidual actions and being 
concentrated on results, we 
automatically started to invent 
an anti-shell-campaign. C---) 
as said before: we think that 
in case actions cause damage 
it should especially be pola¬ 
rizing, damage to the image 
of shell (...) sinking popu¬ 
larity means incalculable 

financial risks for them, 
growing awareness for instance 
could leed to union-bosses 
being more immovable at collec¬ 
tive bargain negotiations 

to come. it could lead to 
a social-democratic party 
like the pvda, when it shares 
government responbility, to 
revoke the present division 
of natural gas profits in 
stead of further cuts on go¬ 
vernments' budgets. which 
might lead to lower energy- 
costs for domestic conumers. 
that would be real damage 
to shell (...) we do not look 

upon a campaign out of the 
radical movement as a coordi¬ 
nated happening with centra¬ 
lised struktures. but more 
like the campaign that took 
place when the pope visited 
holland. let's hope finally 
that such a campaign, could 
also be a sort of impulse 

for the struggle overhere.(22) 
even so for many years actions 
where held against companies 
and institutions which suppor¬ 
ted apartheid, comitees and 
churches are actually involved 
and many successes are being 
made. 37 shell-stations are 
being sabotged, all in one 
night in march 88. in a state¬ 
ment to the press it says: 

" an action against shell 
therefor also means an action 
against dutch state-policy 
(...) after all these years 
of friendly request we think 
it's about time to increase 
the pressure."(23) 
this statement was followed 
by an instant reaktion: "by 
referring to the many years 
of struggle by groups as the 
south-africa committee (kza) 
and kairos (a church organisa¬ 
tion) it seems as if this 
instead of our argumentation, 
should prove that we are re 
sonable. we also think that 
it looks like we are using 
their names and work to legi¬ 
timize our actions. which 
we think is very rude, these 
kind of groups should be res¬ 
pected for what they are to 
carry out actions in their 
own way (...) and moreover, 
since when do believe that 
kindly asking a multinational 
to stop doing something would 
lead to anything? we at any 
rate have never been strong 
in asking kindly, not to men¬ 
tion this being the reason 
to attack shell. the pure 
fact that shell exist is the 
causal reason for doing actions 
against it. what shell does 
in south-africa is in this 
case a motive. (...) 
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actions like those against

bIso surprising is sll thB discussions 
that keep coming back, apart from 
a lot of monumental nonsens there are 
so many destinct, sensible, clear, pieces 
written, it hasn’t managed to forestall 
the isolation in which we have landed, 
do we determine the movement, or does 
the movement determine us? 
we have never known how to deal with 
power, oh yes, moon about it ... we 
found out that power was to be found 
everywhere, in economic structures, 
between people, inideas, as a reaction 
to this many people didn't want to 
have any power, others were convinced 
that without our own development of 
power there could never come struc¬ 
tural changes, and that brought about 
new problems, we discovered that power 
wasn’t lying waiting for us to pick 
it up. we discovered that the power 
here was not so much in direct oppres¬ 
sion but more in the constant stream 
of ideas, proposals of what was normal, 
the product of what ’true’ and ’real’ 
was and those people were played out 
against eachother and became strangers 
for each other, production and re-pro¬ 
duction of ’reality’ in the family, in 
school, in the media, it crept into the 
hearts and minds of the people, 
we discovered still more, that there 
wasn’t an oppression relationship which 
could be used to diescribe everything, 
but a lot of different ones that took 
care of differnt positions of oppression, 
some discussed the ’chicken and the 
egg’ situation, which form of oppression 
was first and made way for all the 
rest, others looked at all forms next 
to each other but didn’t know what 
to do anyone. 

with the diminiting of many perspectives 
there arose a ’nut on the hill’ mentality 
again, there must come more village 
in the city we didn’t want to eat baked 
beans out of a tin. there were long 
discussions over the consumption of 
dairy products, if we could beat the 
badness in the world outside we could 
at least cheanse our own soul from 
all the fitten. 

predictions about the future had no¬ 
hope, let alone magicalpotions. should 
you actually waste your energy? in 
the women movement it was once su¬ 
ggested that there should come a split 
between women struggle and the left, 
but then with presavation of respectible 
interaction with eachother. may be 
that should be the case for all frac¬ 


tions of the movement, 
still only an attempt to bring in some 
perspective. 

firstly a plan for a dynamic appoxima- 
tion. no longer looking at the world 
from "30 unchangable, static, 'age old’ 
giants so as THE system, THE imperialism, 
THE patriarchat. not that they don t 
exist, but the important point is that 
the giants work with internal strangled 
economic, political and social relation¬ 
ships that are constantly moving, a 
process where the. concrete manifesta¬ 
tion is continualy \he result of power 
measurements, the relationship in which 
we live is still determind by the specific 
historic manifestations of the onder- 
lying contradictions, sometimes it is 
more domineering than others, some¬ 
times a bit more important, sometimes 
it is more about substantial buisness, 
sometimes about relatively unimportant 
things. 

if we take a sharper look at how the 
abstract giants at one moment in a 
specific situation, and under concrete 
conditions work with each other and 
how they work on the outside, we can 
directly interene. in that way you avoid 
stepping over the difference in posi¬ 
tion by constantly clubbing everything 
together under a static monster, in 
this way you can also more easily make 
a temporary or longterm alliance with 
other groups, one condition is that 
you constantly make your own analysis 
of the entire relationship, from this 
point you can decide the moment that 
you think it is sensible to intervene, 
it means a thinking in terns of political 
damage’: everything you do must be 
directed at breaking through the poli¬ 
tical legitimisation of the ruling and 
to bring your own politics a step fur¬ 
ther - that implys that you must have 
an idea of what your politics are and 
which direction they are going, if you 
loose this perspective you keep moving 
from one thing to another without hav- 
- ing a long term perspective, 
the second plan is actually a condition 
for tlTe fiE*st, without durable struc¬ 
tures, aprochableness and to continous- 
ly be able to discuss things, things 
shall of course never change, at this 
moment , actually in the whole of the 
left, talk of an enormous deadlook 
in discussion, analysis, ideas and pers- 
pectivea. powerlessness, paralysis and 
doubt are the logical follow of this, 
the thrifty internal discussions take

their course as so as someone once 
called it - prize giving: if only we pin 
■ badges on each other or stamp each 
other into the ground for good 
there are no papers that bring some¬ 
thing of our political ideas to the out¬ 
side world and discussions with groups 
that sit outside the spectrum of the 
scene, that can work in a continuing 
way. it may sound very pessimistic but 
my guess is that radical left or auto¬ 
nomous left in relevance to society 
hasn’t even reached the nil point, 
a new decade a new sound? 
still, it seems that the most time is 
spent iqjbhe preperations for the follow¬ 
ing mistake.

TRIAL IN DENMARK 


Thursday, the 13 april 1989 the police 
apprehensed 7 persons in Copenhagen 
that are all between 30 and UO years 
□Id. 5 of them are denish and 2 are 
Palestinians. They became accused to 
have committed a kidnapping and 3 bank- 
robberies in the beginning of the 80th. 
Byond it they become also comitted 
after the socalled terrorism-article 
§ 1U. to have send the robbed money 
to PFLP (peoples front for the liberation 
of Palestine). After § 1U ’’the support 
of corps, groups or unions, that execute 
influence on public requests with vio¬ 
lence or want to trouble the social 
order" is criminal. 

6 of the prisoners get into detention 
of isolation; one of the Palestinians 
is released even on the same day after 
his interrogation, although he is indic¬ 
ted according to § 11^. He did’nt come 
to the detention-court and stays un¬ 
identified. The police explains the relea¬ 
se with that they have'nt got enough 
material against him. But in other cases, 
for example Shell-actions, squatters 
actions the smalest circumstances are 
enough for an apprehension, in press 
it was explained that he is an israelish 
Palestinian. The police corrects this 
information and asserted that he should 
bee a jordanish Palestinian. Than out 
of Palestinian circles in Copenhagen 
more informations about him came. He 
has lived in denmark untill 1970, was 
politically active, was a member of PRP, 
of which he was excluded 1980-81. One 
of the lawyers wants to see the interro¬ 
gation-files. But the cops say nothing, 
□n 28. april the jordanian leaved den- 
mark. 

The b apprehensed denishs are all active 
in "union liberation". This union makes 
a cafe with the same name - cafe Libe¬ 
ration - , its profits went to aid-pro¬ 
jects, liberation-movements in the "5. 
world". Yet the cafe is closed. Besides 
all have a common history since the 
beginning of the 7nth, where they were 
members of Kommunistisk Arbejder Kreds 
(KAK), A small maostic group, who has 
dissolved itself during the 70th. 

The bigger part of the pre-trial happe¬ 
ned under the exclussion of the public. 
In spite of the big silence in this case 
the police has again again given infor-

Borne days later a very conservative 
and cop-friendly newspaper publishes 
the assertion that anti terror-squads 
have caused the car-accident. 

I he cops like to have a denial. The 

newspaper do refuses this very strikt. 
They say that they hace secure informa¬ 
tions. Since that it has become very 
quiet and although the cops have threa¬ 
tened witha trial, nothing else came 
out of it. 


Besides the weapon-finding the cops 
asserted to have found proofs against 
the apprehensed in form of a script 
for robberies, false driving-licenses 
and indentity-cards, video-tapes with 
observations of several money-institutes 
among others of the one who have got 
robbed and about that alot of material 
and finger-prints. 

During a hearing on 11. may it gets 
to know that the security police has 
shadowed the apprehensed the last 
9 months and later the police asserts 
that it has incriminating interceprions 
of phone-calls of some apprehensed. 
As the lawyers demanded to hear them, 
they suddenly vanish. The security-po¬ 
lice can only find still some tape-notes 
that are coriously in english. Alike 
a lot of otTier things the lawyers are 
not allowed to see them. As the lawyers 
wants to know why the notes are in 
english the cops come with an difficult 
explanation. At the. time as the note 
have been written they only had a for¬ 
eign translator on demand.

This has been implied 
by the lawyers too. 

I here is no dpubt for us that therein 
the mossad is involved and cooperates 
clor.e with wiie denish security cops 
(Politiets efterretnings tjeneste, PET), 
that. tbc?re is a "certain cooperation), 
alfio the co|JS do not at all deny. Just, 
nnbuiJy gets to know how they do coope¬ 
rate and which political interest are 
at the bottom of it. 

It still gets to know earlier, that PET 
on cause of Uie mossad has observated 
fialestinians that loive in denmark. other 
objiervations of the israelian secret 
!ier\/ice in skandinavia have got to know. 
In norway a moi'rnccanian was killed, 
becuuse an israelian murder-command 
thought he is a PI H-activist, wTio they 
had the order to kill. In libanon a for- 
mei’ uno-soldiei' - I'olf svensson - was 
I'harged by r,fiin beth to infiltrate the 
!iwedish Fialestine-solidarity-movement. 

He travelled to beirut and informed 
Pill’ about assasination plans in skandi¬ 
navia, that were produced by the israe- 
lians. The uno-sqlriier was on hint of 
!ihin belli apprehensed at kastrup-air- 





port, in rupenhagen, he had carried 
along weapons and explosive. He was

Liberation become apprehensed and 
isolated. Ihe reason For these new ap¬ 
prehensions ’is that the cops have found 
a new and very detail script in the 
rooms. Ihe script that has beefi found 

befor had been called as loose notes 

without big worth as proofs by the 
lau/yers and parts of the press. To that 
comes the tapes with video-observati¬ 

ons of several objects. Ostensible pre¬ 
parations for the kidnapping of a Swe¬ 
dish military in 198b. However the kid¬ 
napping never took place. Here also 
the cops assert that PFLP was part 
in it. This assertion they explained 
with that they have found telephon- 

numbcrs of tiamely known persons on 
Cyprus and in damascus. Persons that 
were indentified by PEI. They are now 
searched For be the denish cops an 
d theri names have been published. 
The defence of the apprehensed becomes 
made as difficult as pissible by the 
cops. Master-piece of the cops is the 
exclusion of a lawyer - something that 
has happened in denmark after 194b 
only in very rare cases. In the explana¬ 
tion of the cops is said, that in this 
case the lawyer cannot have two clients 
(two of the aprrehensed have charged 
him as tlieir lawyer). Ihe real reason 
therefor is a pure political. The cops 
have still declared in earlier hearings 
that they consider the lawyer as a 
security-risk becouse in his office he 
has employed a person with close con¬ 
tacts to Palestinian circles in Copenha¬ 
gen. To that comes that the lawyer 
is well-known for his strong critics 
on the police. 

By two clients he also become a bigger 
view insight the whole complex. Exactly 
that wFiat the cops try to prevent all 
time long. Yet 14 persons are now indic¬ 
ted in this trial. 9 of them are in de¬ 
tention of isolation. 

Also for denish relations a lot is new 
in this Liberation-trial: 

1. It's the first time in denmark since 
194b that there exist political prisoners 
and a political trial with such serious 
indictements. 

2. § 114 - the terrorism-article - is 

applyed to. Yet is examined by the 
justice and introduced in public as 
preparation for later criminalizations 
of solidarity-work and political work 
that is not concurring to the state, 
liiith § 114 this can take on a larger 
scale. 



An other aspect is that the cops try 

to enlarge the § 114, so that he can 
be used if the denish relations and 

the denish "social order" is not concer¬ 
ned. The § 114 can get to a rubber- 

article with which unwanted solidarity 
work and resistance can be attacked 
in general. Illegal liberation-movements 
in foreign contries become on this way 
in denmark illegal too. This is what 

it tried in the Liberation-trial. 

5. The exclusion of lawyer can easy 
become to a normal practice in cases 
the security of the state is involved. 

It is no accident that Israel has a spe¬ 
cial interest to deiscreditate the Pales¬ 
tinian liberation movement in denmark. 
Especially in the skandinavian countries 
the pressure on israel is high to admit 
PLO. Also a big part of the population 
feels a big sysmpathy to the Palesti¬ 
nian liberation movement. Therefor every 
possibility is used to discreditate and 
manipulate. One more example: 

In the middst of july 1989 a young de¬ 
nish woman was apprehensed in israel. 
She went into detention of isolation 
and was interrogated by mossad brutaly. 
After one week she was expelled out 
of israel. The israelian security cops 
accused her to be a money-courier 
for the PLD. In denmark the woman lives 
together with a Palestinian the mossad 
asserts to be the second-commanding 
of Force 14. Further on it is asserted 
that this group had several assasination 
plans (in ,denmark and in israel) among 
others on chaim herzog,as he was on 
an official visit in denmark. In parrallel 
it is asserted in public that the assasi- 
nation-plans are made by some people 
of the PLO-office in Copenhagen. 

The whole (reformistic) left-wing has 
used in the beginning all its energy 
to dissociate themselves from the defen- 
dands and their actions. They even 
went so far to dissociate themselves 
from their own history. All this an at¬ 
tempt not to be ascribed to this "had 
company". 

Also in our scene it has been difficult 
to beheave offensive to the apprehen¬ 
sed. Fnr this there are several reasons. 
Partly there was no political or privat 
contact between ourselves and the 
Liberation-people before their appre¬ 
hension (but that shouldn't be areason 
for doing nothing), besides there is 
no declaration from the defendants 
themselves. F^artly it is often a pi'oblem 
for the scene to behaeve in general 
to repression and especially in this

atDOLjt the ectLjel si¬ 
tuation in the Ble — 
Ringegade-case 

On thursday, the 8th of june the total 
isolation of the seven prisoners, that 
they were conrfonted with since their 
apprehension got candelled. 

The four who had been arrested after 
the first police-action on 12.4.1989 

had been isolated for altogether 420 
days. 

The cancellation of the isolation was 

a formal act due to the completion 
of the indictement. That means that 
the police investigations are officialy 

closed and that therefor the isolation 

can no longer be uphold "by reasons 
of investigations". 

But that development does not simply 
mean, that the prisoners are now trea¬ 
ted much better and that the danish 
system nevertheless does all it can 
to keep the democratic rules. 

Unfortunately it is not that easy. 

Let's start with the end of the isola¬ 
tion-detention. Nowadays we don't know 
what that means concretly except that 
the prisoners for example can now take 
part in the normal courtyard-program, 
where they - for the first time since 
more than one year - can speak with 
other prisoners, see the sky without 
fences in between, touch the grass 
and walk more than 15 steps without 
having to change the direction. Never¬ 
theless the direct police-control during 
the visits and the censorship of all 
mail are going on. 

Therefor it is difficult to say how many 
actual improvements have taken place 
also we shouldn't forget that life Fn 
a prison, while awaiting trial, has to 
contain minimal human rights and possi¬ 
bilities in all cases. 

□ur scepticism comes from the fact 
that we have no false illusions about 
the state as a "guarantee for justice" 
in this case. The state - with the civil 
governement on top and the big indus¬ 
tries on the back - has right from 
the beginning of the Blekingegade case 
done everything he could to punish 
the prisoners and to set up the public 
against them and apart from that to 
profit from the case politicaly by using 
it to agitate especially against the 
Palestinian liberation struggle and to 
criminalize solidarity work in denmark. 


THE SUPER ISOLATION DETENTION OF 
THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY (EEC) 

Nevertheless there were many who be¬ 
lieve, that denmark is still a relativ 
"nice and democratic" land, where the 
states-oppression is in no way as evi¬ 
dent as for example in frg. But the 
question is how long this will last. 

LUe should not forget that the EEC 
is developing very swiftly to a concret 
reality. That contains for example the 
on-line-bringing of police, jurisdiction 
and detention. Becouse all states of 
the EEC have taken over the frg-system 
of isolation-detention 
refering political prisoners so there 
is reason enough to believe that the 
denish state will go on persecuting 
the Blekingegade-prisoners - and on 
a longer term also reintroduce their 
isolation. Concretely they have already 
built some of this socalled supercells, 
that are constructed according to the 
same inhuman system of total isolation 
for which stammheim is a notorious 
example. The supercells in other words 
match with the EEC-norms for political 
prisoners and there are already U "nor¬ 
mal" prisoners in these cells of total 
isolation. 

Nevertheless the prisoners got out 
of their long isolation-detention - at 
least for a while - its propably not 
becouse of this states warm and freend- 
ly feeling. It looks more like an attempt 
to remove the resistance against isola¬ 
tion-detention - an attempt to beware 
the pretty democratic front of the 
denish state.

RELEASE CARTSEN! 

But if one belongs to those who do 
not passively float along with the cur¬ 
rent, he/she knows that in denmark 
human rights don't mean that much. 
Carsten for example is still in prison. 
Carsten grew blind becouse of a often 
discussed car accident, that led to 
his apprehention. ^He sustained grave 
face-injuries, lost his eyesight, partly 
his hearing and his smell. UJhen he woke 
up he was in isolation detention and 
when the respiration-machine was taken 
away he was immidiadly transfered to 
the inadequate sick-room of the west- 
prison. There he got during 3 month 
2 times a week education by the blind- 
institute although persons who /ust 
grew blind normally are transfered 
for 3-12 months to the blind-institute 
and must get massive psychic help. 
In spite of carstens difficult situation 
there hasn't been any mentionalbe re¬ 
gard. A type-recorder for letters was 
refused, his 12 years old son wasn't 
allowed to send tape-letters etc.. 

The treatment the gravely hurt prisoner 
got by the system is and remains undes- 
cribable cynical. 

But now that the investigations are 
closed and the trial-date is fixed this 
treatment must finally end. There must 
be consideration for his difficult situa¬ 
tion, among other things becouse he 
needs to some extend physical and 
psychic stability when the trial begins 
at 3.9.. 


It will be a very long and strenuous 
trial and it is important that all priso¬ 
ners have enough strenght and ability 
to concentrate to see it trough, if 
this ever should be called "a fair trial". 
Subsequently the prisoners need complet 
ly6lifferent conditions other than isola- 
tidn and in carstens case it's necessary 
that he's released immedeately! It's 
an unreasonable demand to keep him 
in detention, awaiting trail. 

Therefor we demand: 


FREEDOM FOR ^ARSTEN AND ADEQUATE 
MEDICAL TREATMENT 
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SPECIAL-COURT AND TERROR-FEAR 

The trial itself is at the moment alto¬ 
gether the most central point concer¬ 
ning a just treatment of the prisoners. 
And a lot of things point out that it 
won't come to a fair trial. 

Some of the lawyers had been hindered 
all time long. Against their wish most 
of the trials took place behind close 
doors, what meant that they hadn't 
the possibility to deny all the lies a- 
bout the trial in the medias. On top 
of that the access to a lot of papers 
was denied to them and one lawyer 
has been expelled from the trial after 
a press-campaign initiated by the police 
saying that an employee of his office 
is a security-rise becouse she's a mem¬ 
ber it} the "Palestine-campaign". 

But the biggest hindrance for a fair 
trial is the series of lying stories and 
terror-images with which the public 
is bombarded since one year now. 

The agitation pursues two aims: on 

one hand to cover up the main point 
of the case: the injustice of capitalism 
and in particular the criminal treatment 
and exploitation of the 3 continents 
by the imperialistic north. On the other 
side the prisoners shall - in the eyes 
of the public - be turned into cool 
and dangerous criminals and so from 
the first be marked as such. 

Police and press have gone so far with 
their hate-campaign, that even the 
lawyers doubted a fair trial publically. 
In "det fri aktuelt" (a social-democratic 
newspaper) from 12.5. kawyer torkild 
hoyer said: 

"the pre-condition for a fair trial is 
a neutral court. But it get's more and 
more difficult to find unprejudiced 
jurors...the reason is, that police and 
public prosecutory continously publish 
informations, that are based on rumours 
and half-way truths and that anticipate 
on the question of guilt in this case." 


The stories of international terror- 
connections, blacklists about people 
and organisations being touched with 
the state, completely worked-out sche¬ 
mes for big bank robberies etc. etc 
all originate from reports that police 
and public prosecution pushed in the 
medias, although they were aware that 
it were up to 98& lies. 

The public-prosecutor h.c.abildstrup, 
who will lead the indictment has been 
very active in the distribution of thje 
lies. Together with the Copenhagen 
police direction he's preparing the 
right-wing "terror"-sentiment. He's fear¬ 
ing "terror in the court-room" as one 
could read in the bt (a newspaper like 
bild, sun, usa today,france-soir, kronen- 
zeitung, hurriyet...); therefor the court 
shall be rebuild to a sort of fortress, 
-for example by a new extra-building 
for police-surveillance. The police is 
also securing the neighbourhood for 
example by distributing observation- 
schemes to the inhabitants. 

According to them, all this is done 
becouse they fear future demonstra¬ 
tions and actions. 

In short: with a police-loyal press and 
a court built according to the direc¬ 
tions of police's dreams about state 
of emergency and special courts, a 
trial which to some extend fair is hard¬ 
ly imageable. In many way it's predicta¬ 
ble that the state will use any means 
available to punish the defendants 
as hard as possible - that means 'life- 
imprisonment' without much regard to 
common democratic rights and rules. 

UJE UJILL COME... 

The public prosecutor and the police 
are obviously not interested at all 
in demonstrations and other activities 
with regard to the trial. But to let 
no room for doubts, we can tell you 
right now:-we will come. 

Ue will come, becouse we don't want 
this trial to course like the state 
want's it: the prisoners alone - faced 
with a prejudiced jury, in a totally 
controlled and surveilled court-room, 
full with police and sensationalists 
reporters. 

A political show-trial where the state 
can quietly make an example and show 
to us all what happens if one get's 
marked as a public enemy. 

But this blown up state-show will not 
pass the stage without any problems....

THE EVEN BIGGER ROBBERY STORY 

Thursday the 24th of april, there was 
the first public demonstration in soli¬ 
darity with the Blekingegade-prisoners. 
300 persons came, which is - relatively- 
a lot, for a demonstration in Copenha¬ 
gen. 

The main slogans were: 

1 year of isolation-detention - now 
it’s enough! and: Against isolation-de¬ 
tention and states-terror - for interna¬ 
tional solidarity! 

One speech, held by a prisoner's friend, 
in front of the ministery of justice, 
24. April: 

"For over one year the police has slo¬ 
wed down the investigations of the 
socalled big robbery case. Among others 
they hoped that the isolation-torture 
would make the prisoners speak, but 
most important to have time enough 
to organisate a hate-campaign against 
the prisoners, bigger parts of the left- 
wings and liberation-movements of the 
socalled "3.world". The press engaged 
itself and they suceeded in crying: 
stopar the thief! and get away with 
it. For who are the real terrorists 
and thiefs? The big robbery story: 
That's the legal robbery that happens 
daily to the nations of the socalled 
"3.world" by the rich countries. 

Since centuries latin-america, africa 
and asia are exploited by the metropo¬ 
lis; their wealth flows to the western 
multination'^'companies and banks. The 
get robbed by direct violence or by 
an economic system, which produces 
nothing else but violent exploitation, 
in the form of trade-contracts, invest¬ 
ment-agreements etc. in which the 
strong side dictates the conditions. 
Terror is not an resolated bomb or 
an hijacked airplane. Terror is the 
death of 40.000 kids in the "3.world" 
a day trough an economic system. Kids 
that could be rescued by a minimum 
of the resources, the metropolis has 
at disposal. 


Robbery is when the saharian states 
are forced to export there little food- 
crops during a famine to get another 
loan by the IMF. The real robbers can 
much easier be found in the boards 
of big companies and international bank. 
Since the first arrest the police has 
used the press as a court, and that 
with great success. But let us try to 
see the right relations behind headlines 
like "international terror connection". 
Between 1982 and 1985 the latin-ameri- 
can countries alone had to pay more 
than 150 billion dollars to western banks 
just to pay further k loans in order not 
to sink in the swamp of the debt-crisis 
completely. The results are malnutrition, 
unemployment and financial disaster. 
A globally seen small bank like the 
denish bank made net-profit of 200 
million dollars. The same year she lost 
1 million dollars by a bankrobbery in 
lyngby that where according to the 
police retransfered to the "3.world" 
via the Palestinian liberation organisa¬ 
tion PFLP. 

I'm the last to complain about a million, 
which exceptionally comes back to the 
original proprietors. The number tell 
us something about which robbery-case 
is worthwhile to engage in, which goes 
for the press as well as anyone else. 

The police has spend a lot of energy 
in denouncing the second-biggest Pales¬ 
tinian liberation organisation ,PFLP, 
to be a terror-organisation. Once again 
everything is distorted, who expelled 
the people of Palestine in 1948, who 
killed the people in the refugee-camps 
of sabra and shatila in 1982, who conti- 
nously denies a whole nation it's na¬ 
tional and democratic rights? The PFLP 
is doing very much to achieve Palesti¬ 
nian unity, she's leading the struggle 
against the arabian reactionaries and 
has a leading role in the Intifada, the 
peoples insurrection in Palestine. 

After all one can certainly speack 
of "the biggest robbery story", but 
we also know on which side of this 


wall the true terrorists can be found 
and we can recognize without any prob¬ 
lem true criminals when we see him, 
even if he hides himself with an uniform 
a suit or anything else. 

SOLIDARITY UJITH THE PFLP!

FREEDOM IN THE DOCK 

Some short notes to why we think fun¬ 
damental about this case and why we 
behave concret to the prisoners and 
the*ir sitiuation. Directly we can say 
that it has been a good experience 
to become aquainted with the prisoners 
- as good as it is possible through 
censored mail/Tetters. It is an aim for 
us on the long term to fight together 
with the prisoners - for changings here 
and against the reactionary and repres¬ 
sive development - especially by the 
conditions in the denish jails and court¬ 
rooms. It has been called "law-suit of 
the century" and this affects us in 
many ways. It is difficult to be indiffe¬ 
rent if one can realize that it is more 
that is sitting in the dock then the 
prisoners. Liberation movements like 
the PFLP that are waging a vital 
struggle against the imperialistic domin- 
nance in the 3.world, were made to 
pigs and run down to gangs of terror. 
Palestinian refugees in denmark become 
criminalized and the solidarity work 
becomes criminalized too. it is tried 
to make us believe that the prisoners 
are "cool terrorists" of which we all 
have to be afraid in the same breath. 
But if one reflects a bit more exactly, 
than it are the ones that have the 
power and the money that have a rea¬ 
son to feel threatened, 
that what they are realy afraid of 
is that more and more people begin 
to see how unjust and indifferent the 
actual capitalistic society is against 
the people. As how the world is looking 
today they do have all reasons to be 
afraid of that people begin to have 













other thoughts. Thoughts - that are 
determined by the peoples wants and 
needss and not of capitalistic projects 
without meanings. It is an aim of the 
state to isolate the prisoners from 
the rest of the society and to do ewery 
thing that can be done to brak the 
prisoners as human beings. By this way 
once they can probably show political 
resisting people of the system as bro¬ 
ken individuals without illusions. There¬ 
for, notwithstanding what the prisoners 
should have done, they are people who 
do have a perspective on a just and 
human world free of capitaUstic exploi¬ 
tation and suppression. And this is 
the perspective the state wants to 
hit into peaces with the help of the 
medias. 

But this is our perspective too: A world 
for human beings and not for the power 
of money,a world with the solidarity 
among the people and not with comple- 
tition and utilization of each other. 
Thats why we don't simply forget the 
prisoners and let them disappear behind 
jail-walls, they are a part of our world. 
Right from the beginning the robbery- 
case was utilized by the cops politicaly. 
The cops who were/are up from the 
binning good at work, with a general 
attack on the rest of the left-wings, 
refugees, activists of workers-unions 
...yes against all that wishes a self- 
determined life out of the frame that 
the actual system is aczepting for us. 
The cops rearm and it is carried trials 
in bigger and bigger extend against 
people who think and act internationa- 
listic and in solidarity, it has always 
been like this, as unpopular the ruling 
policy becomes as more they do to 
secure "law and order". 

SOLIDARITY AGAINST THE VIOLENCE OF 
THE STATE 

we know exactly that there are many 
people who think it is wrong that the 
prisoners have robbed banks. But politi¬ 
cal disagree is no argument not to 
choose on which side one is standing, 
and to take position, that 7 left-wings 
are in danish prisons. 

There are also the ones that say that 
the prisoners have destroyed a lot 
for the left-wing. That is shit! It realy 
may be that it is hard. to be left-wing 
but this way it is still since some time 
and this is shurely not the guilt of 
the prisoners. UJe have said the same 
in a speech on a demonstration and 
one of the prisoners comments on the 
speech this way: 

"I am happy about your remark, in how 
far this 'case' has destroyed something 
for the anti-imperialistic solidarity 
work. Now I have watched the solidarity 
work 20 years long and since the viet- 
nam-movement died out at the beginning 
of the 70th there was not very much 
to destroy. That was factual only when 
the parts of the bz movement (resis¬ 
tance in denmark) took up the anti- 
imperialistic question, as a bit more 
life same again into the case. The few 
hundered people that lived their life 
durind all this years in sundry info- 
offices, solidarity-campaigns and comi- 
tees I don't think that they are affec¬ 
ted by this - and for the others it 
is only a lausy excuse therefor they 
still do nothing and dwell on their poli¬ 
tical incubator status." 

UJe (prisoner-group) hope, that we can 
strengthen the solidary realation bet¬ 
ween people with trial in September 
and translate it into activities which 
can mobilize more people and make the 
left-wing more offensive. And we obvi- 


ousliy hope that more people declare 
themselves concretly to the situation 
of the prisoners and do something there 
for to break the isolation, the prisoners 
are still in - notwithstanding the oppo¬ 
site contentions.

COLLECTIVE SENTENCE 

Purely juridical it is special in the 
robbery-case that the serioust indict¬ 
ment - the shoot that killed the cop 
in kobmagergade - ^s conastructed in 
a way that it stands as collective indict 
ment for murder with the demand life¬ 
long for all prisoners., 

UJe don't know about concrete stuff 
of the cops until now but we know 
that the collective indictment is used 
often, in soon all EEC and NATO coun¬ 
tries as juridical weapon, especially 
against left-wings. The collective indict 
ment makes the whole easier for the 
cops. They only have to argue why 
they think that there exists a 'gang'. 
After this they should show their sup¬ 
positions and several discoveries, that 
show that the prisoner is 'member' of 
the socalled 'gang' or banned organisa¬ 
tion. This means, that a person can 
be sentenced without being indicted 
for taking part in a concrete action. 
The normal criterions of the civil jus¬ 
tice system for 'proofs' become on 
this way more and more relative and 
disappears. In EEC's leading state frg 
even long an article in formulated with 
this content and aim. § 129a, membership 
in a terroristic union, is used to put 
people in detention of isolation for 
many years without to sentence them 
for something concrete. Statsadvocat 
abidstrup (public-prosecutor), who had 
formed the collective indictment in 
the robbery-case, has tryed in earlier 
bz (resistance) trials to practice this 
EEC-line in denish courts. UJhile collec¬ 
tive sentences become condemned inter- 
nationaly or become severly critizised 
if they are used in countries like south 
africa thus it is here in west-europe 
more and more juridical practice, in 
unisono with the EEC-harmonization 
and with the strive of the EEC-states 
to keep down the resistance in our 
prat of the world.

KOBMAGERGADE 

The big post-robbery in Kobmagergade, 
where one cop was shoot is the serioust 
indictment against 6 of the 7 prisoners. 
This is used in parrallel to present 
the prisoners as cool murderers. The 
question is not if one supports the 
murder of the cops or not, what we 
mean is that one has to look more real 
on what has happened as on the distor¬ 
ted presentations of the common papers. 
It is no secret too that also among 
those people who call themselves left- 
wings are only very few who have con¬ 
ducted themselves to the sitiation of 
the prisoners. The weak solidarity has 
several reasons, but on what we as 
prisohers-group have stumbled on espe¬ 
cially are people who get insecure if 
it comes to the robberies and the dead 
cop. Becouse of this we will give here 
our thoughts to that point. First of 
all we want to say that we simply don't 
know whether it were the prisoners 
who have made the robberies, (two of 
the prisoners, carsten and torkil have 
said in the meantime that they took 
part in the post robbery in Kobmager¬ 
gade but have'ht shoot the cop). But 
no matter who did it, we appreciate 
that the people have shoot a cop among 


these circumstances. The medias have 
made this episode to a puffed up story, 
"cool shoot of a young police-man". 

But if one keep it's two legs on the 
ground, one realizes that it was the 
cops own fault that it came to that 

far. First of all it were the cops who 
have started the shooting: while the 
car of the robbers drove away from 
the post-office a cop-car came at first 
from behind, they have shoot into the 
robbers car without pre-warning with 
the aim to hit the people. Directly 
after this an other cop-car stopped 
in Kobmagergade to prevent the robbers 
escape and one cop get out of the 
car with a pistol in his hand, just in 
this situation the robbers shoot the 
only time. This shoot had to become 
prevented easy. The shooting-fury cops 
heve offended against their own laws 
how they should beheave in such situa¬ 
tions. Especially not risk a persons, 
life, the cops hav'nt to start easy 
shooting araound on the street or force 
armed robbers in dangereous situations 
Normaly the cops can hold up their 
pistols self-confident without haying 
to be afraid of juridical afterpiece 
or physical danger for themselves. But 
this time it works the other way. THE 
ROBBERS HAVE SHOOTEN BACK UITH 
A SHOTGUN. The grains spraed out and 
one of them hits the cop, who takes 
aim in this moment too, in the eye. 

If the grain would have hiten him else¬ 
where as exactly in his eye, the cop 
would'nt have been not dead. It can t 
be helped but the cops themselves were 
the ones who start the shooting without 
warning and have tried to hit one or 
several robbers, just for to rescue 
the money of the state. In these circum 
stances we mean that the puffed-up 
cop murder was an understandable self- 
defence. the incredible hypocrisy about 
the dead cop is an other thing. There 
is not every time states mourning if 
a farmer dies below its tractor or if 
a house-wife takes an overdosis of 
sleeping-pills. But if once it is a cop 
who dies than he becomes hurried like 
a war hero and the whole country 
should mourn. But we were many who 
hav'nt weeped !!! 

UJe will not describe here the generally 
brutal behaviour of the cops. It is 
enough to name the immigrant whos 
skullpan was to thin for the lead-stick 
of the cops, the same with the young 
person in nyborg (small denish town), 
than there was the refugee who first 
was dazzled by tear gas and than shoot 
in the back and the last time it was 
the young car-thief whom's head was 
beaten several times on a cop-car while 
he had handcuffs on his back. All 
4 were allone and unarmed as they 




were murdered by the denish cops. 
Besides that do the cop-hypocrisy cous¬ 
es more to womit if we look on the 
cooperative of the denish state • with 
regimes like south-africa, israel, turkey 
and usa, look at the thousands murdered 
people or if we think of the imperialis¬ 
tic system that has millions of life 
on its conscience. Their marvellous 
cop-parade and mourn-orchestra in 
connection with the hurrying of the 
dead cop is not enough to humbug us 
that the denish state has start to 
take care for human lifes. That what 
they realy afflict is that there are 
people who set theselves against the 
usual untouchableness of the cop-appa¬ 
ratus. It afflicts them that there are 
people who organize themselves to 
breake the states power-monoply.

THE FIRST TRIAL DAYS 

At the first three days there were 
three manifestations in front of the 
court-building. The idea of the manifes¬ 
tations was to show our contempt vis- 
a-vis the justice and the cops and 
to bring our solidarity and life on the 
street. 

Monday, the 3.9., we were ca. 70 people 
who stand in front of the entrance 
of the country-court with banners and 
flags. UJe shouted slogans and sang 
some songs and a greeting from an 
internationalism-group out of frg was 
read. After 1 1/2 hours we started 

from there and passed the court-buil¬ 
ding while shouting "up with internatio¬ 
nal solidarity". Later on that day we 
could find out that the court-room 
in which the trial takes place was ob^ 
viously on the side of fredericiagade 
because they said in the radio that 
one could hear the shouts at the mo¬ 
ment we were passing. On tuesday we 
met again in front of the court-building 
and after 1 1/2 hours we made a demo 
through the guatter. UJe passed the 
public prosecutors office, the cops- 
station of the court and obviously 
court-building on fredericiagade. Al¬ 
though we were only 40-50 people there 
was a good atmosphere. 
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On thursday we appointed to met earlier 
as the days before, in front of the 
cop-station where the prisoners were 
brought in every trial-day by civil- 
cars. Two seconds after we have placed 
ourselves there, squad-cops hastened 
out but stayed vis-avis on the other 

side of the street. Short time later 
two cars came nearly in parrallel. In 
one was niels jorgensen, who could 
give us a victory-sign. UJe couldn t 
identify the other prisoner. As we got 
to know that the other prisoners had 
come erlier in the morning we went 
to the entrance of the court-building. 
Short after 9 as the trial began we 
passed the building and shouted a bit, 
for going away afterwards.

UNTRADITIDNAL DEVELOPMENT_AID 

It is the question of Blekingsgade 
It is actualy a bit an old news that 
the prisoners out of "Blekingfgade" 
have started to make declarations in 
the court. By this way they have re¬ 
moved a big part of unknown and mys¬ 
ticism which have engraved the case 
since its beginning about 1 1/2 years 
ago. 

The trial is going on now for two month 
and a lot has been said with which 
we hav’nt reckognized with. 

But many things are still not clear 
and the 'serioust' indictment points 
are not dealed with up to now. Namely 
two bank robberies and the coup a- 
gainst daells varehus (big shopping- 
center) and Kobmagergade posthouse. 
Officialy there are even 5 months trial 
untill it is at its end. 

If one should say something now one 
is forced to give it a more general 
character. Generally it is this way 
that the prisoners only confess to 
have been part in things where they 
aplly acquit of for themselves, becouse 
of voluntary giving-up the action or 
smaler things like document fake, car- 
theft. and things like that. Obviously 
with the expection of carsten and torkil 
who have confessed to have been part 
in the post robbery in Kobmagergade. 
An other general thing is, that they 
say nothing about others, only things 
about themselves. Besides they don't 
hide that they are politicaly thinking 
and acting persons. That's what we 



first incredible different what the 
newspapers chose to report. And for 
the second it is not always sure that 
the quotations are always literal/cor¬ 
rect and if one is reading them one 
should always remind that this is only 
a small part, taken of its context. 

ABOUT THE POLITICAL BASIC OF THE 
PRISONERS. 

In the second week the interrogation 
about the political and personal rela¬ 
tions of the prisoners began: The quota 
tions that we took from the days are 
a bit unarranged but thus deal with 
the prisoners history, their realation 
to for example PFLP, manifesto ka, 
rooms in Blekinggade and so on. 
nils sorgensen tells for example: 

"It is true that I had contact to PFLP 
during my tracels in near east." "UJe 
supported movements that try to change 
the conditions in the 3.world - among 
them the PFLP. it is not enough to 
take one's stand and to give them a 
verbal support and therein we went 
ative, with our work, with rag-fair 
and cloth-collectings among other things 
Besides Palestine we also have suppor¬ 
ted liberation movements in africa and 
on the philipines." 

The day after carsten nielsen was inter 
rogated and he said: 

"My political consciousness I think start 
already in school, where I become tea¬ 
sed - thus not to much, simply a bit 
-and that's why I get an urge for jus¬ 
tice. As I saw the bombs raining on 
Vietnam in TV, I developed my aggres¬ 
sion against the violence and exploita¬ 
tion that we expose to the third 
world." 

And jan weiman: 

"I believe that one can end the gene¬ 
ral inequality if a re-distribution will 
happen. The poor countries should get 
more for the things they sell and the 
rich should pay more for the raw-mate¬ 
rial". 

Further jan comments the several ru¬ 
mours and what is written in the news¬ 
papers, that some of the prisoners 
should have been in Palestinian trai¬ 
ning-camps in libanon: 

"Those who assert this in the news¬ 
papers must have a big need for writ- 
tings onb them." 

As it was torkil lauesesns turn he gave 
a longer analysis of the unequal ware- 
relations between poor and rich coun¬ 
tries. Unfortunately we have got only 
a small part off it: 











The sepperation between the rich coun- 
ries and the poor countries of the 
3.world has its origin in the capitalis¬ 
tic break-through as Portuguese and 
Spanish armys plundered latin-america. 
Slave-trade and colonialisation enforced 
the differences between the rich and 
the poor countries. UJe think, today 
there is still going on an unequal trade. 
UJe are not satisfied with the order 
of the world and we would like to do 
something to change it." 

Carsten nielsen to the plan of robbing 
a money transport: 

"UJe discusted a more untraditional way 
of foreign social-aid." 

Among others torkil talks about mani¬ 
festo ka position to Palestine and why 
they choosed to support of all Pales¬ 
tinian organisations the PFLP: 

"They stand for a democratic, equal 
(not religious) state, in whole Palestine, 
where all can live.""The other parts 
(fraktionen) in PLO become used by 
the arabic governments that support 
them. PFLP has never let make use of 
themselves. They helped to errect re¬ 
fugee-camps with schools, kindergardens 
hospitals and to give social-aid to those 
who have lost their providers in 20- 
30 years of struggling." 

In relation to PFLP's blasting of 3 pas¬ 
senger-aircrafts (to remark without 
passengers) in the Jordanian desert 
1970 niels characterized this as a nece¬ 
ssary emergency brake to call up th 
attention of an ignoring world on the 
Palestinian problem. 

To the weapon that have been found 
in Bleckingsgade and have been puffed- 
up by the cops and the newspapers 
as for starting a civil-war in denmark 
torkil has aid that they should have 
been sended to PFLP: 

"If countries like england, frg, france, 
and belgia export weapons to israel 
I can't see anything objectionable in 
it to give also a hand to the groups 
I sympathize with so that this groups 
have the possibility to defend themsel¬ 
ves.'"'After the israelian invasion into 
libanon 1982 the Palestinian had inm 
fact no bases from which they could 
operate and that is why it was decided 
to smuggle weapons to israel." 
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It hasn't worked to smuggle the weapons 
into the westbank and than they wanted 
to sink them into a sea. 

"UJe had the emotion, it was totaly ir- 
resposnsible that they stayed in the 
rooms. And becouse we wished not to 
start a civil-war indeed and could not 
send the weapons to westbank we wan¬ 
ted to remove them. But the weapons 
became not removed, this was not so 
good..." confessed niels.

index that the indictment and the neue- 
papers call "death-list about jews" 
and so on in this tone. Indictment and 
newspapers persits in calling it "jew- 
index" to make anti-zionism to jew-ha¬ 
tred. 

Bo weiman who mainly collected the 

informations by reading pro-israelian 

papers and newspapers in the royal 
library has said to the z-file: 

"The informations showed only the poli¬ 
tical side of Zionism and the influence 
of israelian lobbyism on denish policy 
and medias." 

Z-file was given up in 1984 becouse 
of defiencies. 


"PFLP could also use informations about 
denish people who visited refugee-camps 
under the cover of sysmpathy but had 
totaly different motives.""My informa¬ 
tions should become coupled together 
with other informations before we could 
conclude something concrete out of 
them.""The urark was still shit." 

The indictment to the z-fUe is infrac¬ 
tion of the espionage-article, while 
they should have passed on the informa¬ 
tions to foreign forces. But with all 
the things that cane out in the last 
time, about the pet (secret cops) coope¬ 
ration with the israelian secret-service 
mossad, it is totally grotesque indeed 
that it are not the cops themselves 
who sit on the dock. 


GROUP OR SCENE ? 

In the press one gets often the impres¬ 
sion that all prisoners were part in 
all the delicts it is the question of 
in this case. Thus for example it is 
generaly written 'the' or 'we' without 
explaining the meaning of this in the 
several situations. The public prosecu¬ 
tor also tries to create a picture of 
the prisoners as if they were a solid 
group - wherein all took part in every¬ 
thing or all knew about the others 
activities. This is a part of the cops 
and public prosecutors attempt for 
to sentence the prisoners in collective 
from the first. But with the prisoners 
declarations at the court an other 
picture becomes drawn. Namely a picture 
of a political scene, where different 
people have worked on different regions 
for example Palestine, south-africa, 
Philippines... 
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whVch Should be at the disposal of the 
state security service, it s frederike 
krabbe, who wasn’t in east-germany 
and therefore couldn’t be arrested 
(like other former raf fighters), because 
she lives in an arabian country already 
for 13 years. 

we want to make this public, because 
it could mean some sort of protection 
for her and because it belongs to all 
that stuff which has recently been 
started against us. 

i’m going to write it down in the chro¬ 
nological order, in which it all took 

place for us. . 

i was broucjlit before the prison-ward 
in aicliach (prison in s.-germany) October 
last year(19B9). who told me that benz 
from the state security service had 
been there; he wanted to have a word 
with me about illegal people, living in 
foreign countries, with whom the state 
security service(SSS) supposedly had 
contact, i felt stunned and enraged 
about the fact that it seemed to start 
all over again.(for 'benz had appeared 

before me during the last hungerstrike 
in aichach as well as before my lawyer 
with the following message: if you are 
not willing to talk with me. there will 
be no regroupment of the prisoners.) 
i told him i was fed up with him and 
left the romm. shortly afterwards he 
appeared at my lawyers-office, as be¬ 
fore apparantly he had called hoffmann 
(a lawyer which had defended and visit¬ 
ed some of other prisoners in the early 
70's, myself included.) and asked him 
if he would be able to contact one 
of his former clients for them, who 
had been on the run for many years, 
appearently this former client had sent 
back an answer through one of her 
old friends, which said she wanted to 
know more about it. 


we publish this letter of brigitte mohn- 
haupt espacially because possibly it 
reaches to rima in the Near east on 
this way. we know that it’s hard to , 
understand for all those that don’t 
know to much about the discussions 
on the 10 ex-raf-members that were 
arrested in east germany and the actuel 
counter-insurgency-campaign against 
prisoners, guerilla and resistance, per¬ 
haps (we hope so) the article on ”euro- 
pean inner security” can help a bit 
further. .^i 


besides that this friend had said that 
he had a separate contact with the 
’’commando-level” of the raf, apparantly 
being in the Middel East, all broken 
up without perspective, they were pre¬ 
pared to stop (the armed struggel), 
if only the prisoners would give such 
a signal, something like: do, whatever 
you please, it won’t harm us. 
he wanted me to write such a note, 
hoffmann should be authorized to come 
in to me and take the note, in such 
a case, according to benz, it would 
no problem at all to respond to the 
demands of us prisoners, no more raf 
- no more prisoners necessary, 
we told benz again he could go to hell 
and in case he would show up at one 
of our lawyers’ office, they should 
kick him out. for some time it seemed 
to be over. 

of course we deliberated about the 
intention of the SSS with such a crazy 
story, logically it could only be directed 
at the 10, who were in East-Germany 
and the rest, everything about ’commandc 
level'/Middel East and such, could only 
be, either something the SSS believed, 
or an attempt to throw a brick in the 
water and see what our reaction would 
be. 

it does not really matter, any how, 
what follows are the facts, where benz- 
story refers to: the former client of 
hoffmann could only have been angela 
luther or Christine dumlein. in and about 
the period, when i was still free, we 
know about angela, that she deals with 
the situation on her own since '72. and 
Christine was in East Germany for quite 
some time already, on top of that her 
warrant had expired, it was very unlike- 






Iv that she would have had a meeting 
with the SSS, endangering the existence 
of all the others over there, 
finally the Middel East, which for the 
last 20 years repeatedly has been the 
place where the raf- is stationed: the 
only living in an arab country is rima. 
that's how we called frederike krabbe 
among us, and this is the name she 
also kept when there, where she is 
now. rima left the raf in the autumn 
of '77. at first she stayed with Pales¬ 
tinian comrades, whom we know well, 
later, after approximately one year, 
she moved in with a famaly with whom 
she became friends, well, this is all 
for as much as the benz-story is con¬ 
cerned. 

now in July, after arrests in East ger- 
many, it goes on. 

hoffmann shows up in my lawyer's office, 
started with this old story again, the 
'commando-level' would still be in Middel 
East, waiting for our answer, don't 
understand what is keeping it so long, 
the lowyer replies he doesn't want to 
hear it anymore again, none of the 
prisoners would take the crap serious, 
hoffmann, totally offended, promises 
to return with evidence, 
about the arrests in East GermanyCEG), 
he says that he didn't have the faintest 
idea about Christine being there, but 
surely the old friend, the messenger, 
must have known, the one that was 
to have contact with the Middel East 
as well, just before leaving he passes 
just before leaving he passes on a mess¬ 
age from benz, there would be no prac¬ 
tical change at all, no regroupment 
nor any other change, as long as we 
don't talk with the SSS. the latest at¬ 
tempt of this kind, in connection with 
benz, was the telefon-call Christine 
dumlein made to gila pohl (the wife 
of helmut pohl (raf prisoner) she being 
member of the outside comitee of re¬ 
latives), saying they would know each 
other from the past, from working to¬ 
gether in the comitee long timt ago. 
and that gila should come to hoffmann 
immediatly, very important, urgent and 
so on; gilas reply left no room for any 
doubts about the way she felt about 
it. 

in the meantime it becomes clear that 
dumlein is the one who was ment with 
that 'former client', we don't know 
if this means as well, that she contact¬ 
ed the SSS about 3A of a year before 


the arrest, as benz said, and meanwhile 
led the cops on their trail, 
one thing is sure, benz walkes in and 
out the place, where she lives with 
thomas reuter, witli whom sfie has got 
something togethir. reuter is the famous 
'old friend', and also knows rima - from 
the early days of 75/76, at a moment 
where the group got re-organized and 

got together again, he himself got ar¬ 
rested when preparing an action toge¬ 
ther with a Palestinian commando, was 
extradicted to israel, comicted to 10 
years imprisonment and later on depor¬ 
ted to germany. reuter kept into con¬ 
tact with palastinian groups and visits 
their country, i imagine that he saw 
rima there and told her, she could come 
back, without necessity of giving state¬ 
ments or doing a stripteese in their 
media, all thanks to the special program 
for sorry-feelings guerillas, from which 
those 10 from East Germany know by 
now, that it means nothing but: super- 
grass or living burial, apparantly rima 
told him to go to a lowyer of one of 
us and ask, if we thought it possible, 
reuter howerver went to the SSS. 
the fact that it reached us after going 
past the SSS, i can only explain as 
follows: perhaps rima planned to build 
in a security-check, some kind of memo¬ 
ry of something, we experienced to¬ 
gether, something nobody else knows 
but us. to make sure that any possible 
reply would really be ours, i suppose, 
otherwise benz and reuter would already 
have made one up. 

i'm completely sure, that rima doesn't 
know that reuter is cooperating with 
the SSS. if she would have wanted so, 
there are much earlier ways - she could 
have gone to a german embassy anytime 
for many years. 

but why are they so much after her, 
why do they want her so badly after 
13 years? 

rima should fill in a gap in the state¬ 
ments of the others, that were arrested 

in East germany, who by no means could 
ever produce answers to these questions, 
because they joined the raf only much 
later, she should also tell about her 
comrades down there, her friends, the 
country, erverything. it's the same 
reason, why 10 years of retreat in pri¬ 
vate lifes and the depolitication-process, 
that goes along with it, weren't enough 
- because they want to have it all, 
'endsieg'. (german for final victory) 
rima has a warrant for the action again¬ 
st schlever(the president of the union 
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of employers in '77). it's all about an 
appartment in kdln, wich she had rented 
- something, nearly everybody in the 
group did a thousand times, logistics, 
in the senes of art. 129a(support of 
a terrorist organisation) it is 'part 
of membership's activities', which means 
the warrent is not valid anymore, 
schleyer the threat of getting life- 
imprisond can only be used to put up 
pressure - as with sigrid sternebeck, 
who didn't want to become a supergrass, 
(that was the situation in September 
'90) it would mean the same for rima: 
crimilisation, pressure and prison, 
yet we want to make something else 
clear: rima left us, because guerilla 
was not her style, of course she didn't 
do anything else where, which she didn't 
want to do back here, the SSS-slogan, 
which appeared everywhere again, and 
which says that 'anyone going to the 
Palestinians, has to go on fighting - 
is the most senseless filth one could 
imagine, it was never like that, some¬ 
thing like 'handing over' people from 
one organisation to an other didn't 
exist, doesn't exist. 

nevertheless they were always willing 
to help us out, wlien one of us needed 
time, space, to get even with her/him¬ 
self again, how she or he wanted to 
continue - generous help, with a lot 
of understanding and friendship, out 
of the awarness that this exist, this 
need, and that who ever fights over 
her should be confident, rima lives there 
that's all there is to say about it. 
but the cops can't get dose to her. 
she should return voluntary, 
don't walk into their hands, rima. you've 
got friends over there, people, with 
whom you can identify through all those 
years, spent together, so much , which 
can give you strength and joy in life, 
there is nothing but the prison waiting 
here for you, like with the others, it 
would be a hard struggle, after all 
those years abroad, this total confron¬ 
tation again, perhaps the situation 
changes, when they get stuck in the 
mud with their boots for the first time, 
but not now. they are marching through 
now, and it has only just begun, 
watch yourself.

FOR A FRONT OF THE STRUGGLES AND 
MOVEMENTS AGAINST THE CLASS-JUSTICE

The struggling-comitee of Action Directe 
prisoners starts a new struggle against 
the isolation and for the regroupment. 

In july 1989 the minister of justice has 
announced our ”re-integration into im¬ 
prisonment on demand" according to 
the general law assigned for the execu¬ 
tion order of the sentence. Becouse 
of this official statement and becouse 
of the promis that we became regrouped 
in twos each case we have stopped 
our second hunger-strike. 

Dur continuing detention conditions, 
the facts which were set than have 
been very quick contradictory to all 
that. Thus a new form of isolation was 
forced through by and by. 

Special-sections were installed in which 
arbitrariness, restrictions and prohibi¬ 
tions are the order of the day. Declared 
no-mans-land. 

Psychatric centers and medical sciences 
centers for old aged, in each case ac¬ 
cording to the decissions of the jail- 
directors of fresnes and fleury. liJe 
are placed in total isolation from the 
remaining jail; for us it is forbidden 
to take part in all activities like sports, 
studies; out of the court-yard hours 
we are isolated in our cells. 

All contacts to other prisoners are 
reduced to a minimum and they are 
"choosed" by the jail-administration; 
the controls to outside, the political 
censor-ship was aggravated again in 
each case in last sprin and in summer.

The official statements were kept at 
no moment completely and the promises 
were made dubious step by step. Their 
"normalization" of our detention-condi¬ 
tions is a total fiasco. 

□ur detention conditions can never 
be "normal" becouse they are political. 
From the moment on that political priso¬ 
ners do offer resistance, they refuse 
to abjure and to dissociate themselves, 
up from this moment their isolation 
land their subjection to these detention 
conditions is a political imprisonment. 
From that moment on the prisoners are 
under conditions in which the whole 
power and the authoritanian character 
of the state, the reason of state and 
their unlegalness, reprisals, black-mai- 
• lings and pressure up to torture are 
dominant. 

The isolation-sections (Q.I.) up to the 
special-sections, that is the repressive 
reality of today. A reality, whici is 
hides ^itself behind a hypocritical ideolo¬ 
gy: "In a democratic system political 
prisoners do not exist, there are only 
criminals". 

From extra-detention up to the extra¬ 
courts, the "sections speciales" and 
the 14. section of "parquet paris" the 
same principle is valid; There exist 
no political prisoners, becouse political 
^ struggle beyond the laws and beyond 
the institutions is not permitted to 
exist. Beyond the internal rivalries 
of the unit-parties bourgois dominion 
^ nothing is permitted to exist. 

^ Therefor the powerfulls criminalize all 
1 struggles which do smash effective 
^ the borders of their artificial democra- 
^ tic dummy. 

For the state there exists no political 
struggle if this struggle is not integra- 
tionable into the system at once or 
can be used by the system, that means 
is manipulatable. 

Thus demonstrants become violent chaots 
if they refuse to go between CRS and 
the Unions...Revolutionists become to 
"terrorists", fanatics and "single-comba¬ 
tants"... 

The repression against the struggles 
of the suppressed and outbordered 
and their defamation is increasing per¬ 
manently., 

-while in parrallel by the Schengen 
Agreement the chase for the "outward 
enemy" (immigrants, political refu¬ 
gees...) and for the "inner enemy" (re¬ 
volutionists, guerilla, antagonistic 
proletariat, rebells...) becomes instal¬ 
led; 

-while in parrallel the crisis of the 
state expands and deepens itself fur¬ 
ther on, becouse its corruptiousness 
and its true character as an instru- 
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ment of bourgeois hegemony becomes 
more and more evident. 

The gossip of law and order is only 
a dirty make-up for the organized dis¬ 
order, for the exploiters profits, the| 
ursurer, the exchange-speculators, the^ 
faked bills, the embezzlement of states- 
money... the laws sever ness, with wich 
this order becomes called in by the 
administrators of power against the 
youth, foreigners, proletarians, poors 
and against revolutionists, dissolves 
itself into nothingness, into amnesty 
and weack expels if the earning-well 
ones become suprised in the "circle 
of the thiefs", or the conspirators, 
the war terrorists, the corrupts cops 
and agents, from douc6 to greenpeace, 
from ouv6a to oussekine. 

The monopolistic states capitalism has 
made a huge jump to the front. The 
concentration and centralization of 
power in the hands of the bourgeois 
oligarchy is increasing constantly and 
the consequences of that are an increa¬ 
sing unequalness, the "crisis of work", 
out-bordering and suffering, "no work 
and no rooms"... 

The trade-monopolies and the suppres¬ 
sion settle down and enforce themselves 
in the political reaction and in the 
repression. The political state apparatus 
shows itself in its totality more and 
more obvious as an instrument of the 
bourgeois power realations against the 
suppressed class. 

This becomes reflected also in the insti¬ 
tutions of justice, which is an expres¬ 
sion of this class relation, that acts 
as class-justice more and more obvious 
and its only reality is the defending 
of the property and of the exploitation 
below conditions of capitalistic produc¬ 
tion; the jail is their weopon of spiri¬ 
tualized terror, repressive and paraly¬ 
sing, directed against the people, the 
proletarians and the out-bordered. 

The whole execution of the sentence 
is as more totalitarian according as 
how it is prevailing in this function. 
The decay of the system reproduces 
itself up to its extremest expression 
in the intensive exploitation by the 
nasty under-payed urark, in the black¬ 
mailing by unemployment, the rassism 
and disastrous life-conditions. 

The socalled efforts of the jail-adminis¬ 
tration for "more human detention con¬ 
ditions" (as if human jail conditions 
could ever exist) in reality develop 
an increase of repression measures, 
called the "security", against the priso¬ 


ners. A security policy of torture by 
isolation, the permanent violence against 
the organizing and the struggles of 
the prisoners. That's the preventive, 
repressive policy of surveillance, the 
"authority for killing", the CRS, the 
beat-up and the arrest-cells, that is^ 
also the carte blanche for the attacks 
of fascistic gangs, for the rassists 
of the jailer-unions, for the arbitrari¬ 
ness and the dady violence. 

The O.I. of "dwell-group-execution", 
the special-sections as systems for 
differentiation and isolation, this is 
all made for breaking the unity, the 
solidarity and collectivity of the priso- 
Lners. It shall isolate every single pri¬ 
soner to the institution and suppression, 
smash the collective struggles, every 
resistance and every refusal. 

The built of new jails aims on that and 
of course in them appropriate structu¬ 
res become created that do emphasize 
the social repression outwards. 

Only the organized resistance and the 
struggles will make it today possible 
for us to restore our solidarity and 
our true collctivity. Only over that 
we will become to a capable movement, 
that is in the position to smash the 
security-policy of the state, of the 
justice and of the jail-administration 
and that will overthrow all their imposed 
power. 

Starting from the whole reality and 
from all struggles we will build-up the 
unity, the resistance-front against 
the class-justice and against the jail. 
Against the isolation-sections, against 
the special-sections, aginst the white 
torture and the arbitrariness. 

For the regroupment, against the single¬ 
detention and the "dwell-group-execu¬ 
tion", against the isolation and the 
differentiation, against the political 
censor-ship. 

For the liquidation of the special courts 
and the abolition of the special-lau« 
from September 1986.

monstreous reception in Mas du Taureau 
in Vaulx-en-Velin, champain • and pastry 
with presence of all local notabilities 
and national too. 

aim of the maneuvre: to polish the image 
of Vaulx, pilot-projekt and renovated 
(the Mas du Taureau is no slum!!!), old 
fronts painted, superficially touched 
up. inauguration of a climbing wall, symbol 
of the succeeded integration, the little 
youth can go in for sports in stead of 
insecuring cars, that's what they think 
in the upper floors. 

one detail: this inauguration during which 
the people out of the quarter could see 
the whole pack devour in front of their 
noses, has costed the triffle of 10G 
Batons (100.000 francs ??). 

Saturday, October, 6th : 

"it nearly turned in acomplete revolte" 
(le progr^s du dimanche) 
after some brutal car-crash the brillant 
cops of Vaulx-en-Velin came, making their 
third victime within two months, surely 
the presence of the cops is not much 
worser in Vaulx-en-Velin than in any 


other comparable quarter, that means 
that it is as unbearable as in those, 
a further detail: it's, a new equipe of 
cops that is doing its work in the quarter 
since some months, unanimously hated, 
they will grasp at their throats, within 
a few hours their whole "war-logique" 
will be ruptured. 

Saturday evening the clever ones make 
a car-rallye to drag the cops into the 
housing-estate, the CRS (barracked cops 
which operate against demonstrations 
and immigrates, counterinsurgency-troop), 
called for reinforcement, comes to guar¬ 
antee the guard of a fottballmatch - 
quickly they are overrunned, compressed, 
humiliated: brief, sended back to where 
they belong. 

sonday, October 7th : 

the whole housing-estate is on the street 
and the festivity can begin: massive at¬ 
tack on the local shopping-center with 
always the same tactics: the storage 
gets stolen and then made a fire.... 
the sports-shop, which belongs to a mili¬ 
tant stal (?fascist woman?), is the first 
target, then the tobaccfo-shop, the PMU 









the kids cram their pockets and the pa¬ 
rents laugh scoreful, exceptionally the 
night is vanished out of Vaulx-en-Velin 
at this weekend, 
of course the cavalry, the 
of course the cavalry, the CRS, the fire- 
brigade comes; journalists are beating 
themselves through joyfully, especially 
civil-cops gets recognized, sneeking them¬ 
selves in the middle of the croud and 
trying to catch something of every group 
of people. 

on that day the "social institutions get 
attacked: the swimming-bath; the climbing- 
wall, which does not catch fire, in spite 
of many attempts, the big supermarket 
Auchan ows its' rescue only to the arrival 
of reenforcementforces of the police 
and from the evening the housing-estate 
is cordoned off. everywhere the cops 
block the streets, in vain, gangs are 
in movement in every corner, the most 
phantastic rumours were wairling araound 
in the rendezvouz manoeuvre, the police 
shoots accidentally at HLM-buildings (huge 
apartmenthouses, similar to british council 
housing, concrete ghettos), at shadows, 
at apartments. 

the mayor shouted himself hoarse and 
started to talk abaout "non local elements" 
(what a farce!), this Sunday, the most 
important to notice is the total lost 
of control: the cops, harrassed full of 
paranoia and sweating for fear, the "poli¬ 
ticians", who were steamrollered by the 
events, did not know how to strike the 
right note. Rocard personally tries to 
act the "sweatheart" (this coward will 
change his mind only two days later after 
his cop-force has reconquered the road), 
they tried tobring up their big guns, you 
know: to my right the GIPN (???) playing 
rambos let off the leash, (without immedi¬ 
ate effect) and to my left Harlem Besoin 
coming to play big-brother-who-has-suc- 
ceede-and-who-will-explain-you-life, who 
turned up the follwing day.(insulted at 
the townhall before, he didn't dare to 
enter the quarter), differetit and various 
champions tried to play the stopper again 
and again, muslim-hrothers, stalinists, 
street-workers were sent back to their 
dear prayers, briefly, a very beautiful 
Sunday in Vaulx, even if the mainly con¬ 
cerned, the people of the quarter, try 
to estimate; and now? what is going to 
happen? how far to go? this are some 
of the questions who point to here and 
there. 

mondav, October 8th : 

first the press; astonished and angry 
of being attacked (but still there are 
too many people on their photos and 
films), it manoeuvres between sensationa¬ 
lism, mnralism, basar-lyrics like 'liberation' 
and social miseritism. 


no, the ghosts, even if the suburb is 
dirty, it isn't hell, as you like to fanta¬ 
size. desolated, it is an pilot-zone which 
was burning that day and if the hatred 
will turn again against the social symbols 
of consommation and repression it's not 
because people have a standard of living 
as in romans of Zola, it's not, it's not 
anymore - as other gangsters want to 
make us swallow - because the people 
proletariat there has a stronger class- 
consciousness. stuff your dialog, the 
suburb is as inhuman as every quarter 
which is created by and in the capitalist's 
interest. 

in every european town people are par¬ 
ked, driven into a corner and in addition 
they can choice between becoming cop 
or idler, between boredom and consomma¬ 
tion. as elsewhere they dream of "a pret¬ 
ty familiy and a pretty job" (as a yoouth 
said), well knowing that they'll get a 
bad family and a dirty job, as long as 
the big pigs don't leave from here, 
so without doubt monday night was the 
most beautiful: after some broshes with 
the enemy on that what was left over 
of the commercial center and after an 
attempt to attack the police station, 
people returned to traditional tactics: 
to start a fire here and there and to 
wait for the cops away from their area, 
at one part of the city there was a big 
"rodeo" (car-rallye) after a short retreat 
the cops had to stop the attack of at 
least some hundred outraged youth, 
always their attacks were rash-actions 
and their whole collection of grenades 
used without distinction (teargas, offen¬ 
sives,...) was ineffective to smash the 
insurrection, by the way the insurrectors 



have showed a surprising sense of tactics 
and self-organisation, at least for people 
being still surprised that the people fight 
"well" when they know their real enemies, 
and don't cheat yourself, the CRS was 
there to collect the beats at that eve¬ 
ning, to fix the insurrection, briefly, 
to attach the major part to them; in 
this they succeeded perfectly, because 
the fire had reached already other com¬ 
munities near-by of far away, 
on monday it is not only Vaulx which 
smells for gas, the problem is no longer 
revange for T.Claudio but to continue 
the feast: at least for the part of the 
people who has nothing left to loose 
(but their liberty) in this game. 



evidently the medias and other thugs 
became unleashed : the point of non-local 
elements, they talk about the dope-scene, 
they try by all means to destroy the 
agreement between fighting poors and 
poors who assisted the fighters or were 
only amused spectatators. the ' medias 
spoke about a commercial's militia, since 
then the cops started to rick us out 
off the game. 

two foot-notes: the lack of selection 
of certain targets (vehicles of poors) ^ 
have caused damage as well as the fact 
that the inhabitants of Vaulx now were 
forced to do their shopping some kilome¬ 
ters away and believed in a real flood 
of political and media-propaganda and 
become "innocents" on the search for 
a "honorable exit". 

don't let us dream: only Vaulx has seen 
its people massively on the streets, other 
wearies of other suburbs perhaps have 
seen where are their interests but they 
remained a minoritiy.

this will be the day of holding out 
hands", or at least of turn and of deesca¬ 
lation. for several reasons: the medias 
accord as well as the desire to find a 
"crisis exit" showed by many, 
the aversion for the heavy cops' presence 
and the fact to want to fight them, in 
spite of everything feeling overrun by 
the events, for Vaulx you can explain 
it this way: without perspectives, without 
solution, one part of the inhabitants 
decided to play a social role to safeguard 
the quarter and to protect its two square- 
meter lawn. 

that evening the gangs played a real 
cop's role , without a discussion but 
with the not written consensus to prevent 
a desaster. this didn't prevent fires to 
be set in the whole agglomeration, but 
at the same time the fire-brigades was 
protected by other civilians, everywhere 
the cops turned up to pass on maximally 
anouncements, especially the brutals 
of the surety urbaine (special metropoli- 
tain cops) were disguised as "roughnecks", 
which provoked some miserable confronta¬ 
tions with their blue-dressed colleages 
within the cop-apparatus, which still 
last.... 


there were errors by all sides but the 
"holding out hands" was successful!, you 
can regret the felty 'nationalism of the 
quarter', who was in favour of the power, 
as well as the notvery cute way of rush¬ 
ing around and away’ not appreciating 
the local conditions, according to my 
opinion , the most regretable was the 
fact that the cops could rubb their hands 
and unpunished could succeed in provoca¬ 
tions and arrests, in spite of sporadic 
resistance. 

Wednesday, October 10th and the following 

time: 

little by little, everything turned back 
to order up to the vjeekend.... 
but several things have been changed 
bythe insurrection, firstly, it was privi¬ 
leged moment of a party, 'real life' in 
opposit to the life imposed by the power, 
in addition , the insurrectors of Vaulx 
and other places are neither heroes nor 
revolutionaries, only encouraged people 
who took their fate in their hands for 
some days and gave the authorities the 
only response they've to receive, 
the DSQ (???), our good masters pride, 
has proved its failure either as highly 
social controled area or as living condi¬ 
tion (they wanted to swallow us to believe 
that that one can be proud to be a citi¬ 
zen of Vaulx-en-velin). 

oncemore the effectivity of self-organisa¬ 
tion is proved: the kids who took part 
in the party (they've even forgotten 
their scarfs in the beginning) had been 
manipulated by nobody, neither by rascals 
nor politicians, that's the most joyful 
aspect of the events. 

in addtion you have to know that the 
media's arm does not only denounce but 
tries to deliver solutions of the crisis, 
make itself the riff-raff's loudspeaker, 
and this way it may work, in medium range, 
the whole little political world can heave 
a sigh of relief, the killing-cops are 
whitewashed and a small number of rioters, 
caught in the act, will go into prison.... 
so everything will be alright, but unfortu¬ 
nately for many people this experience 
will last, and a fire can be smothered 
easily but from one day to another the 
heat can ignite again. 

Greetings to everybody !!! 
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Since the beginning of November 
the city of Nijmegen is turned 
upside-down. The start of this 
was the complete naming-names 
of the city's P.I.D. (local 
secret police) and to top it 
all the discovery of Joop de 
Boer, one of their prime infor¬ 
mers/spies. He had, over the 
past 9 years, infiltrated in 
over 50 groups. 

This was all elaborately described 
in the book "The tragic of a 
Secret Service". It's strength 
was that it was put together 
very well and was accesible for 
everyone. It starts with the 
history in general and the working 
methods of the BVD (the interior 
Security Service, the national 
secret service) and it's local 
branches the PID’s. This is illus- 
strated with several recruiting 
attempts and infiltrations from 
the last couple of years. The 
Nijmegen PID is very active with 
recruiting attempts. 

Because several people had been 
found out to be spying over the 
last 3 years, the BVD methods 
had been publicized several times 
in the media but each time had 
been done with as an isolated 
incident (not least of all by 
the Minister for the Interior). 
The next part of the book, is 
an almost complete who's-who 
of the Nijmegen PID. All they 
want to stay secret is presented 
in full glory: their names, faces. 


habits, hobbies, cars, addresses, 
telephone numbers, their observa¬ 
tion post opposite the 'Grote 
Broek' (a major squatted centre) 
etc. The publication was a comple¬ 
te surprise and caused a shock 
for the police/justice. 

One person was arrested for alled- 
gedly taking part in the 
’kidnapping and severe inter¬ 
rogation' of the informer Joop 
de Boer, (the person is out again) 
Some (ex-?)PID' ers and the City 
Council had a trial begun against 
the printer and some selling 
points to stop the book from 
being sold. All this publicity 
soon made a second printing of 
the book necessary 
The judge forbade the printer 
to make and the selling points 
to sell the book. Another printer 
then made the third printing 
and the book was sold in other 
places (up to station newsagents!) 
On the 24th of November a national 
demonstration was called in 
Nijmegen. At the start there 
were 1000 people, another 1000- 
plus joined during the demo. 
It was a good, powerful and open 
demo with lots of music and dan¬ 
cing. It went along several places 
of interest, like the prosecuted 
selling points, observation post, 
secret cop houses and the police 
station. There was a heavy police 
presence because the book was 
to be sold during the demo. The 
police had said that that would 
be a provocation and they would 
'intervene'. The book was sold, 
massively, but they didn't dare 
to do anything. Now, there is 
ever more publicity and discussion 
Almost every day there is some¬ 
thing in the media about the 
BVD and what they do. Several 
campains have started or are 
planned to get rid of them. 

Nijmegen 

For the movement in Nijmegen, 
this book represented a step 
from the defensive. A step forward 
which gained a lot of territory. 
Historically, the Nijmegen move¬ 
ment is, together with Amsterdam, 
one • of the strongest and most 
militant. Over the past 4 years 
the repression was the heaviest 
of all the country. 1987 saw 
a revival with the squatting 
of the 'Marienburcht ’, one of 
the largest office buildings 
in the centre of town, owned 
by Shell. After 4 months it was 
evicted. Our militant resistance 
made the press go into a frenzy 
and the 'battle' led to questions 
in parliament. A few months later 
there was an enormous razzia. 
When the dust had settled down 
it turned out that 8 people were 
being accused under article 140 
(membership in a criminal or¬ 
ganisation) . 

This was the first time in dozens 
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time when the new students arrived 
at Nijmegen’s university and 
other schools, the doors of all 
kinds of groups were wide open. 
Thousands of folders were spread 
out at schools. A pamphlet was 
made about the 'Grote Broek', 
the main squatted centre. The 
atmosphere changed. More and 
more new people became involved. 
Nowadays one of the squatted 
caf6s is run for 75% by students. 
Just at that time the book ceune 
out and those who made us stand 
with our back to the wall for 
years, are one by one found out. 
Now it's their turn to stand 
with their back to the wall, 
instead of us. 

This is one step further in the 
upward direction. 

The power, the mutual trust and 
the solidarity we need have become 
stronger.

From the court proceedings it 
became gradually clear what an 
enormous investigation the police 
had undertaken for 3 months. 
Telephone taps, enormous photo¬ 
books, observation and informers. 
The whole movement had been held 
against the light and the arrests 
were actually just a nice bonus 
for them. Important was, that 
with the investigations under 
article 140 they had/have all 
instruments available that they 
want to dissect the movement. 
This brought a lot of fear and 
paranoia to the Nijmegen movement. 
This only increased when 2 years 
later the story of one of the 
found-out informers became known. 
People lost their trust in each 
other. This informer had told 
the PID continuously about very 
many actions, because he was 
a very well-known person at 
meetings and direct actions. 
Over 3 years he told them every¬ 
thing he knew. The PID was for 
instance completely informed 
about the plans for the Marien- 
burcht eviction. Up to pictures 
of persons just remotely involved. 


I 

Nijmegen was the first Dutch 
city to order a ban on squatting, 
which made squatting virtually 
impossible. The strength of the 
movement had declined so far, 
that other important houses could 
be easily evicted. The few times 
we went onto the streets, there 
was a police overkill and we 
were beaten up. 

During this time, almost everyr 
month people were asked by the 
secret police to become an infor¬ 
mer. This only stimulated paranoia 
and fear. Another few informers 
were found out and this gave 
Nijmegen the name of 'city of 
informers'. How low can you get? 
But from this low point things 
started to build up again. Through 
the isolation and powerlessness, 
the movement had also lost a 
lot of it's arrogance and most 
of all had very little left to 
loose. A lot of initiatives were 
started. For instance, at the

One domino seldom falls alone - 

what about the international Anti-Shell- 

campaign ? 

Let’s start with the things which were 
possible in the past years when The Royal 
Dutch Shell was one of the most discussed 
subjects within the european radical Left. 
Since about the seventies Shell-stations 
and Shell-buildings were again and again 
the target of many actions, blockades and 
sabotages. Coming from the dutch Anti- 
Apartheid organizations the international 
Anti-Shell campaign (ASC) was started in 
1986 . The defined aim of the different 
groups was to force the multinational 
Shell to withdraw from South-Africa (SA) 
by means of public pressure. Shell as the 
most important foreign investor and sup¬ 
plier of oil is supporting substantially 
the south-african Apartheid regime. 

The campaign against Shell therefore 
a possibility to support in solidarity 
the liberation struggle of the black ma¬ 
jority in SA. In this sense the Anti- 
Apartheid movements in most european 
countries had taken up the ASC during the 
last years: Sweden, Denmark, Norway, Fin- ^ 
land, Italy, Spain, Euskadi, Britain and, 
since 1988 it became a subject for a wide 
range of groups: from church groups to 
radical groups. The first militant actions 
which were coordinated between some of the 
european countries took place in november 
1988 , april 1989 and October 1989 . The 
dutch alliance SuZA ("Shell out of South 
Africa") organized the international actions 
day on april 28^^ 1990 and another actions 
day on june 16^^ 1990 (which marked 100 
years Shell and is also the Soweto commem¬ 
oration day). 

Until then the campaign seemed to 
gain more and more power. 

But not later than june l6^^ the 
first difficulties to react in an 
"adequate" way to the "changes" in 
SA showed up. 

What does "adequate" mean in relation 
to the situation in SA. 

Despite all the questions and confusion 
which arose within the Anti-Apartheid 
movement because of the negotiations 
of the ANC and deKlerk, we think that 



it is obvious that the government of 
deKlerk is not willing to establish even 
a legally, in the constitution guaranteed 
equality in the sense of "one man one 
vote". The opposite is the case. The 
government of SA carries on securing 
special rights for Whites. And even if 
Apartheid wouldn’t exist any more in SA 
officially the dreadful living conditions 
for the majority of the Blacks and the 
very bad chances to improve these con¬ 
ditions would still not be changed, the 
Apartheid and racism would not have been 
disappeared out of the minds of the Whites, 
the power would remain in the hands of the 
multinationals, IMF, World Bank and the 
Whites. The ANC and other organizations 
of the black resistance still demand sanc¬ 
tions which means economic pressure on the 
south-african government. This was reaffir¬ 
med recently (december 1990) by a resolution 
of the ANC National Executive Committee. 
Especially now as the EC decided to break 
off the sanctions for SA the ASC is one of 
the few but most important possibilities to 
support exactly the changes demanded by the 
oppressed population of SA. 






The SuZA-Alliance stopped all its plans 
5 for new national and international 
actions in july 1990 (?) arguing that 
the dutch Anti-Apartheid movement is 
neither discussing the "changes" in SA 
and its own situation nor organizing new 
actions against Shell. This state was 
probably also reflected in the few people 
who demonstrated against deKlerks visit 
in Amsterdam recently. Concerning the 
campaign SuZA talks about a break the end 
of which is not in sight at the moment. 

But what happens in the FRG ? 

At the two national meetings of Anti- 
Shell groups the few groups left stated 
that it is important to continue the cam¬ 
paign. The vanishing power of the campaign 
in the Netherlands and the difficulties to 
develop the ASC as a popular movement here 
in the FRG make it difficult to carry on 
our work. Nevertheless we don't want to 
become defensive and wait because there 
still is the necessity and the reasons for 


The second important reason for us to 
continue the international campaign 
against Shell is its role as a multi¬ 
national. Shell as the biggest european 
company should be one subject of a 
"campaign" against the "United Europe 
of the capital". The expansion of Shell 
to Eastern Europe, Shell as one of the 
most important producers of agrochemi¬ 
cals, its activities in bio- and gene- 
technology, the exploitation and ecolo¬ 
gical destruction by Shell here and in 
the so-called "Third World" - there is 
a lot to say about that and there are 
enough reasons to fight against it. 
Because the campaign started in the • 
Netherlands where it became a popular 
movement we now also have a look at the 
actual situation of the campaign there. 
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this campaign. On the other side we 
wonder whether it is still carried on 
internationally or in Europe. What and 
how discuss Anti-Shell groups in Scan¬ 
dinavia, Britain, Spain, Euskadi, Italy ? 
Are there any new actions ? Is everybody 
looking to the Netherlands and falling like 
domino ? What do other Anti-Shell groups 
think of the "reforms" in SA ? .... 

This paper is also meant as a question to 
all Anti-Shell groups in european countries 
to contact each other and us to get an idea 
of the actual stand (-still ?) of the inter¬ 
national campaign. 

As long as we don't know what's happening 
in other countries it is very difficult for 
us to give more than a description of the 
situation (here), i.e. an analysis of the 
question "why is the campaign stuck" . 

How is it possible to go on ? 

Especially the international character of 
the campaign is/was the possibility to 
develop resistance against the power of 
multinationals.

Innu Women and Nation: 
The Occupation of 
Nistassinan 


"Militarism is a form of colonization which 
takes away from our lives. That future is 
without hope for us. But, we will fight 
for our rights. I believe in nonviolence 
and dvil disobedience. I am ready to go to 
jail, to take blows or die for our cause, 
because I believe in the struggle for the 
freedom of my people. I don’t want your 
sympathy. I want your support, your 
strong and collective support against the 
oppression of your government. What we 
need is your resistance." - Penote Ben 
Michel in a conference in Montreal on 
Militarism in Labrador/Nitassinan. 


At the sound of the approaching canoe 
breaking the film of new ice, shouting 
children nin to the beach to greet fathers 
and brothers and to see what they will eat 
tomorrow. Tonight the boat holds two 
beaver, a muskrat, eight partridge and a 
dozen fish. The children descend on the 
boat, and enthusiastically help unload, and 
of course, distribute the food to relatives. 
After cleaning, much of the meat is placed 
on racks, and hung for the evening. In the 
morning, they will begin to prepare it for 
the evening meal. This is a ritual of daily 
life, and one which continues even after 
almost 500 years since Columbus stumbled 
upon the Americas. Indigenous people, 
like the Innu, maintain age-old instructions 
and traditions, and through this are able to 
lead good lives, and provide well for their 
families.

nomy.* The lifestyle is based on fishing, 
hunting caribou and other large animals, 
harvesting rabbits and other small game, 
and trapping of fiirbearers for food and sale 
of the pelts. It has been this way for 
around three centuries. 

The village of SllWshatshit (pronounced 
Sheshadgee) is the closest Innu settlement 
to Goose Bay-about 20 miles to the 
Northeast. It looks much like other Native 
villages across the continent. There are the 
same government-issued wooden houses— 
the newest ones with incongruous Georgian 
doors—strung out along the makeshift 
roads. There are the same rusting wrecks 
of stranded cars, and the same half wild 
dogs that follow you looking for food or a 
pat. But outside of many houses stand the 
traditional meat platforms where hunters 
store their game. There are caribou hides 
hanging up to dry and sometimes between 
the houses you will see a canvas tent, with 
smoke billowing through the chimney. The 
Innu continue to use the village as primary 
residence, but go back and forth to the 
woods—harvesting for their families. 

They have only had a permanent year— 
round village here for the past thirty years. 



The Innu People vs. NATO 

Northwest River, Labrador, a place 
called Nitassinan or "our land" by the Innu 
people who have lived there for 9,000 
years or so, and a place known as Goose 
Bay by the Canadian armed forces and, 
more recently, NATO. This is the site of 
one of the most enduring, and widely re¬ 
cognized struggles against militarism on 
the continent. This is the struggle of the 
Innu people against the expansion of the 
military base, from the present 8,000 
flights a year, to over 40,000 flights in a 
low-level training center. The Innu 
people, and recently a Newfoundland Court 
decision, maintain that this is their land, 
and they intend to protect it. The Canadian 
government, in a bid for a billion dollar 
international NATO facility sees Goose 
Bay as a money- making military venture. 

The Innu are an Algonkin-speaking 
nation who have lived in Nistassinan, liter¬ 
ally "our land" forever. The Innu culture, 
economy, religious, and political systems 
are totally integrated into the natural en¬ 
vironment, and rely upon the animals, 
plants, water, and land of Nistassinin for 
their continuity. Like most northern In¬ 
digenous people, the Innu have skillfully 
fine-tuned and adapted their technologic 
I and cultural practices to provide for their 
r families in both a cash and non-cash eco- 


Elizabeth Penashue lives in Sheshatshit. 
She is one of the Innu elders that has been 
pushed to the center stage in the struggle 
over the military base. Elizabeth remem¬ 
bers walking and canoing literally thou¬ 
sands of miles with her parents through 
Nistassinan. Their country is about the 
size of France, and the Innu know every 
part of their land. "The land that belongs 
to us means a whole lot to me and my 
people, especially the animals we have 
depended on through our survival on our 
land. Our forefathers also had a deep res¬ 
pect for our land. They have never gone 
about destroying the land and the animals. 
They have killed with great respect. And it 
is very hard for us just to look while the 
governments are treating our land just the 
opposite of our ancestors. They have 
weakened our animals. . ." 

Innu Women Struggle for 
a Way of Life 

The Innu struggle against the NATO 
base is about the land, and about their way 
of life. The struggle has united the com¬ 
munity and gained international support for 
the campaign. Many of the women have 
taken the strongest stands, and are now 
recognized internationally for what the 
community knows them as— leaders and 
the beacons of the Innu. The women, like 


Elizabeth, her sister Rose Gregoirc, Fran¬ 
cesca Snowe, and others have travelled 
extensively, been hauled into court in¬ 
numerable times, and rcemerged with new 
courage, to continue their resistance. 

These women and their families have led a 
resilient occupation at the Goose Bay Mili¬ 
tary base. A string of occupations, dem¬ 
onstrations, as well as the peaceful taking 
by storm of the base’s runways, represent 
the most significant challenge yet to low— 
level flights and other war exercises being 
carried out in the Innu homeland. At one 
point in the early spring of 1989, these 
women did 19 days in a provincial jail for 
occupying the military runway. They were 
acquitted on the charges, when the New¬ 
foundland court determined that they sin¬ 
cerely believed that they were occupying 
their own land, and hence could not be 
trespassing. Even then, these women, eight 

other Innu women, and seven other Innu 
men, did their time anyway. They refused 
to sign the conditions which would have 
led to their release. By the summer of 
1989, over 250 arrests had taken place and 
the Innu continued to gear up their resis¬ 
tance to the new NATO proposal. 


The Military Buiid-Up 

The Goose Bay military base was built 
in 1941, as an outlying station linking 
North America and Europe during the 
Second World War. In 1952, the U.S. 
Airforce signed a 20-year lease to use the 
base. Before the lease expired, the Ameri¬ 
cans were lending their installations to the 
British Royal Airforce and its Vulcan 
Bombers. By the mid-seventies, the prob¬ 
lems had expanded geometrically. With 
resistance in European countries to low— 
flying militaiy flints over densely popu¬ 
lated areas, a number of countries began 
looking greedily at the Canadian north for 
new testing zones. By the 1980s, more 
than 4,000 training flights were being car¬ 
ried out over the 100,000 square kilometer 
area. By 1989, there were 8,000 low-level 
flights a year, between April and Novem¬ 
ber—30 to 50 a day. 

The worst was yet to come. In 1980, 
NATO's military committee, sponsored a 
feasibility study for the construction of a 
fighter plane training center in Goose Bay. 
And, not to be outdone, then Canadian 
Minister of Defense John Crosby in 1985 
announced that the government would 
spend 93 million dollars to modernize the 
base; and also encouraged new countries to 
join the war games in the sky. Six coun¬ 
tries—Belgium, Great Britain, West Ger¬ 
many, Holland, the U.S., and Canada—are 
now using the skies of Nitassinan more 
intensely than ever. All of this is to put in 
a bid for the NATO Training base—a du¬ 
bious honor which would result in around 
100,000 low-level flights a year (250 
"outings" a day), not to mention two to six 
bombing ranges, and realistic replicas of 
landing strips, hangars, surface-to-air mis¬ 
siles, refineries, industrial plants, and other 
"enemy" targets. 









In the summer of 1989, the Innu 
learned that an ”in principle” decision to go 
ahead with the fiillscale NATO tactical 
weapons training center had been made. 
Rose Gregoire, who is fighting to save her 
homeland, said, ”I need to make it entirely 
clear that if the NATO base is established, 
Nitassinan will be turned into a war zone 
and our nation will be utterly destroyed." 


"Buzzing" in the North 

"Buzzing" is the term local people on 
the ground use to describe the low-level 
flights. Currently jet bombers use 38,000 
square miles of nothem Quebec and Lab¬ 
rador to fly at lower elevations almost 
anywhere else in the world. In West Ger¬ 
many, no flights are permitted under 250 
feet; such levels are considered to be too 
dangerous over populated areas. The Can¬ 
adian I>epartment of National Defense 
(DND) and NATO apparently think that 
Nistassinan is uninhabited; the 15,000 Innu 
who live there know otherwise. 

The low-level flights create terrifying 
ear-splitting booms without warning in the 
otherwise unbroken peace of the north- 
woods. It's said that the natural reflex to 
throw one's self down upon the ground, 
then lie there for several minutes dumb¬ 
founded and shaking from ever}' limb is, 
basically unavoidable. "What is most scary 
is that the jets come with no warning." 
says Innu Monica Nui. "In fact you can 
sec the treetops bending when they go 
over. If they pass over the tents, the tent 
canvas starts to shake also. A little girl 
about five years old was so scared that she 
fainted. "After the three jets went over, I 
could hear the ringing inside my head for a 
half hour." This is a war on the senses, 
and significant studies have shown that 
"buzzing" has devastating effects on the 
sense of hearing, the nervous system, and 
the metabolism of most species living 
within the northern ecosystem. 

The impact on humans is what we can 
feel. The impact on the caribou herds, the 
beaver, the fish, the geese, and all the ani¬ 
mals on which the Innu rely, is what the 
Innu are trying to stop. The Innu are to¬ 
tally dependent upon the fragile northern 
ecosystem. The George River caribou herd 
share this ecosystem with the Innu. The 
herd is the largest migratory mammal herd 
in North America- and is estimated to 
have over half a million animals. The Innu 
arc desperately concerned about the impact 
of the military on the herd. They say the 
animals are suffering and the animals are 
getting weaker. "The herd has stopped 
growing", says biologist Stu Luttich, who 
has studied the herd for over 15 years. 

"Mortality rates are increasing and the 
birthrate is declining". Caribou weakened 
by stress arc easy prey for bears and 
wolves. The buzzing is creating stress in 
the herd. That constant stress is what the 
Innu were fighting. 


"The militarization, that's what you 
have to fight," said Francesca Snow, "they 
will destroy the land, they will destroy the 
animals, and they will destroy your life." 

When the animals are destroyed, the people 
are forced off the land, into wage work, 
into welfare, and the very soul of the com¬ 
munity is destroyed. Father Alexis Jouve- 
ncau, a priest who has lived with the 
Innu for many years, says that the people 
must be alowed to continue their way of 
life on the land. Jouveneau issued a warn¬ 
ing to the Canadian government; "You arc 
destroying not only their lifestyle, you arc 
destroying their whole life so that you may 
procc^ with military exercises. At that 
point, you might as well build a psychiatric 
clinic right here, and it will soon be over¬ 
filled." If the military goes ahead, said 
Innu elder Antionc Malcc, "You will not 
sec us cry. We will not cry. But our hearts 
will bleed." 

The Innu and their supporters 
redoubled their struggle against the base, 
and this spring have had some major vic¬ 
tories in the battle. In February, a New¬ 
foundland Provincial Court Judge refused 
to rule on the case against the Innu and 
their priest for trespassing on the runway. 
Most of the Innu announced on the third 
morning of the trial that they would no 
longer participate in the process, because 
the Court and the Crown had refused to 
hear the testimony they felt needed to be 
given. In the minds of the Innu, if the 
court could not be shown both how crucial 
the land is to their existence, and how des¬ 
tructive aye the effects of militarization, 
then it could not begin to understand their 
actions. The government prosecutors had 
insisted that the case be tried as a simple 
example of the unlawful interference with 
the lawful use of property. As the Irmu 
withdrew from the case. Judge Richard 
LeBlanc revealed the inappropriateness of 
the Justice system in this case: "I am not 
going to make a ruling today on the guilt 
or innocence of you because I don't tmnK i 
have that right, right at the moment. I am 
asking that the parties, to this issue, and I 
mean the govermnents of Canada, of New¬ 
foundland and of the Iimu people get toge¬ 
ther and talk about this issue and try to 
solve it. You are placing the court in a 
very, very difficult position. We could 


do^ our eyes and proceed, but in my 
opinion that would not be justice." As 
Rick Bauman, a Mennonite Central Com¬ 
mittee observer in the Courtroom reported. 
The judge himself, in his unwillingness to 
make a ruling had recognized that the 
struggle for the Innu was far too large for 
his court. Governments could not longer 
expect to be the arbiter of a question that 
concerned the survival of a people..." 
Indeed, shortly after the court decision, the 
Innu had another major victory-a prelim¬ 
inary decision was released by NATO, 
deciding against the siting of the military 
base at Goose Bay. NATO decided against 
the base largely on environmental and 
social grounds (also based on the intense 
resistance and legal campaign of the Innu 
and their supporters) and instead is con¬ 
sidering an alternative site in Turkey, 
i^though the preliminary decision is posi¬ 
tive, there is no final decision at this date. 

To the Innu, the struggle is long 
from over. They will continue to lobby 
against the NATO ba^, until there is a 
s^urity that the new facility will not be 
sited in Nistassinin. Then they will con¬ 
tinue to oppose the "lower scale" military 
occupation of the present 8,000 flights still 
upon them. The people also continue their 
efforts to rebuild their community from the 
devastation of the past fifty years of 
govei^ent policy and occupation. They 
fiilly intend to remain in Nistassinin. 

To those of us on the outside, there 
are a great m^y lessons from this struggle 
and the victories. The resistance and cour¬ 
age of the Innu are founded in their under¬ 
standing of the relationship of their 
Struve to their survival. The Innu are 
rebuilding their community, just as they are 
opposing the base. The Innu struggle is 
al^ critical in an overdl look at militariz¬ 
ation. After all, how many more NATO 
bases are needed anywhere?
